But there is noreaſon, that without labovr and taking of 

paine, we ſhould come to purchaſe our defires,fince through this trauaile, the pertecti- 

on of Nature is the better knowne, producing many faire cttcCts wfhin our ſoules,firſt 

formed and inucnted by her, which without induitrie would remaine quite cxtinguiſht, 

and of no force, not vnlike vnto ſenſeletle ſtones. The Shepheard wakened with this 

biting diſcourſe, began to take heart at graſle, replying vpon rhe old man in this fort. 

Whatſocucr thou art,that ſheweſt thy (elfe ſo charitable and deuour,in thy devoyreand 

dutic towards Nature, chriſtning her with che name of perfe&;l mult needes tel] thee, 

thouart wonderfull wide from the trith, and nota little deceiued in this matter;For if 

ſuch perfection were found in her (as thou ſpeakett why then doth the not make eue- 

ry man perte aliketwhereas (quite contrarie) fromſome;ſhe taketh away their health, 
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through long and ſtrange Maladies, which by her owne name, are tcarmed naturall 
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ſteps alwates orcerly, ſhall ncuer groſcly crre, nor otiend ſhametuily, And yet (replicd 
the Shepheard) divers that hauc offended, erring through Nature, haucby Art much 
amended their dete&s : whereas neucr hath there bin knonwe any one that hath/bin 
found to be perfe,through the benctit of Nature: As we ſee the Sages & wile men,(that 
liued heretofore in the olde world,) ſpent many yeares to correct, by knowledge and 
experience, the defaults of lame Nature, But that knowledge (anſwered tlie old man) 
procecded from theſclfe ſame Nature, in luch wile, as the is not to be blamed at all for 
the ſame, norto be thought any thingthe more vnpertc tor it ; ſeeing that as ſhe was 
the cauſe of that ill, ſo ſhe brought a remevie for the ſameand that ſo holc{oime a one, 
asthe wound being once cured, the whole body cuer after was the betecr, being cleare 
purged of all his defefts. Not valike vuto the body of man, which being purified, 
through a comfortable potion, is not onely treed of that difeaſe which as then infected 
him,butcuer after is the better in health for that holcſome Philicke, We ſee that ſome- 
times the Surgion maketh incilton, and cuttcth ot fleſh, tothe ende the whole body 
may be the more heaithtull and ſound: ſo this expericece which Nature hath beflowed 
vpon man, is ſo perfect and nece{larie, as he may iudge him(clteto be right happic, to 
haue found ſome ſuch ſmall deteR of Nature in himſelte,lince they hauec bin of force to 
learne him how to helpe himlcltc, and how to victhis excellent knowledge vnto his 
greataduantage, which not onely clcanſeth him trom his faults preſent, buttrom ſuch 
likewiſe as arc to come hereafter. What is that you laid (anſwered Arcas)as though there 
be not many faults and imperfeRions of Nature, and thoſe of fo high a qualitic, as no 


 experiencenor skill, beit neuerſo great, caneuer amendthem, or once be able to doe 


good of them: how many incurable diſcalcs arethere that no Philicke can helpe them? 
and how many crucll and deſperate inconueniences, that no Art can withſtand them 2 
No, no: Natarc her clfe can ncucrdeliucr vato man any one knowledge ſuihcient,(no, 
although we would graunt that wiſedome proceeded from hier, as it doth not) which 
were of force and power enough toamendand correct her owne faults, and impertceti- 
ons. will demaund but this one queſtion of you, whether you thinke there be any na- 
ruraf{prudence, or forclight ſtrong enough, tohelpethat ficknes which proccederh 
from|Loue ? and whether Louers have not govd reafon,tuftly tocomp.aine of Nature, 
who withoutany fuccour or helpe, halleth th&Eſo cruelly voto ſuch incxpiable mileries?

moſt vnworthie isLouc of this name;attributed vntohim. Thogh Ivſtice be vailed,yct 
molt loyall, iuſt, vnpartiall, and ſacred,arc her proceedings:whereas thoſe of Louc, arc 
quite contrarie.Therefore you conclude ill, to afhrmethat Loue is blinded, hke vpto 
lJuſtice, which though it be all one thing, yet is the cauſe different, for the one catrieth 
her vaile to a good ende,and the other toa bad purpoſe; I report me vnto the vniuſt be- 
hauiour of this little blind Infant. Alas poore foules (replied the old man) what more 
ſhewerh the admirable pron q of God,then the dinerſitie of ctt<Re, proceeding from 
himſclfc ? what giueth ſo much gloric vntothe Painter, as the varictic of faire Pifturcs, 
which he doth moſt cunningly portray forth and embolliſh ? Eucnſo, why, doth Loue 
bring forth {o many and contrarie cauſcs,but onely to ſhew himſclfe the more wonder- 
full? to lay (trong,the divine foundatiotig&f his mightic power?H: bringeth forth ef- 
fets,which,althogh they arc all differing, yet be they alwaics ſuch,as :rc agreeable with 
the diucrlirie of rhe natures of man, goucrning cuery thing with a kind off rudent poli- 
cie ynknowne, far abouc our reaches, For elſe, it might peraduenture (ofall out, that it 
might be more worſe for him) that loucth to be beloued againe, then if he ſhould be ha- 
ted zthe wiſedome of the Gods,cannet be comprehended within our feeble ſpirits.But 
this is the ſhallow conceitthat morrall men hauc;rather then to thinke that to be firme, 
holy,iuſt.and good,which the Gods themſclues goc about to enterpriſe: For it is not to 
be thought otherwiſe, bur that they whoare perfe, (as the Gods themafelues) and are 
no way ſported orpolluted with vice, can doe any thing, that is vniuſt, imperfe, or 
fooliſh.

Thoſe inſolent 
Tyrants, who vſc their licentious will, in ſteed of righttull Louc, (whoſe conſtraining 
force,maketh them to be feared,)although they be puitſant & mightic,yet cannot they 
entitle themſel ucs with the rames of iuſt and prudent Princes, And fo,l allow of the 
greatnes of the power of Loue,but not of his Deitie,God taketh no pleaſure in thefal of 
man,his creature,but Loue ſecketh the ſame; God eſtabliſheth all things in good ſecuri- 
tic, by a certaine ſacred order : but Loue diſmembreth,ſcattererh,ſeparateth & breaketh 
the peace and quietnes of man,anJ therefore he is no God, Moſt damnable perfonsare 
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thoſe who being troubled, with ſome ſupernaturall and violent power , attribute molt 
wickedly vnto the Tuſt, Sacred, and diuine God, the turious and raging tittes of braine- 
ſicke Louc. Therefore , let vs neuer pronounce this broad blaſphemic ; tor to farre 
off is Louc, from being a God, that mortall men arc able to conquere and take him 
( as it were) priſoner. 
1f chis be true ( replycd the olde Sire ) whothen is it, that mzketh thee thus to 
ftoopec ? who hath yoked thee, and made thee bowe thy vecke vnto this God ? and 
whercfore doc(t notthou trample and treade vpon him, he being but a man 2 
That Captaiyethat is conquered by a braue viAtorious enemy, is worthiie of blame, 
but farre morc is he to be condemned, that (uffereth himſclte to be Iedde away Captiuc 
by a weake & feeble aducrlarie.

But if my verſc,runne not {moothly,excuſe I beſeech you mine in- 
ucntion,from whence,the diſcontinuance,for want of exerciſe,hath reft (what was beſt 
before) from her. commend thee Sonne (replicd the old man)the matter whereof,not 
being (in my minde) altogether vnſauoric, But to what purpoſe doth the Louer ſing,

being dilioynd, far oft from his Miſtris? Songs & Dances, were appointed (longa 

to be vicd, in certaine ſolemne publike Fealtes, onely to breed contentment an 

ſure,and not to increaſe ſorrow,as are theſe of Louers.For I account that ſicke man but a 
ſor, who through bad medicines, nouriſheth his diſcaſe the more zand for that he will 
npvt looſe the remembrance thereof,taketh a toy to continue the ſame ſtill in his body. 
And fo I eſteeme that Louer bur fooliſh, that encreaſeth his c6ſuming cares,by his pal- 
lionate complaintsand lighing Sonnets : For ſuch kind of fuell, doth butencreaſe the 
fire: The onely forgetting of griefe, beingthat, which deliucreth vs from the ſameyInal- 
much,as thoſe,thac neuer thinke of their hurt,are ſooneſt freed from the apprehenſion 
and feeling ofthe harme it ſelfe. (Father) anſwered the Shepheard) can ithe, that the 
ferrered priſoner, (bound and laden with chaines,and caſt into a deepe dungeon) ſhould 


exempt 
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exempt himſclte, from thinking of his hclliſh ſeruttude? Or can the eycs,fce any thin 

chatisſupcrnaturall,and yetncuer louc it,nor once as much as thinke of it ? This is for 
bruite bealtes todoe, and not tor man, who being beautihed with the knowledge of all 
things,cannot eſcape without the apprehelion of ſuch, as are molt like tohim,& touch 
him nighc(t. Either he mult bring himſclt vnto this potnt,in deſpite of Nis wil,orcile he 
mult accdesftall out of hisright witts. But we willnot nowdifputc, whether tooles,free 
from apprehentions, humanc, and void of ſence of any cuill, are to be thought more 
happic,then laudable,orallowable. But we will come vnto the Songs of Lovers, which 
arc two waics profitable vntothem. The one,becaule of the comfort which they bring 
vnto their mindes; the other, by reaſon of the pleaſure, which their Ladies take in hea- 
ringthe ſame,who by nature arc giuen tobe greedie of honourable praiſe. Foralthough 
thele kind of Sonnets yeeld forth,a heauic,and not aioyfull found,yet in ſome ſort,doe 
they ([ceme toaccord,and to haue a kind of aftinitic,andagreement with thoſe that ting 
themzas well,in reſpect that they be fad and mourntull, asthcir Mailtersthemicluegare; 
As alſo, becauſe they renew afreſh, the memorie of their ſweete Miltretles. We mult 
then (quoth the o1d man) change this nzme of Sonet, into wofull forrowing, alchough 
in this wiſe to lament for the griefes of Louers, doth letlen the ſame no more, then the 
pittious crics of the poore Bond-(laue doth helpe him, in importuning theaire with his 
continuall howlings, This Rocke, whichthou ſcelt without cealing,to weepe vpon the 
Mountaine Cyril, doth teach vs, that tcares are vnnecellaric,, and weeping without 
Tongs ;for his continuall tcares doc no good vnto him, nor his vſuall weeping auaile 

um ought,which diſtilleth,withoutany prof at all. 

The ancient Sages,icſtcd at thoſe faint-hearted & white-liucred men, that vicd to be- 
waile thcir diſaſters, becauſe a right couragious minde indeede, will rather dic, then be 
forced to weepe one drop,it being inthe libertic of mangto ſhorten and to cut off cither 
his gricfes,or his life,as beſt him liketh, AndI againe (replicd the Shepheard) imagine 
quite contraric, cltceming it notto be any exployt,cither of honour or vertuc,) of cou- 
rage, or Magnanimitic, fora man in milcrie to kill-himſelfc. Forif vertue, proceedeth 
from paticnce, . (as it doth indeede) and that one te borne, to endure the croſſes and 
troubles of this world, why then will you repute him to be valorous, who for wantof 
conſtancic tocndure thele bitter brunts, gocth about to maſſacre himſelte. The leaſt 
anguiſh of the heart which men feelc, ſcemes as forcible in the tempeſt thereof, asthe 
panges of death,& he that witha Magnanimious,and couragious (pirit,and by the forti- 
tude of his atios,rcliſteth not the violent allaults, of his inward & outward paſli6s,can 
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be reputed no other but a coward, and not ſeemely to be pan inthe Chronicicsof \. 


honour. All the ations of our mind, if not tempered and husbanded by reaſon, doe 
preſently mutinic, againſt the faculties and noble empire of the body, forſaking their 
obedience, making miſcric of that, was inſtituted for mankind: and ſo bearing vp their 
violence,againſt the ſupreme power of the ſoule,they combat againit vertuc, vnderthe 


- enligne of vice,& neuer ſee the deformitic of her colours,ynder who they ſcruc. If Cato 


had (uruiued, valiantly encountring with his hard fortune, oppoling himſelfe, withall 
the vemolt of his power, againſt the dammage ofthe Romance common-wealth;Ha4 he 
not bin far more commended, then for want of courage to hauc ſlaine himſclftc ſotime- 
roully as he did. | 
Indced,he wrought his own happines,as he thought,but this his happines,becauſc it 
was hatefull vnto his owne natiue countric,ought rather to haue bin counted vnhappi- 
ncs,then any felicitic at all:for where the publique good is extended,not any man there 
ſhould ſceke his owne particular quict, but rather molt cheerfully endure the ſelteſame 
rorment,with which his countric is afflicted. But, O how worthy of all praiſc arc ſuch, 
who as reſolute Saylors, ſhew like courage and cheere, as well in aduerlitic asin profpe- 
ritic,hcing cuery way throughly armed,and reſolucd to abide the very ſhocke & puſh of 
fortune, not looling their ſpirits or (tomacks any thing at all, at the firlt arrivall ofthe 
ſame, but rather arc the more (trengthened and animated thereby, yeelding through 
their invincible patience, infinit rich teſtimonies of a moſt perfeRt and obſolutever- 
tuc indeed?Among(t which number,wel may Loucrs be admitted,who being at libertic 
to kill themſclues (as infamous, and degenerate mindes doe) and hauing the ſelfeſame 
meanes

meanes and excuſes that they hauc z) yet will not perpetrate nor putia praQtiſc, ſo vile 
and horrible afa&tzto the ende, they may the better (hew the fruites of their conltancie, 
and perptuall vertuc,in all places whereſocuer they ſhall chauace to come. For ag he is 
not excuſeable from blame,who becauſe he cannot be good, therefore giueth himſelte 
to what is bad, inaſmuch;as (hercin) it is our parts,to force our nature it (clfe. No more 
is he to be commended, who, tor that he can no longer bandic with his afflictions, and 
with the paincfull labours of this world, makech away his owne f[cife ; becauſe we bein 

the creatures of God,are bound to take part ofall luch linilter accidents,as it (hall pleats 
him to ſend vpon vs, without ſhaking off che ſame from vs, by deltroying our (clues; 
which the diuinc lawe forbiddeth vs trodoe : As that of the ciuill, prohibiteth Bond- 
{lauesto flicfrom the han1s of their Lords and Mailtcrs. Toncy theretore, are moreto 
be commended, who lutfer and ſigh torth their griefes, then hole, who becauſe they 


» want force to reli(t the violence therof,flay themſclues;For vertue ſhincrch moſt,amid(t

hardand difficule matters, no glory atall harbouring amongl(t baſe and abic( ſpirits. 
Whats that you ſay (anſwered the old man?) Tell me I pray you, is there any thing 
more(weet, or deerer vnto man then life? What can make himmorercnowmed, the to 
looſe that, which he holdeth moſt deare(t, to tollow vertuc,and to Loc nothing vawor- 
thy ofhis owne honour ? And it your ſpeech were true, then, O yee braue martiall fpi- 
rits, and Captaines of warre, molt miſcrable, and far from glory arc you, who tor the 
publique benefit and good, among(t thouſand barrailes, haue veeldcd forth your blood 
and ſoules together. What worthy exploytes had men ſhewed broad ? what generous 
aRts?what valiant deeds,and what workes of Erernitic?If they had bin ſuch diligent pre= 
ſcrucrs of their liucs, when for feare of looling the ſame, they ſhould hauc left behind 
them,millions of vertuous ſtratagems,being the children of praiſe, & Fithers of com- 
mon-wealths ; inthe enterpriſing of which, they ſtand in perill ot their moſt pretious 
lives, A great credit isitfor a man to giue ouer all delire offiches, of orcatnetic, ofall 
mpeandeſtate, and to depriuc himſclfe, ofall delicate and delitious kind of iiningy 

ut fargreater commendation is it vnto him, toabandon all theſe toreſaid plealures, to 
follow vertue inqueſt,andto giue ouer that, which is more neare vnto vs,then all theſe 
worldly fclicitics,l meane,our ſweet life;for notto be borne at all, is the grearclt ill for- 
tunc, that can commonly happen vnto men ; asto haus life, is the tweetelt and moſt 
comfortablelt thing, that can be imagined. That it is happines to be borne, and to liuc 
in this world, I denic (ſaid the Shepheard) for how blefſed had itbin, and far better for 
many a one, neuer to haue taſted of this life atall, as by their luckletle endes hath well 
appcarcd ? Life is good,and pleaſant,to ſuch as know howto vic it well,but moſt miſcra- 
ble vnto others;for the ende of cucry ation, doth crowne and make perte the ſame : 
and no man isſaid rightly to be fortunate, \ntill his death be come, What happic,good, 
vrvertuouscnde,canſuch make who hauec alwaics liued moſt vngodly, when by being 
ſoborne, they become moſt wicked l(inners, being continually troubled in their con- 
ſcience, which like a worme, {till gnaweth their ſoules ? whereas thoſe thatliue well and 
iuſtly, and whoſe behauiouris holy and vnſpotted, make moſt happic endes. I ſay 
thereforc,cucry mans birth is not happie, but rather that itis oft times more miſcrable 
vntoſome men, then pleaſant or fortunate: for better were itfor ſucha one neuer to be 
atall, then tobe borne, and fo toloo(c his ſoule and glory, his name and memorie, 
through his lcaude and wretched miſdemenor. The Spartans (far wiſer then we)) were of 
mine aduiſe, who madeſo lightaccount of life, as the leaſt naturall impericion that 
their children brought with them into this world, was the cauſe they  ex5 them into 
their common ſhore, or priuics, thereby taking from them their humanceſlence, aud 
thcir lives. How many miſerable wretches ſhall a man find in this world, to liue in ſuch 
extremiticand want, as they wilhthey neuer h+d bin borne, defiring nothing fo much 
as to haue their daics abridged and cut off, and to lic full low in their quiet grauecs ? 
Therefore to be borne, and to liue in this world, are not ſuch pretions things as you ac- 
countthem, but rather moſt gricuous and troubleſome: ſo. as a man, comming to looſe 
theſame,looſethno great matter ; Vertue being his pledge for ſo ſmall a lofſe. Neither 
will Idenic the var. yams" which the vertuous bring to paſſe,they not ſtanding any 
thing atall in feareto looſe their liues: and yet the very ſelfe-ſame conſideration, _ 
maketh 
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makcththem eſteme (o little of their health, witnctle ſutticiently cnough,that it 15 not 
prized by chem atany high ratc,(ſ-cing they are content roexchange it for death. If the 
good Job, ( before he had ſuffered what he did )had ended his life, he then had bene de- | 
priued of chat prayle,which his rare patience, purchaſed vnto him ,as we hnde in the a, grample, 
facred Scriptures, And yet ( quoth the old man)what good did all theſe complaints vn- 

to /ob , which he ſo often repeated in his milcries, they not being any thing lefſened or 

allwaged by che fame? Andſo,to begin where we firſt Icft: What auaileth the miſerable 

to lament? For more is he to be commended,that with diſcretion concealeth his greife, 

and with milde conſtancie,bearcth oucthe ſame,then he that maketh proclamation of 

it by wailing,bewraicth it by ſighing , and by hiscondoling , makethit more apparant 

cucry way. Notſo ncither (replied the Shepheard )but rather itis quite contrarie:For : 
isnot that ſick patientto be noted for vawile, who will not diſcloſe vnto his Phiſition AS%a3c% 
the cauſe of his dilcaſc,butperliſting moſt obſtinately rather to fecle the pangs of death, 

then to declare where his griefe is? And ſo hee , that manifeſteth his ſorrowes by la- 

menting , recciucth ſome kinde of conſolation, if not preſent remedie. For as the 

{mall drappes of water , falling by little and little vpon the harde Rocke, in time, 

doc makeit hollow; So likewiſe the hearts of women , bethey neucrſo {tronglicar- 

med with the ſplints of Steele, and Adamant : yet in the ende they will waxe tendet 

and (oft, as the harde Iron is madeto bowe, by the ſtroke of the hammer. Beſides, 
oftentimes the perucrſc Ludge doth Tuſtice rightlic, through verie importunitic,whith 

by no other meanes , he could cucr haue bene brought to haue done. Itis a thing 

that hauc ſcene Louers ordinarily put in practiſe; of whom the paſſions are ſo violent, 

as they hauc not bene able, nether to conceale nor ta reſtraine them within them- 
ſclucs , when they haus moſt coucted to doe the ſame? I my (elfe hauc made tryall of 

this remedic, hauc paiſedthis ſtraight , ventured this hazard, and in concluſion, haue 

found to hauedone goodof it . In witneiſe whereof, [ beſeech you, once, more to giue 
me the hearing of another of my paſſionate Sonnets .

Although thy {pecch ( ſayd the olde man) as touching the firſt be found to be true, 
yet cannot I belecuc, thatthe like may be prooucdin Faith : For I confelle, it may be 
that Amitie peraducnture, is wanting among(t men, which is the-occalion of ſo manic 
ditſentions, quarrells,and debates. But I thinke not ſo of Faith, which fndethroome, 
cuen in the (: te-ſame place , from whence friendſhip hath bene driuen, As amongſt 
Warres , Battailes , Combats, and contentions. For thoſe that Diſcord and'want of 
Louc force to arme themſclues, one againſt another, ought not for all that, to faile 
\ of their faith : inaſmuch as Faith it ſelfe isrequilite, and required in an Encmic, and 
; becauſe without the ſame,nor any juſt Warre can be waged, 

For it is lawfull for vs to hate our foc , and to perſecute him with anie naked ſword 
in our hands, but not to decciue him,with our Faith giuen vnto him : ſeeing nothing 
ſhould make one ro goe from his ſolemne promiſe, except'the badde dealings of other 
men , and the treacherous wrongs, wrought againſt him, by his encmics : which is of 
force, to make him deteſt and loath. 

With ſuch a Faith the ancient Romans waged battaile againſt Phinexs , whome they 
aducrtiſed of the poyſon , which his Phifition would hauc miniſtred vnto himin a, 

Potion, 

How true of his word, was Afarcrs Regulus , who with the price of his blood , pre- 
ſcrued his Faith,wholc, entire, and vnblemiſht 2 1 holde then for a truth, that fricnd- 
ſhip liueth no more now adayes among(t men, but that in hisplace, warrc anddifcen- 
tion goucrneand raigne : and yet forall this, I will not graunt that Faith'is alſo fled 
from hence, asthe otheris, ſceing ſhe is not onely necetlaric in time of quietnes, but | 
alſo profitable, during the ſtormes of brawling diſcord. 

But ſhould this miſchicfc happen , that Faith were quite baniſhed away by men, 
yet cannot I thinke that God would ſuffer ſuch as arc the cauſe thereof , to. liuc one 
houre, in as much as hee reſerueth the puniſhment of Periuric, to himſclfealone , and 
that hce being the Father of Trmb , the cnemics thereof are as much odious og 
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him, asthe pride of choſe Giants was , which would haue ſcaled Heaxen. 

| Indeed ( quath the Shepheard ) I confeile , that heererofore veric Faith liued 
amonglt Warres , and warriours , and that ſhee was heartily welcome vato thole pla- 
ccs, from whence amitic was quite exiled: but the times wax cuery day worle and worle, 
men growing more and more 11 badnes , that firſt ſacred and iu{t Nature of man, beiag 
daily ccorrupted, by reaſon of the ſharpnes ot vice, as wine becommeth tart and lower, 
with oucr-much hear of Sommer. 

Lyſemachus , being priſoner vnto a certaine barbarous King, gaue good triall of his 
Faith, being ſent home vnto his Countrey without ranſome. Loyall and faithi{ull was 
Camillus, in his warres,who ſent that traiterous Schoolemailter home, well whipt vnro 
his focs,whom he had belicged , whoſe Citic he offered to betray vnto him. But the 
world is nowchanged : In ſtced of the Lyon, the Fox wageth battell:whilit men(as the 
followers of Ly/ander)make vic of their Faith, (tudying to cozen and dececiue one ano-

[zinnes,and bold franknes in hisfpeech,and how he abhorred alHflattery,he then pur- 
kied him vnto death, ſending him home againe moſt ſkametallic into Greece. So'was 
that worthic Philoſopher Anaxagoras ,hated ſo much of that Tyrant ;asnothing couſd 
appcalc and expiat hiscankred rage and furic,butonly the hart blood of this graue and 
prudent wife man, It isnowan ordinariecuſtome amongſt men,whobecaule they are 
vicious,therefore they become aduerſarics vnto the Muſcs,whofe divine and immortall 
pen they greatly feare. Sous T may wellfay, that neither Faith , neither Amitic, nor the 
Mules,arc now liuing among(t men. 
To this, the olde man began to replic ( when on the ſodaine they might heare 
a voice, which ſweetly ſighed forththefe words following.

Louc compelleth tolikein deſpightof our, owne hart, and the Sea, driucth miſc- 
rable wretches out of their way, halfe dead,and halte aliue, which florc on her waucs, 
Twiſc hath Loue made me Joue,contrarie vnto my minde,and twiſe hath thic ſea,driven 
me far fr6 my iourny againſt my defire. Butalas,which of theſe twainezcan'any mortall 
creature reli{tof both,l geiſe the ſea is beſt able to be encountred withal.For if the Gods 
tremble at the commandements of Loue,who then, can ſet men free &at libertic trom 
his yoke 2? whercas the labor and induſtric of the Marriners,theMaſt,the Rudder, the 
Cablc, and the Ancor, miy ſometimes bridle the boldnes of the ſcazand withitand his 
raging violence. vB 

The fir{? place into whichthe ſea maugre my will,threw me,was,whe I arriued/ being 
driuen by l'& (welling ſurges )vpo the bankas of the defarts of 4rab:z4,where I ſawe that 
thriſe renoumed [nhertrg,of whom,Louc on the ſoden, forced meto become exceeding 
amorous:lince which time,long hauc benc my paines,cruollmy trauecls,&ſcalding hote 
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my cares inthis my liking, theſe being the goodliclt Weapons that Louc hath,& with- 
. vutwhich,he is neucr rightly found. All thele forrowesas yet remaine in mc, I bring- 
ing them with me into my Ship,inſtecd offuch pretious Marchandile,as the Marchant 

ladeth his vetlel withall, ina far and forrcein Countrie.' 

Bur, O how fiweete vnto liluſtrious ſpirits,arc ſuch traucls as they endure, to purchaſe 
gloric?For that labor,doc we not call any toyling atall,which we ſuffer for a molt beau- 
tious thing,when with the (ame, we may recompence our clues for the paines which 

| we hauc taken, Sweet and kinde, hauc 1 found the forrowes ,which theloue I bare re- 
| nowmed /ut:-rta,hath made me feele? Inalmuch as the remembrance of her rarc 
feions, ſhadowed the thought of my gricts, as a bright burning torch, doth a little 
| AScmence. "ae candle, For how many arc therc,that judge the paine more [weete and plealing 
which they cndurc , for the reſpe of ſome worthy ſubieR, then the quict repole, and 
gyoele re(t of their owne ſoules ? How many arc there to be founde, which giue them- 
elucs vnto great paines taking,of which (if they pleaſed )they might be ſoone: rid, by 
louing berterthat kinde of life,then any reſt at all? The Husbandman calleth not that 
traucll any labour, which he taketh to ſowe his grounde, becauſe he hopeth there- 
by to rcapea good Harucſt, So likewiſe, cannot any one that Joucth ,terme his traucls 
any troublesatall,ifhe endure theſame for a worthie re{peRzeſpecially hoping to inde 
ſome grace or fauourinthe cnde. The Fruites of Louc are [o delightfull, as the onlic 
A >enrence, ſent of them alone, without any further taſte, extinguiſheth,and curcth the toylings, & 
turmoylcs of Loucrs. That labor being moſt bleiTed,whereof the recompence is ready 
and at hid,and not long, neither low in coming. With Loue may the Louer be requi- 
ted of his kinde Lady & miſtris, if ſheſopleaſcth, and therefore moſt happie the paines 
of Louc. But woc is mc, 1 talke of fortunate Loucrs,and not of my ſelfc,for without any 
ſhewe or ligne, that my louc is cured or healed , am returned home againe , bring- 
ing nothing with mc,butthe Image of my fair Saint imprinted in my foule,with thou- 
ſand ſorrowes to accompany the ſame:yet, whereſocuer the cunning Painter palleth, 
A Simifie, helcaucth ſome ſhowe of his (kill ,and cucric famous Poct ſome (ligne of his Muſes cx- 
_ cellencic, Sol, before my departure, from forththisſolitaric abode , whilſt che angric 
ſea waxeth calme, andthe bluſtring windes growe to be milde,wandring vp & downe 
and ſinging,we wil afterward cngraue,in ſome Oke or other, ſome of my verles , as true 
Teſtimonics of my zcalous labors. To the cnd,that my diuine Goddelle may floriſh;e- 
uenin the moſt yncarh and vemoſt partcs of all the world. Whereypoa he ſung

So was Ar:as. much amazed,licaring oac tolpeake of her,who gaue life vnto his infant 
writings, whom he honoured as a molt excellent and exquiuite creature, and whofor 
her vertuc,was renowmed throughout all the world, And as forſaken Ariadves being lete 
alone, vpoa the durtic ſhore of the Sea, ran vp and downe, beholding a far otf1nthe 
Ocean, any ſhip that ſeerned to bead his courſe towards her, to vndcrſtand ſotyc good 
newes from her dilloyall husband z eucn {odid Arcas runne here and there Th out 
him, who ſo often pronounced the name of his deare [ulrerra. Away went hethen to 
ſceke this liraunger, whomere long he found, and who, being tired with his oucrmuch 
trauaile, and chillic colde, with lying ſo long vpon the waters, had betaken himlclfe 
vnto his relt, being falnc into alittle ſlumber, loth was he, neither durſt he to awake 
him, when marking of himbetter, he mighe percciue twotables colic by him, which 
ſtraight he called to mind, rem<mbring them to be the faire and true counterfaits of 
Phills and Tulietta : whereupon he thus ſpakeſoftly vato himſclte. O happic Painter, 
that tooke(t in hand ſo laudablea peece of worke as this is. In formerages our prede- 
cctTors did conſecrate Statues to {uch as were valiant, by realon cheir countrics were 
beholding vnto them, but vatonone, morerare perſonages then theſe, could any 
man giuc any, whom theſe piures doc repreſent, For it vertue hath power to make 
the yertuous liuc in the hearts of men, then with greater reaſon ought ſuch as thoſe, tc 
drawne by the cunning Painter. Ah beautifull counterfaites,how much doe you delight 
mec,and how much is the memoric of thole which you preſent, {weet and picaling vato 
me? And now Iapprouc and allow, that ation of his, who made ſo great a ivurncy to 
trauaile to Rome, oncly toſce that famous Hiſtoriographer- Zixie : For much pleaſing 
vnto the minde is the ſight of excellent creatures. Bleiled and religious Miniſters of 
Ichoyah, who to refreſh the memoric of man, (prone by nature to forget,) hauc iudged 
chat the pictures of Saints (after they had merited a crowne of cternall glorie, for their 
ſpotlcile liuing) were veric necellaric,and thought commodious ynto men, to the ende 
boy might be, nor worſhipped, yet be admired of cucry one: For it with our ſceing ver- 
tuc corporally, we ſuffer our (clucs (weetly tobe drawne away by her meanes, then how 
much more ſhould we like of her,{ccing the very faces,of ſuch as lodge and dwell in her 
alwaics. 

O prudent Alexander,who didſttake fo great delight, toſce the moſt famous Pain- 
ters of thy rime,to be buſied about limming thee,with all the skill they had,and ſo,hap- 
pic artthou whoſocuer thou wert, that haſt ſctthy laſt draughe of thy penlill, vnto {0 
faire a picce of worke as this is, 

Ah, would to God, I law as liucly ſhadowed, the faire face of my diuine Dsara. for 
then, ſhould Ireceiueſome eaſe in theſe my griefes, hauing by me the likencile ofher, 
whoſe abſence, abſentethand keepeth away the clecre light from my dim cics. But 
where froward deſtinic ſhootcth her arrowes z there neuer mingleth ſhe ſo muchas one 
| ſweete one,amongſt ſo many ſower & venomous ſhafts, Seldome or ncuer amonglt a- 
ny ill fortune,doth there happen any good chance: for man being driven away by the 
wor(t,and wholy poſſciled ofthe ſame, as then is wide and vncapable, of feeling or fin- 
dingany pleaſure atall,be it neuerſolittle.

As he that without intermiſſion teeleth himſclte to be ſtruck 
with the pong darts of heauen, bcareth inthis world, the puniſhment of his ſinnes, 
But, O how perfectly docl (ce painted forth the valour, the braue grace, and the ſweet 
Maieſtic of Phils, That ſtatue of Scaxnderbeg, placed vpon his Tombe, as yctis aterror 
vnto the Twrks who he ſo often oucrcame z And ſo goodly doth this portrature ſeeince 
vnto me,as methinkes(yct)I fee him aliueqwhomit reſemb lerh:Being comely,wiſc,%& 
valiant,as another Romane Ceſar. In the other,ſo liucly ſhadowed, by thoſe daiatic Hax- 
cn haires, by that bcautious and large forhead, by thoſe diamond cycs, reſembling = 
| | | bright 
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bright rolling ſpheres of heauen,by thoſe roſcall checkes,and thole lippes of Gillifiow- 
ers, by that prettie dimpled chin, by that breſt,a banke of whiteſt Lillics, by thoſe ſmall 
and long hands, with that daintie ſlender and cleanc foote, with other parts matchletle 
by Nature, ad therefore not to be mended with Art, doel behold the divinitic of that 
admirable bezutic of peerletle /ulicrta. And therefore mult I needes lay,the Painter hath 
ſhewed his skill to be excellent,in drawing theſe our bodies. But toſet downe with lite,

Theſe were the verſes which were written vnder the two piftures, and he that was 
Maſter of them, was the hard deſtined Philiſtel, the moſt affeRionate ſeruant of the 
faire /#/ictt, who being pretſed vpon, to returneinto his owne natiue ſoyle,was forced 
much againſt his will, to leaue her, bringiogaway with her licenſe, theſetwo Tables, to 
the ende he might (till contemplate and beho!d her,as well with theeyes of his bodie,as 
thoſe of his ſoule. 

And now I maruaile no more of that ſelfe-conceited Painter, who fell in loue 
with his owne picture, or of fond Narciſſrzs, who grew extreamely enamoured of his

ſhed. Shee now delireth to liue no where ſo much, as inthe darke and folitary woods, 
the companic of mortall creatures,arc troubleſome vnto her,all pleaſures diſagreeable, 
all ioy rctuſed,and vawelcome, all hope diſpleaſant, and all cheertull myrth, molt hate- 
full vato her. Salt tcarcs arc onely (weete vnto her , ſorrowe and heauincilc, her beſt

| Soherdrerie Maſe, (after hisdeath') addicted her ſelfe vnto nothing clſe, then to 
bewaile the lofle of her Brother, {ighing torth thouſands of lamentable verſes, and 
ſinging mournfull Azthems oucr his graue, whilit ſhee powred forth whole Oceans of 
more then atfeAionate teares. Of theſe mourntull Dittics, hal great ſtore, but the

| The right happinelle of man,doth not conliſt in greatnes of Honor,nor in the vaine 
mmwoxeng ofthis world : for how can you terme ſuch accidents tobe happie, when they 
aucno allurance of continuing,wherein the chaſe of Vertuc is to be followed, without 
tracing the paths of Vice atall ? 
| For what trouble can there ariſe vnto a vertuous man? can the lofſe of goods humble 
him ? no, for he hath none, Can the deathof children? no, nor that : for hee finding 
by Vertue, that they were borne to die,vexethnot himſeltcat all,in that they have payd 
the debt which they did owe vnto Nature.

| Can 
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Canthe loile of his vertue 2 No, northat lixewiſc. For it being a Trealure, farre be- 
yond rhe power of Fortune, and as it were wholly diuine , 11s not ſubicc vnto anic 
mortall decaying. + 
4.45 was of the (ame minde , who carrying his learning with him, wiſcly athrmed, An Examplc, 
that ie bare away all his chictc wealth with him. 
[{ chcn, neither all the (pitctull dewiſes of enuious Forrane , neither all the bloodic 
crucltics of (teplame Nature, can cuer force, or otter violence, vntoa vertuous man, 
what need hath hee atall, to crauc aydeot men, or to enter into their (ocictie 2 when 
by chcir vices,they ſhall corrupt his vertuc, 
Diogines was of minc opinion,who being content with his owne vertuc, very boldly 
refuſed thoſe Magnificall protters of Alexander the great. And fo did Phoctos,the Gre« 
can, Fabritics the Renaan, and Pyrrbus, that famous king of the Epyrores, Belides;what 
tcarcof puniſhment for his fault, docth trouble the wile man ? what ſodaine apprehen- 
lion of loſes? what frighttulnes of paine? what doubt of death? or what thoughttfull : | 
carc, for worldly matters to come hereafter? Anacharſis , being pounded to death in a | 
morter, icltcd at death. Socrates, boughtthe ſame, and Plzto, forced his owne ſelfe ro 
take the like, That Rocke that is founded moſt Rrongly, within the midſt of the Seca, 
cannot,nor ought onceto fcarc,lealt the weather-beaten Barks,or Ships,ſhould breake 
itin peeces z when contrariwilc, it isthe ſame that (plitteththem in ſunder. Euen ſo, 
thewiſe man hath no necde to doubt, leaſt the force of any worldly accidents, ſhould 
carry him away, ſccing in all his Actions, hee gocth beyond them,and vanquiſheth the 
puiiſance , both of the Heavens and of Fortune. Butthis power hath he not, whilſt he 
ſhaibc ranging, and running vpand downe among(t men , ſpoyling himſclte through 
their vices, but rather,when heis retired alone by himſclfe, tocntertaine vertue,which 
as now, keepeth andabideth in the woods, lince ſhee hath bene baniſhed from Townes 
and Cirics. —_ 
Our Sauiour C HR 1ST, being toencounter with Saran, choſe not a battalion-ficld, 
in the maguificalleemple of Salomon, nor in the publike Market-places, of moſt popu- 
lous Citics,but in a ſolitary aad trequentles Defart,within which, while(t S: 7ohn Bapri## 
kept,he neucr ſaw the inceſtuous adulteric of proud Hered,nor felt his own head cut off 
from his ſhoullers, for ſpeaking nothing but the truth. He then;that will be counted 
wiſe, lct him forbearcand flic from Citties,where growe nothing but contentions, and 
troublcs: forfo did Cicoro& Seneca, very often lament, becautc they were drawne from 
rhcir ſolicary abidings,to be imploied by the Roman Emperors,about matters of Eſtate, 
But now, whatvice can the wiſe man encounter witha!l, here in theſe Deſarts, which 
may be offenliuc vnto his Vertucs? Doeth he finde here any Iniuſtice ? No: for ſuch 
as hauc nothing tolooſe, and ottend notthe Lawes, hauc nothing to doe with a ludge; 
Doth he find atabition? no: for pouertic is neucr hated, but rather pitticd,then ſpighted. 
Doth he find murcher ? no: for vacouth wildernetles neuer breed quarrels. Doth he 
finde fallitying of faith,and lying 2 no : for here, being nothing to be gained, weneed 
not to make our {clues rich with lying. Doeth he hnde ditloyaltic, or ſubtil crecherie? 
no, northat neither. For the deceittulldeuiſes of the wicked,and their aſpiringihopes, 
to be-ome great, doth not combat with the truth and honeſtic of our contented ſoules. 
Sceing then, all accidentall cauſes of finne, are here prevented, driven backe, and quite 
taken away, that may trouble the vertuous, in his quict reſt, deface his vertue , offer 
violence vnto his coultancic, and bring hurt vnto the calme contentment of hisowne 
minde, 
Did eucr any ſuch man repent him of what he had done? notany, for of well doing, , gum... 
repentance neucr commeth : Repentance becing one of the molt ſenſible,ſharpe , and 
cruelle(} whippes,wherwith men are much (courged, becauſe it neuer marcheth alone. 
without ſhame and great hurt, _ | 
Heonely is right bleiſed, who at the very period of his life, and at his laſt gaſpe, ſor- 
roweth not for any thing that hee hath done, fiading him(clfe to haue no more to re- 
pent him of his former actions paſſed . 
A bletſed and holy abode then for the wiſe , arc theſe harmeleile defarts, which ban- 
niſh all vice, and giue entertainment onely vnto vertue. 
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Vntoſuch aplace did that godly Saint, Duke William of Aqnitaine,withdraw himlelfe, 
when he was determined to leauc the world, to followe God : to renounce all vice, to 


louec vertuegto abiurc all ſinne, and to honor pure Innocencic. It onely naturall pal- 
ſions bring men to be milcrable, becauſe the ſhecetle of naturall things,hapneth much 
againſt our will : what then contrariwiſe, can make them more happic , thento be de- 

| livered from the fame? Of innumerable troubles docth he diſcharge himſclfe,who re- 
 tireth himſclfe from the world,and betaketh him to liuc in vacoth wildernetles : where 
the mortall cares of worldly matters docth nor traucric him, nor the continuall buli- 
 nefſes of Common-wealths trouble him , nor the feare of any loile diſquier him ar all. 

| That man who of longtime beforcis prepared forſome certaine kinde of Exploite , or 

| wholong lince is reſolute, toencounter againſt the ſhocke of Fortune , is farre letle 
| miſerable, then hee, who without cucr dreaming of any ſuch thing , findeth himſclfe 
| (onthe (odaine ) entangled within her knottie Nets, Eucn (o, hee that many yeares 
| before, hath wiſcly prepared himſelfe, tocntertaine Death, calling for it, and as it 
| were, (till marchingtomecte it, findeth the ſame, when it commeth, nothing cruell 
| atall: where on the other (ide,hee that is filled vpto the very throatezand as 1 may ſay, 
| choaked with delicious pleaſures , ſuffereth moſt vnſpeakeable torments, tormenting 
| andvexing of himſclfc with helliſh grietes, when he (ncuer ſo much as thinking there- 
| of before )hearcth Death knocking hard,at the gate of his heart, toſcaze vpon him, and 


| |tokill him on the ſuddaine. Andyet, it is notenough for a man to be wile, and 


vertuous,vnletle he learne the $kill, how to continue and keepe his prudencic and ver- 
tuc; for to nocnde is itto get, valeile we can keepe,what hos, 00s 20tten : the conler- 
nation of which,is as laudable,as the labor to gaine it, is' commendable. 

The onely be(t mcanes fora wiſe man , neuer to looſe his vertue and wiledome,is to 
ſhunne as ncere as he can,the ſubic of vice,cuery occaſion of blamc,and all cauſes of 
{ſinne,which may very calily bedoneby him, it he ſhall giue oucr, and winde himlclfe 
out of the fubtill ſnares ofthe world: As S. /erom did, conucrling & keeping company 
with wilde beaſtes, who are farre lefle viciouſly giuen then men. For the perfeion 
of Glory,conliſtethin the ende of the worke, it becing norcaſon at all, that that wiſc- 
manſhould be commended , who hath but begunne {as it were) to doc well , no more 
then that Crafts-man oughtto be paycd for his labor,who doth tiniſh and make perfeR, 
butthe halfe of the taske he tooke in hand to doe. It is aſmall matter for a man to be 
counted for to haue bene wiſe,and notto continue the ſame (till; for(o, better were it, 
(like Socrates, ) to haue bene a foole, and vicioully giuen at firſt , and afterwards, to 
proouc moſt grauc and vertuous. 

Ler manthen ſecke the meanevto continue his prudencie,to nouriſh his Wiſcdome, 
andto retaine ſtill his vertue, and then ſhall he be called wiſe indeed, and a moſt happic 
man, in that hee hath the ende of his life, according vntothe beginning,' Not anic 
one is (in right) to be prailed,but after his death,becauſe we knowe not,whether it ſhall 
pleaſe the Almightie, to continue his good grace towards him, of which hee maketh 
(a ſhewe) vntill his dying day. 

Sothat if a rich Prince hath neede to demand ayde of a poorer then himſelfe, to al- 
liſt him,then letle occaſion hath the wile man'( who is rightly rich indeed) torequeſt 
the ſuccors of poore vicious creatures,to doc him any pleaſure. He that needeth not 
any thing to finiſh the contentment of his life, hath as little caulc to craue, begge , or 
intreatthe helpe of anic other perſon. . The wiſe man then, who is rich in vertucs, 
contented in minde, and rightly happic,hathno needetoſecke the companic of men, 
through which, he can recciue no other good, then diſpleaſure and vnluckineiſe, when 
he hath cnioyed the ſame. All thattime which a wan liucth , bulicd in worldlic af- 
faircs, of which,the ſociety and company of men is the occalion, he cannot truly vaunt 
to haue had one ſmall whole day of his life particular, andpriuate vnto himſclfe, his 
whole time and ycares being imployed to the publike benefite, whilt in himſelfe, hee 
is full of ſorrowe and griefc,defpite, and waywardnes, but no ſooner is he let looſe from 
the world,and that hc is alone, without being hindered by any perſon, liuing in ſome 
odderecluſe Deſart or other, but that then his Life , and Time, beginne to be his 0.vnc 
indeed; for then may he boldly diſpoſe of the ſame , according vato his owne minde, 
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hauing no bodic to controll him,but his owne (clte. What is {o pretious in this world,as 
is our ſweet [ibertie?The little Bird delireth rather todie for hunger abroad,as freezand 
without the cage,rather then ro enioy cuery daintie thing hill! ſhe is encloſed within AnExzumple, 
her hatcfull priſon. Whil(t we liue amongſt men,we ſhal not only feele our ſelues to be 
forced to doe againit our owne minds, but which is worſe, conſtrained to ſubmit our 
ſclucs,vnto the vniuſt commandements of mightic mcn,being compelled to offer our 
ſclucs as cxcecutioners of their molt wicked Jefires, © 9h. 
For if bondage, may in any ching,be termed (weet andtollerable,then mult it be ſuch, 
as dependeth ypon a juſt and lawtull Maiſter,vnto whom reafon 18 in (teed of (elfe-will 
and delire:whereas to [crue & follow,the vniuſt will ofa wicked Lord & Soucraigne,is to 
make himſclfe more wretched,then condemned guiltic creatures arc,whom dying, are 
ſuſpenced from all their paine, But this ſolitaric receptacle in theſe woods, taketh away 
all thcſc ills, remoucth from vstcheſe miſcries, hindercth vs of theſe misfortunes, and 
doth countercheck;,all theſc ſower dilalters, [n this wilderneſle then ( to enioy all theſe 
benefites) doe 1 delire tolpend the ſhortremainder of this my life,that when I am dead, 
a (mall pecce of ground may ferue to ſhroud my harmletle Carkas : which is the onely 
cauſe ſweete knight , of the retuſall of thy gentle offer ,which thou makeſt vnto me, 
corcturne againe intothe world. In onnitel of which,l beſeech the immorrtall Gods,to 
ſend thee all good fortune , & to make thee as happic and fortunate, towards thy chaft 
diuinc, and ee lulietta,as thou thy (cle wouldelt wiſh:whoſe rare vertucs have ſcruec 
for worthie ſubics,vato cucry braue ſpirit of this our age. Liuc the happie with her, & 
may the Heauens be propitious vnto thee in thy voyage,to the end thou maiſt returne 
fortunate, like Caſter and Polux, to behold once more thoſe lights of thine owne eyes, 
and lcauc the miſcrable 4rcas , tordic here molt diſcontentedly, ſecing he is depriucd 
of that ſacred Sun,whole beames onely,conferued his languiſhing life. | | | 
This faidzthe Shepheard kept ſilence,when Philstel thus replied vato him. Intruth 
(kinde Shepheard))I cinot chuſe buta what thou haſt > wr arc there very 
few now adaics tobe found , that will follow thy counſcll., Although I muſt needs tell 
thee, that he that deuoteth his yeares,and life,vnto the ſeruice of this common wealth, 
is more to be commended,then that vertuous man,who withdrawcth himfelfe to liuc 
tely and alone,without the companic of men: For herein, he taketh paines but for 
imſclfe:his firends, nor countric reaping no commoditic by the ſame, We are not 
borne,only for our ſclucs, but as well for our Cofitric,fricnds,and parents,who for this | 
cauſe may chalengea certaine intereſt in vs. Cincinalus, and Fabritins, two worthic Ro- 
manes, had morereſpe vato the good of their Citie, then thou,who being choſen & 
commanded to ſhew their be(t ſcruice for the ſame , molt ioytfully and willinglie gaue 
oucrtheir houſe of pleaſure inthe countrie,with all their quiet, caſe and delights, to 
follow = dangerous march of tumultuous warres,taking infinite paincs therein, with- 
out ccaling. 
It _ one were of thy humor, what comoditic, _ aduantage,ſhould our na- 
tiue ſoyle get,by bringing vs forth?good turnes don kindlic,muſt be recompenced with 
curtel(! which if we cinotdoe by the helpe of Fartunc,becauſe we wantthe meancs, yer 
ought we,by our ſeruice,toſhew our affeRionate - whaas"g6 For the Murtherers, yea the 
very Homicide,isnot ſo much to be deteſted & abhorred, as is the vngratcfull wretch. 
How rightly and iuſtlic may that father complaine ofhis children,who in ſtecd of do- 
ing thcir dutics vnto him,and ſuccoring him in his old age,leaue him,being notable to A Sindlie: 
hepe himſelfe,vnto the rage of fortune,& tothe vncharitable times of this hard world? : 
Such children,arc by the Law depriucd of their inheritance , How much more then are 
we obliged vnto the deuoire and ſcruice of our countrie ?For it is our firlt Parent, with- 
out whom,ncither our predecetſors , nor we our ſelues, could cucr hauc cnioyed this 
life. May that childe, which may ſtand in ſteed to __ his diſtretſed Syre,retire him- * 
ſelfe apart vnto his priuate pleaſures, forſaking,and abſenting himſclfc from him, with- 
out his permiſſion and leaue ?I thinke none will ſay he can. Indeed,lI will not denic, but 
that the living in ſolitaric places, and inthe (weete Ayre of the wholeſome countrie,1s 
far more "eating, more bletled , and more godlie,then that of the citics. But yet in all

A Scntence,) beforca Piruate.F or the good we doe for the comon-wealth, extendeth vnto the bene- 
| fit of many perſons, it being both godly and immortall:whereas that which we doe for 
our ſclues, dicth with vs, becauſe nothing is found toſucceed vs, but what ought or 
ſhould be bound to leaue ſome good memoriall of the ſame, alter we are dead and 
ONE. 
: Vertue it ſelfe, conſiſteth not alone in leaving the held vnto vice, and in withdraw- 
ing her (clfe trom thence, becauſe ſhedarzth not combat with her, Bur ir is her part, 
rather paticntly and openly to encounter with the ſame : Forrholc are properly ſaid to 
be without courage in vertue, who dare not offer themſclues before vice, and who flie, 
in what they may, toauoyd the fight withher. But as the Sunne is diſcerned eucn in 
the thickeſt of the clouds, fo is vertue perceiued and knowne, although in the mid- 
deft of vice. Neither can he be holden for vertuous, that hauing no bad lubie to 
tric himſelfe, wichdraweth himſelfe all alone out of the littes, becauſe yertue, doth 
ſpring from danger, and thoſe that wage battaile, carric away the prize. Andiceing he 
cannot be accounted vertuous indeed, but rarher faint-hearted, and white-liucred,who 
for feare to encounter with vice, doth relinquiſh, both the detence of his owne coun- 
tric,and of truth it ſclfc. For itis not cnough to lay,that a man 1s fortunate and conten- 
ted, becauſc he is ſo, vnto his owne (elfe onely, ſeeing hecannotrightly attaine vnto 
that titlc, vntill ſuch time as vertue hath 6r(t brought him home vnto his countric, by 
ſuch happic meanes. Nor is he worthy the name of vertuous,who {ceth vice tocall and 
|  challengehim vnto the Combat, and yetdarethnot for his lite, to tric his valour with 
| her. Itts not vertuc,but rather clfc-louc and liking, for one to procure his owne proper 
| eaſe, but when he forſaketh all his pleaſures, tocome toreſceueand ſuccour his com- 
|  mon-wealth, troubled with viciouſnes and diſorders, then is it vertuc indeed, 
An Example. Had not Heyevnles, left his owne home;and as a Knight Errant,ventured abroad inthe 
| © world, he hadnot left ſuch remembrance of his wonderfull valour as he did, making 
cuery Land and Region acquainted with his honourable exploytes. And therefore he 
tooke the beſt courſe, ſearching and ſeeking our in euery place, for the enemies of his 
vertues, tothe end he might tric his force withthem, making himlſelte glorious by 
their ouerthrow,rich by their'defeit,and as it were immortall,by their fall and deaths. 
The torch which the traucller carricth in the night, if helighteth not the ſame to 
guide hint in his way,doth rather hinder him, then helpe him. Euen ſo, vertuc is found 
more hurtfull in a man,then reverend, and worthie of praiſe, it he doe not employ the 
ſame for the publicke commoditic of all, and for the toundation and (trengthningof 
| his owneglory andrenowme. 
A Similie, A braue man at armes, taketh no little pride to be counted valiant, to ſhew his ſtrong 
| limmes, and warlike bodic, yetithe fightnotwith his toc, neither gocth about to ſhew 
ſome proofe of his valour ; he ſhall not be accounted, neither couragtous, nor valiant. 
No more ſhall he,be eſteemed as vertuous,who withdraweth himſclte trom the ſocietie 
and fellowſhip of men, to liuc priuatcly and alone, without hauing once dared to com- 
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bat with vice, whereby he might giue aligne and teſtimonie of his atlured vertue. Cato 
could hauc giuen ouer the Romane common-wealth, [poyled and corrupted with vi- 
An Example, tioulnes, and vilde diſorders, it he had would, and might hauc addicted himſclte wholie 
| vnto hiscaſc, But he, the more he ſaw,that it had necde of (toutnes, and vertue to reli(t 
| thoſecnormitics,the more he expoſed & thruſt himſelfe forward in her quarrell,anima- 
| tinghimlelfcthemorereſolutely totake her detencevpon him, and tolay all the bur- 
then vpon his owne ſhoulders, Whereas on the other (ide, Zucrllres was to be much 
diſcommended, who being glutted with voluptuous pleaſures, and polletIcd of infinite 
riches, left all the care of his countrie, to live without trouble, not ſo much as once to 
thruſt forth his hand (as it were) to ſauce the common-wealths vellell, trom daungerous 
| Shipwracke. 
| And if that Souldiour, which the vniuſt lawe of warre, hath brought to line as a 
| flauevnler the yoke of aſtrange maiſter, cannot depart from him, without his per- 
miſhon and louc, 
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Then farre llIc reaſon hauc weegto giue over the ſcruice, which we owe vnto Our Nas 
tiuc {oyJe,wee going about to diſcharge our ſclucs from the ſame, at whattime the hath 
molt ncedc of gur helpe. For torce onely bindeth the Slaue , whereas wee ate hound, 
both by Nature & honor,in a more perte& & inditloluble chaine;to (tadin her defence, 

Hath notthar Prince iult cauſe to be angric with his Vallell, (nay rather, may he not A Gmilie. 
worthily put him to death) who leaueth him in his molt extremiric, whenhe hath moſt 
greateſt and molt dangerous affaires, ſuch as concerne his whole Eſtate & Land ,abour 
which,when he ſhould be bulicd, he getteth him away, and giveth him quite quer , cy- 
ther for fearclealt he ſhould be put to too much labor, and taking of paines , or ciſe be- 
cauſc he is loath to hazard his life, for the ſafetic of his Soucraine? If (o, then is hee 
worthic of farre more puniſhment, that doth abandon his Countrey, when it is in moſt 
miſcric : Forottcring our bodies vnto her , wee offer but the leaſt dutie that may bee: 
ſccing we doc but diſcharge vs of thatdebt, which is due vnto her ,and which, but for 
a time, we borrowed. 

Of a better minde(O Codrms )wert thou, who to ſcrue thy Countrey, wert contentto Anexample, 
lacrificethy ſelfeto death,being willing for the good of thine owne Land, not onely to 
looſe thy pleafures,& thine Imperiall Crowne,but alſo thy owne ſweet and Royall (clfe. 

So likewiſe did Themiſtocles , merit great comendations, who thought it better to diſ- 
patch himſclfc,by ſwallowing downe adraught of deadly poiſon,thento draw his {word 
againſt his natiue ſoyle. Hetherefore is not worthic the name of Honer , who in reſ- 
pedt of his owne private contentmentzand lafetic,renounceth and abiureth the troubles 
of his Citic , rendring by (uch bad mcanes, his vertuc without truit or profit, and with- 
out any meritatall. | | 

For molt ſcrioullic ſhall he be puniſhed of God, who hath notemploycd his calling 
toſome good vic, which was lent vnto him,andas a bad ſcruant,hath hid the ſame vn- 
dcr ground, without profitatall : Inaſmuch as hee ſhewerh himſelte vnthankfull voto 
God ,yca and deſcrueth no goodnes atall , it hee ſhallnot make a commoditic of that 
vertuc & good gift, which he hath bountifully giuen vato him, more then vnto others. 
Not vnlike vnto him chat makeththe world laughat his follic, who becing diſcaſed and 
ficke,carricththe remedy of his maladic in his hand, without oncetaſting or takingthe 
ſame, vnto the benefit of his health. ; | 

In ol:letime, ſuchas liued as vnprofitable members vntotheir Common-wealths, 
were taxcd ata very great Fine,tothe cnd,that if their bodies would doe no ſcruice vnto 
their Countreyes , yctatthelea(t , their purſes ſhould ſupplic the defes-of that fault. 
For there is no reaſon that we ſhould liue, without beſtowing ſomwhat of our ſubſtance, 
vnto the relicfe of our Common-wealth. 

Such then, as for teare of taking too much paines, for the Common-wealth, 
and as loath to oppoſe themſclucs goin the abulcs of the ſame, withdraw them- 
ſclues apart , to liuc to their owne ſclues , are much to be blamed-, and arc farre 
wide from bcing to be calledoraccounted vertuous. For itisnota valuable excule, 
toſay, I cannot doe any good ([eruice, becauſcsl amof no account ,and reckoning. 
Nogno,this is not enough,we muſt doc as much as we may, tothe vttermoſt of ourpo=. 
wer: for many little fagots laide together, make a huge and great Bonfire : Atthe caſt, 
we mult ſecke as muchas in vslyeth , to quit the debt we owe. 

But as ſuch llothfull men as theſe, are to be condemned, ſofarre more,arc ſome 0- 
thers,to be hated and deteſted, who ſticke not, as damned Traytors, to conſpire againſt 
the fafetic of their nariue ſoyle,railing factions in the ſame, conſuming them with ciuill 
dilſentions, and vtterly oucrthrowing them with mutinous Scditions, Such vipersas 
theſe,arc borne to the detriment & domage of the Common-wealths, comming of the 
race of 7ymmof Athens. Theſe kinde of men being onely ſuch, as the further they arc off 
from their Countreyes, the more profitable it is for the ſame. 

But among(t manic children which a good Father bringeth vp , it cannot be 
choſen, but that ſome one or other of them, mult be found to be bad : In as much chnandi 
as the carth it ſclfe,, producing many plants,of which, ſome are good, and ſome arc 
badde, doeth likewiſe engender ſuch ſtrange and diucrſe Natures. Yet as ſhee tea- 
chcth the Gardner, by skill, toſet and graft his beſt 4 jinſuch a ſcaſon as = may 
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| bringthem to full maturitic and ripenes,at their fitte time. And they deuile howto cut 
| off,and to pluck vpby the roots, ch as be ill, & nothing worth. So hath ſhe alſo buth 
| ordained rewards, and gloric, for the beſt, and moſt vertuous Naturcs,in recompence 
| of their worthic and honorable deedes, and ſharpe and ſeuere puniſhments, for ſuch as 
| are badly enclined,to puniſh them, for ſuch leaude faults as they ſhall commit. 

|  Now,asa King, whois to wage battaile with a (trongand puillant encmie,hath need 
| of all his Forces together, valiantly to giue him the oucrthrowez So that Realme 
| which perceiuethſome of her owne proper children, to riſe, andto take Armes againſt | 
| her,ſeckin g{like the ſonnes of Ab/elon,to deſtroy their Father) hath great neede of all 

| her good andfaithfull iffuc, who at ſuch an extreamity as thatis,neither may,nor ought 
| toleauc her naked andalone, becauſe as then, ſuch an one doth as much hurt, that w:1l 
| notſceketo hinder this confpiracic again(ther (and yet is of power to docit) as hee, 
| thatisthe firſt Author and motiue of the ſame, 

|  Thistimethen, will notſuffer thee (my deare Shepheard ) to rake thine caſe (thus)

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This cauſed him to think;that ſhe was to he courted with fome extraordinary meancs, 
andnot with any triuiall or vſuall diſcretion, required in ſuch attaires ; Becauſe ſuch May- 
dens as arc beautious, both in bodie,and in minde, arc notto caltly conrted andobrai- 
ned, with ſuch facilitic as others are: by reaſon, a man tindeth nothing to proceed from 
them, but what is found to be graue, prudent, and of great vnderftanding and ivdye- 
ment.

of the good conceit he hath of his owne ſenſe, as for the pleaſure and contentmenithe 
fndeth therein, when hee beholdeth his ſoule to be fullic atlured of rhar, which hee ſo

Which ſeeing it is ſo (Ihelcech you Sir, vic 
not this word, proper vnto God onely) towards her, whoſe faircſl perfeRions that ſhe 
hath,is the aſſured knowledge of her owne imperfeRions.I am noble Prince too baſe a 
creature ,and of too ſmal} account to be beloued of you:the Gods Jouc not any thing 
but whatis rarc,and worthic of their frendſhip. 

Princes are Gods here vpon the carth, and ought to imitate them, not ſearching for 
any thing,but ſuch (as differin g from the vulgar conceit of the comon people)carrieth 
init ſclfe fome excellent particuler grace ,and extraordinaric exccllencic with it . But 
theſe worthie qualitics wanting in me,what ſhould moue youto caſt ſo great affeion 
and liking vpon meas you would ſeeme to parſlwade mx you doc?

The Knight hearing this note, wondred at her beautic,and not alittle, at her brave 
minde,&rare conſtancie. And ſo much was he amazcd at herexcellent oration, but far 
moreat her yertuous and ſtout reſolution,that in ſteed of having herto be his ſlaueand 
Captiuczhe found himſelfe to be ouercome as her priſoner, and to be wounded with her 
fwecte countenance, and plealing behauiour , which was the occaſion heereplyed thus 
vnto her. 

Fairc Gentlewoman, I knoweno beaſt,were it neuer ſo ſauadge, but would willing- 
lic helpe and afſiſt you in your miſcric. And feare youthen , that any man hath the 
power, as muchas onceto offend you ? eſpecially, ſuch as hauc taken their oaths,and 
wholc ordinaric exerciſe extendeth chiefly to conſerue and maintaine the Honour, and 
welfare of all Ladies and Gentlewomen whatſocuer ? 

My condition bringeth me within the number of ſuch : Heanens onely graunt,

And ſuch was The- 
ſera to Phedra, Paris to Helena, Antheny to Cleopatra , with other moc, 
All which, ſheweth a prudent kinde of recompence in Loue, to requite with fo 
greatan aduantage , ſuchas Fortune hath turned toplie-turuic, and vtterly in a man- 
ner overthrowne, in giuing themauthoritic , to controll oucr ſuch as are their Souc- 
raignes, 
Yet this good which he doeth , is rather to make himſclfc ſcemeadmirable, excel- 
lent,and diuine, in his power, then forany good will he bearcth vatoany man, being 
for allthis , mcercly ignorant, and ſtarke blinde, howto finde the meanes through 
which he may becomerightly juſt, and pittifull indeed, 
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But Ieauing 1#ma fora while,to pluckevp her ſpirits,to rake heart at gras againe,and 
tohegintobe as merric ascucr ſhe was: we will returne tothe young Da» Prince who

It hope of futurechings being prolonged and deferred , rendreth the ſoule miſerie 
and trouble,how much morethen docth D:#avreafflict and corment the ſame? The fu- 
rious aſſaults whereof, this young Prince but too too well felt; hauing loſt that which + 
heeſteemed moſt of in this world, and ſeeing him(elfe quire fruſtrate,and voyde of the 
onecly delightfull hope of his life : Oftentimes went he about to embrue his owne hands 
with his deerelt bloud, if he bad not bene preuented, and perſwaded to doc otherwiſe: 
he being of thieminde, thatitwasimpoſſlible for him to liuc , after the Jotle of that, 
which was the onely occaſion of his life Nor Yid hee gricuc alone, for a'l his Coun- 
trey did participate with hm in his ſorrow: nor ſo much forthe death of the Princelle, as 
for to ſee the exceeding pallions and torments he (till endured. For ſo much did hee 
take on, and {o impaticntly did he beare herloflc,as not only he forgor the office & the 
deuoir of a Prince, butalſo of an ordinary poore creature , offcring himfelfe through 
the exrremitic of his paſſions, to become the ſpoyle of Fortune , as the molt miſcrable 
wretch in the world. For all ioy became irkeſome vato him,all (ttc »nd pomp, loath- 
ſome and odious, and all pleaſure, diſpleaſantand weariſoie ; his grictz made him for- 


gct his condition, his health,and his welfare,

His walkes were ſolitaric, his purmenados melancholie, and the ſaua ge beaſts of the 
woods, his onely companic. How often would hee fit roaring , within the bowells of 
ſome hollow Rocke or other , and complaine him inthe ſhadic deſarts of his too hap- 
lcile diſaſters ? 

Howoften would he runnevnto the ſhore ſide, looking here and there(like Ariadne) 
to (ee if the ſelfe-ſame Ship in which his Ladic was imbarked , would appearc vnto his 
ſight, orno? yet could he ſce nothing , but the ſoming ſurges of the Sea, and the ſwel- 
ling billowes, beatingon the bankes too and fro. All the newes that he could vnder- 
ſtand, was thelofle of his Miſtris, for that was the generall brute that ranne for currant 
throughoutall the Countrey. One while he condemned his oucrraſh fondnes(as wane 
ting aduiſc and diſcretion) in that, through the ſame,he had hazorded vpon the vngen- 
tle waucs,fo faire and ſweetea Creature, as ſhe was. Another while, hc acknowledged 
and confeiled himſelfe to be the author of her death , and the cauſe of her deſtruction. 
Whileſt this opinion of his, drewe whole floods of teares from his eyes, thouſands of 
ſighes from his heart , and millions of heauic complaints from his ſoule. Two cruell 
conceitsdid alwayes affli& him ; the one, was the lofle of his Louc; the other, the con- 
ſtantbelicfe, that he had bene the occalion of her vtter oucrt hrow. 

Commonly we beare with more patience the misfortune which hapneth vntovs, 
by the deſpitcfull malice of the angrie Stars, then we doc that, which through our owne 
default doth fall vpon vs. For the one, we can no way remcedie, becauſe we cannot 
reliſt againſt the heauens : butthe other, wee imagine , we might by ſome deuiſc have 

revented, if in duc time, we would with diſcretion hauc looked vnto the ſane, 

All the Court,as well the higheſt as loweſt, endeuored what they could to comfort 
him,buthe eſteemed that as a double griefe , to be perſwaded to be comforted by anie 
having loſt her which was his chiefcſt comfort, In the ende he deviſed theſe dolefull 
Dittics, in which kinde of exerciſe, hee ſpent moſt part of his weariſome time.

Thus wailed this ſadde Prince continually, and tofay truth, juſt were his waylings, 
and but rightfull his complaints, conſidering how great his loyaltic was ; and yet if he 
loucd [tina well, our Loue-fick Caualicr, honored her as much , if not more : for as 
he liked her for her beautie,(odid he as muchadmire her for her vertuc. 

To ccke to obtaine her, in hope to carric away that which many a Louer propoſeth 
asa guerdon for his trauaile and paine whigh he hath taken: hee knewe full well that it 
was in vainc, and againſt his wordand promiſe : and tocſpouſc and marric her, being

Alfonſo being preſent atthis Embaſſage ,{for it was all the Countrey oucr, how hee 
came by his wife) and therefore it was verily ſuppoſed, that ſhee was the ſame woman 
which the Prince demaunded , ( preſently replycd , ſaying) that true it was z thatnot 
long fidce he found a Ladic halfc dead, which the waues of the Scas ( after ſhee had ſuf- 


| fered ſhipwrack) had driuenvpon the ſhore, where hee inhabited, and that afterward he 


married her with her owne conſent and free will,ſhe having before aſſured him,yea,and 
which is more, taking her vath vponthe holy Exangeli#s, that ſhe neuer betrothed,nor 
romiſed herſe!fe vntoany other man living but himſelfe : Attirming, that as the no- 

| ble Gentlewoman, was histruc and lawfull Spouſe, ſo he was reſolued todefend and 
| keepe her,again{t all ſuch as ſhould goc about to rake her from him by force: Vowing 
to be their Jeath,and vtter onerthrow, as moſt wicked enemics vntothe maiecſtic of ſa- 


The King hearing Alenſoes anſwer, and judging his reaſons to be both iuſt and tol- 


Herable,returned backthe Emballador,with the foreſaid ſpeeches, who deliueredjthem 
- vato his Prince, alſoone as he catne home,

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Itthe baſer fort of people, hardly ſupport or beare any juiuric, and ſecke not to ha- | 
zird rherr liucs to be reuenged forche ſame 3 Then I referre it to yourowne cenſures, if A Similie,'s/ 
this Prince berng young in yearcs, of a hot mettall by nature, valianr&hbardic of {pirit, ; 
and withall, wonderfully amorous of the Ladic ; could endure paticntly, and pocket yp 
the Brauado of a fimple Gentleman,ſecing no man whatſocucr,can receiuea greater in- 
juricthan that which is offered him as touching his wife, as well forthe louc he beareth 
her,which oftcrimes engedreth iealoulic:as alſo for the greatdefire he hath to encreafe 
his {tocke and familie. Which was the cauſe that this youthfull Lordgwent about moſt 
ralhly and vnaduifedly to ſet ypon the S$panis King, tobegin molt fooliſhly to: pro- 
clatme warre againſt him, who quickly would hauc oucrrunne all his countric, had not 
the Nobilitic of Denmarke crolled the ſame: For they very wiſely,iudging that they were 
not able to incounter well ſo great an enemie; and that their ſlender ſhoulders, were too | 
weake to ſupport ſo great a burthen, would by no meancs yecld vnto his collericke and 
haitic motion, who although he ſaw himſclfe to be forſaken of his owne ſubiedts, yet 
for all that,would he not giue ouer his firſt enterpriſe:determining with himſelfe, tore- 
coucr his Miſtris againe,orclſeto looſe his life, Wherupon he ſent another Embatiador 
vnto the King, to demaund licenſe ofhim (according vnto the auncieritlaw of Armes) + + 
that he might combat with him, who detained his ſpouſe ſo wrongta}ly from him, to 
the ende the fortune of warre might determine and fct downe which of them twaine 
ſhould enioy her. | | - 
The King hearing this motis,cntreated 4/for/o to condiſcend therevnto: who know- 
ing that with his credit he could not refuſe it,as willingly accepted thereotas the other 
carneſtly did challenge him: which the rather he d1d, becauſe he might hereafter qui- 
ctly erioy his deafe wife, without any more quarrells.The Dexmarke Prince, having in- 
tclligence that the combar was graunted, determined with himtclfe, to triethe ytmolt 
of i1is fortune, although much again(t the mindes of all kis Barrons, and Novlemen, 
But whocan ſhut vp and incloſe vertue, torce the waues of the Seato ſtand ſtill, orbri- A Sentence; 
dle the (tately courſe of the Sunne 2 Euen ſo, what counfaile, perſwalion, orwiledome, 
arc able to withhold loue, who being turbulent and full of rage, relcmblcththe furi- 
ous mad man,that daſherh hys owne braincs againſt the ſtonie wall, 
Thus the Prince polſetſed with the ſpirit of louc, taketh in hand che combat againſt 
the aduiſc of all his Nobles, and hauing prouided cuery thing ft tor that purpole, arri- 
ucth atthe Court of the Spaniſh King, with a gallant troupe attending on him, where he 
wasrecciucd according vnto his greatnes,and as his worthincs well defſerued. Greatwas 
the deſire that cucry one had,to ſee this Princely Dane, who was famous for his chiual- 
ric,he being come fo farre to tric the combat with his enemie, torcuenge him of thein- 
iuric, which (as he ſuppoſed) was done vnto him. Having aday of hearing appoynted | 
him by che King, he forthwith craucd audience, declaring openly vnto him, the caule | 
of his comming, reaccounting the equitie of his cauſe, pleading hardly for his right, 
and in concluſion,demaunded to haue Iuſtice.

Eucn ſo,thele two gallant Cham- 
pions, longing to<ncounter, and citherof them deſirous to enioy that pretious prize 
which armcth the one againſt the other,being in place where they may tric the vemo 
of their force, molt furiouſly diſcharge one xt the other, and as two terrible Thun» 
der-claps,meeting together in a cloud, breake at the cracke,& fall both downe vpon the 
earth ; So theſe two Knights, at the fir(t ſhecke and meeting, tumble both downe vpon 
the ground, butthcir launces being broken, they draw forth their ſwords,beginning to 


charge themlelues afreſh,

. Whenforethe walles of ſtately Troyyghey fought it out, 


\ The Dare, animated more with furic, then with force, laid on load without ccafing, 
Ainging forth his fire (o furiouſly, as if his ſtrength had rot failed more then his cou- 
A Similie, \rage, Alphonſo had bene vanquiſhe, but a great fire of [trawe, is quickly extinguiſhed. In 
like manner, the blowes that deſpite and rage giueth, arc alſoone cnded, Mecane-while, 
our Spaniard fought coldly, but yet with great aduilement, never (triking, buttothe 
zurpoſe,& fo (till kept himſclfe in breath with great aduantage. The Prince redoubling 
fi okes,ſuppoling his foe was growen feeble,both in force & courage, laid on loade, 
hurtiag him vponthe left arme. This wound, from which the blood itlued apace,there- 
membrance of her who was the cauſe of this warre, the preſence of the King, and the 
flawer of Chiualrie of all his countrie, did (tirre yp the Spaniard ſo much, as now he 
would combatno more ſoberly and with diſcretion,but as a deſperate Souldiour againſt 
his deadly enemic, letting drius at him fo luſtily, with ſuch quicknes, and ſuch dexteri» 
tic,as the Dane found he was not alittle deceiuced in him, 
 'Butas he was chalingof him thus, by chaunce Alphon/ves ſword fell out of his hand, 
(he hauing nothing now but his dagger to detend himſ:lfc withall, which was thercaſon 
cucry one thought as then, that he was but a dead man, his cnemic promiling vnto 
himſfelfc the vicorie, the deſire of which made him purſue the Spaniard hotly, who 
knewnot which way to furaiſh himſcltc of a Target, nor how to warrantiſe his honour, 
and his life, but oncly by running in vpon the Dane, and fo by maine force, to get him 
downezwhich deuiſc of his,the other fearing,looked more warily vnto himlelfe, Ieſt he 
ſhould get within him,whilſt in the meane time,he gaue him many a ſore wound, which 
he could not well eſcape, becauſe he wanted his weapon, In the ende, ſuch was the yew 
fortune of the Spaniard, that the Dane thinking to runne full but at him with all his 
force, (which the other auoyded by mouing his body from that place lightly) his ſword 
alſo {lipt out of his hand,ſo as they were now woopagy alike: when comming to handie 
gripes, and to grappcll together, A/phonſo prourd to be the ſtronger of the twainc, fAlin- 
ing his cnemie downe, and giuing him ſoterrible a knocke withall, as both ſpeech 
_ andſcnſcs failed him. Thatdone, he vnbuckled his head-pecce, and ſetting his poni= 
ard to his bare throat, willeth him henceforward to renounce all ſuch claime as he be- 
fore had laid vnto his Ladic and wife, and to acknowledge himlſclfc tobe vanquiſht, or 
cle he ſhould die preſently. 

But the Prince, chooſing rather death, than ſhame and vtter deſtruction, then the 
depriuation of his Miſtris,diſdained toanſwere him, looking (till when the other would 
ſtabbe him quitethrough: which neuerthelclle (as a right Noble minde) he would not, 
but leauing the Dane wallowing in/his{owne blood, and ſore bruiſed with his fall, he 
commeth vnto the Indges, demaunding of them, if he had done ſufficient to be coun- 
ted the vanguiſher, and to haue obtained the glory of the vitoric orno. Who much + 
commending him for his clemencic, in that he had ſo cutreoully pardoned his aduerſa- 
rictold him,he had performed his ductic cuery way : that done, he was conducted vnto 
the place where the King fat, who highly praiſed him for his valour, and greatly ho- 

.nouring him for his yertue, gaue him |cauc to depart his Royall preſenee, From thence 
he rode vnto the Court, accopanicd with thouſands of brauc Knights, where with great 
10y, 
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joy, the faire Ladics as the cultome was,difarmed him,whilſtthe Chirurgians provided 
forthe dreliig of his wounds:thatdone, he was had vnto his lodging,keeping his bed, 
vatill fuch time ay he recourred: whitit inthe meanc fpace, he was eucry = vilited by 
all the Barrons and great Lords of the Realme, who did congratulate with himyfor ſo fa- 
mous a ViQtorie, 12.1, | 

Not long after, the D1»7 Prince was carried out c fthe field fore wounded, and wel 
nigh dead for griete and Thame z curting his bad fortune, that he had not bene kild out 
right: who although he was highly beholdingvnto Alphonſo for his litc, yet did he molt 
traticroully conſpire in his minde to 1nurther him one way or other, ſuffcring himſclte 
rather to be tran{porred with baſe reurnge, then with ſage reaſon, or with honeſtic of 
the cauſe, 902

Bur all creatures, are not framed of one kind of merttall, or condition, their paſſtons

Aiphonſo being recoucredot his late wounds, and very much longing to ſce his faire

- Inthis miſcric did ſhee liue fome fewe moneths,, when at the laſt , perceiuing the 
date of her life tobe expired , ſhe came vntothe Tombe, where taking the embalmed 
carkaiſe vp, andembracing it in her armes, ſhe vſ{ed theſe pirtifull (peeches vnto it, as 
followeth.

Tothee I appeale ,asthe onzly thing which I moſt loue, honor , and praiſe , pray- 
tmgthcetoaſliſt nc at minc ende, and to beare witneile with me , that I hauc kept pro» 
miſryoſt fairhfullic. As thou (when thou diddeſt dic) wert willing that I ſhould not 
malice or annoy thee at thy death z So let not mine, (I pray thee ) be any way diſplea- 

fing vnto thee. | 

All whatſocuecr thou diddeft crauc, did I yeeld and accord vnto : then blame me 
not, if hauing performed what I proteſted, T come vnto the Heauens to finde thee, 
Inthy lifetime? I hauc liucd, for feare to difpleaſe, but now thouliueſt no ris. ( faire 
and beautifull Coarſe) and that hauetaken order for thy buryall, what thinkeſtthou 
ſhould keepe me heere any longer? lt is reaſonable I ſhould dic, ſeeing I can now no 
longer luc, and that I goc to make a ſcarch for thee ( molt chaſt ſoule) in what place 
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Die chen ({arrowfull /»/+ma) and (leaving of to lament,) change th.cle thy teares,thy 
miſcrics, anc Cares, into this eternall repoſe, where reſteth rhy husband quictly, i kaue 
liucd but too too Jong,and my miſerable life,hath bin tooirkeſome vneo me. lt 1s(0w) 
more then high time, to make an ende thereof (and makingan ende of my leite) to re- 
mouec my lelte vato him, who whilſt he lrued, had commaund oucr my foule. Thriſc 
bletled /»/rma, to be quit ard rid of theſe vnſpeakable torments, to liuc in cucrlatting 

uetmes,which is the onely tope of the miſerable. Let vs goc then,let vs goe,&1 hum- 
biy beleech that great God (who as a iuft Iadge ofthe innocencie of our hearts, know- 
eth the ſecrets of our thoughts)to open that ſacred gate vnto me, which he hath pro- 
milcd voto his taithfull children. Thisfaid, ſhe kifſed the dead coarſe of her husband 
againc, giuing charge vnto her Gentlewoman, to enterre and buric her body hard by 
his {ide : that done,ſhelayeth herſelfe along by the ſame,which ſhe (till embraceth : and 
hauingdretlcd her hcad,and apparclled her {clfe for the fame purpoſe, the rendred vp her = 
ſpirit: A {pirit,right meritorious,and worthic of cternall gloric. Her body according vnto 
her [a(t will, was buricd in the ſelfe fame ſepulcre which ſhe had cauſed to be made for 
her hushand before. 

Hcrewith C9orvbazr held his peace, being hindred to ſpeake any more, by reaſon of 
his teares,tcares which bereft the others of their voyces,v ho without being ableto dil- 
courſe any more one with another, for chat time departed, cuery one to their fſeyerall 
homes, foto palle away the darke and gloomiepight. As ws weres walking faireand 
fotly onwardsvpon their way, Arcas heard one fo this ſong following. ©

And | | 
what deepe flumber, take from him the continuallre- 
membrance of his d1uine Dana ? his ſpirit being alwaics 
rroubled,as well in che night, as in the day,and therefore 
tar inore mifcrable rhen the bruite beaſtes. For whereas 
they repole themfclues (fometimes) from their trauell, 
1 he (alwaics) labourcd, and was (ſtill) in paine, he plainely 
KM perceiued the day beginning to lighten the hollow 
__ viering vault of heauen;he viewed the glorious Sunt:ezto 
wild ard aJorne the Rofeall skic : and he beheld beautious Anrora, to weepe dreric A 
tearcs, for the death of her deareſwarthic child ; yet all chete brought no comfort vnto 
his gricfcs. For ſuch mindes as ate oucr-crucllic affiied with cares, are ncither ſu! ict A Sentence. 
to the coolic reſt of the night, nor take pleaſure at the gliſtering lampe, of All-ſceing 
Phubzs. becauſe they recciue no contentment,neither in the one,nor inthe other. 
Scarſe did the breake of day appeare, when this Swaine arileth from his bed,ranning 
vp and downe th- Dcfarr, anu arching for ſume fit place, where he mighe bewaile his 
ſorrowcs at the full. At length he entreth into a huge deepe Caue, cnuironed round a- 
bout wich ſharpe brambles, and pricking bryars, abl= to territe and affrightany, ex- 
ccpting onely ſuch as feeke for death, whom wretched and wotull Caitiucs feare not at 
all, becauſe eucry hourethey tecle farre worſe plagues then death itfelfe: and forthat it 
is rather a pleaſure then a torment wnto chem, toexchange their cuill for good, and to 
icauc 1 forwre and feucre Maitſtcr,to follow and ſcruc one that is milde,and dcbonaire., 
rc; then being gotten into the bottome of this darkeſome Dungion, atier he had 
for a certainetime bene mure, and as one falne into a ſound, inthe end, breaking as it 
were out of adead [lcepe,he began thus to complaine. Ay me,Alas!What mightIthinke 
to be the reafon, or cauſc of the milcric and vnhappines of man ? Is ir the heavens, that 
jcalous of their good tertune, ſcourgeth them with fo great crueltics? Or js it their 
Guncs, which prouoketh the anger of God, forcing him to ftretch out his threarning 
hand again} chem? Nodoubrit is this laſt, for ſinne onely and wickednes,firlt opened 
the gace 30 death, that he might come inamonglt vs, and fo ouerthrow vs. It is for the 
puniſhmerit of ſuch oftences as we commit againlt the holy One,that we are perſecuted 
with peltilence,faminc, and withwarre.

So were the Nemmrtes threatned t & fo was Ezerhias 
almonithed torepent Ochriſe happic the Godly,who protper like the truitfull Lawrell, 
and poſleſlc in peace, thatland, which israken away from the wicked with tempeſtious 
ligheming and thunder.For fo wasthe good Abraham bletled, and fo (after his imprifon- 
ment) was the righteous {-/4ph, with many moe beſides. 
But corrativiſe, moſt vnfurtunate are the wretched wicked ones,becauſe they grudge 
and repine, in thar they ſuffer tor the faults they haue committed, whilſt they are (trng 
with Ser>ents from the heauens: as were the Hebrewes heretofore, when they began to

murmure inthe wildernes. Beware how thou repinelt againſt che Almightic /chona. And 
ſaith the (wiſe man) for no good nor profit, can come thereof, We cannor then tearme 
the hcauens,to be the authours of our cuils;but it is the ovely cranſorclbiig of rhe diuine 
com mandemets; which we cannot truely ſay,Þe hath giuen ynco vs, to breake them,or 
that he bath giuenvs (o hard a law, as that ic is vnpoſhtblefor vs to fulfil the lame, For 
it ſhould bea moſt rediculous and yaine part of a Fiince, to cſtablith and appoyatfuch 
ordinances vnto his Subicds, as they cannot any way pertorme, as to dele 11, or fortid 
them to grow, to wax taller,or bigger, or other {ſuch toid and vurcatonable impolith:li- 
tics as theſe be. 

And therefore, O how gentle and calic, are the commaundements of Gol, bc him 
ſelfe affirming the ſame, when he tearmerh his yoke eatic arid {ight, & his burther: lictle 
an( gentle to beare. For, Is it not as calie athing fora man to doc good as cuill 2 when 
as in doing good, he enioveth the happic and bletſed content of tie quictnes of his 
minde, without being troubled, either with the teare of the lawes, or ti:c doubt of re- 

roach or {launder. 

\Belides, he doth not dread death, for he withdraweth himfelfe Tom other hazards, 
whilſt he medirateth vpon the ſame z whereas Theeues arld Murtherers,in robbing and 
killing,cucry houre incou ter therewith, before they arc aware, Bur {ay 1thapneth vuro 
them, yet doc they recciuc it molt meckely : tor ſweet ant bletled is the death of the 
ia(t, that dic inthe Lordzwhere, that of the wicked is hatcfull and abhominable, Curtt- 
ous then and gentle.are the commaundements of the highelt, which his ApolHe Saint 
74n approucth intheſe words; Keepe his commaundervents, and you ſhall find them, 
to he neither eroublcſome, hard,nor dithcule tooblerue, They chaſe away, hot boyling 
Auarice,which burneth men with her vacharicable coldneszthey banith «11 mortall am- 
bition, which wzarcth away the yeares of man before his tune is come ; they take from 
them,all murther and robb1ag,which (tiflech che necke of the wicked with an infamous 
corde ; they ſmother ad kill adulterie, which laicth hold as well vpon the health of 
man,as 01 his honour:and to conclude,they extirpe and roote out,all thoſe vices which 
are deadly enemics,as well tothe bodicas to the foule. By which we fee, h's lawes are ca- 
fic and ſweet, yea,aud molt profitable and necetarie for the health and contentment of 
mankind ;which was the cau(c,the other Apoltle Saint Par, calleththe commaunde- 
ment of the Eternall /choxa.a godly,iuſt,and ſacred commaundeiyent; it being the pre- 
ſcraer of Iuſtice, the puritic of our liucs, andthe very cflence (as1t were) of ail cquitie, 
peace,ant gogdnes;For what croil=s oucrthwartthe ſoules of the godly,who delight in 
nv other thing,then in the law of the Lord? 
| And what great and gricuous courſes doe troubleand diſturbethe conſciences of the 
wicked, whotakea prite (4s it were) (a8 did Rem ſometime in leaping ouer the walles 
of Roms ) to excer 4 & roc beyond the bounds of the divine ordinances of God? which, 
becauſe they arc not hard ro be accompliſhed, are not the caul' of our {innes,and fo by 
conſequence,arc notthe vccalions of our miſcrics : For we may live well,if we will, and 
living well, (and walking rightly inthe commaundementsof God) we may tallc of all 
happines, without once,as much as feeling he roke of his heauie hind to fall vpon vs. 
Then let vs chuſe the beit, and leaue the worſt, and fo {hall we be free from wretched- 
nes: where, if we raake c)<Rion of vice, and refuſe vertue,we mult not thinke it ſtrange, 
if Gd doth iultly puaiſh vs for the ſame: for eucn humane Nuſtice, which is but a ſha- 
dow,anda tigure of the timine,correteth, and awardeth death vnto ſuch as be malefac- 
tors and ry MY eng" their lawes moſt iniurioully. 
| Aﬀerthel(gineſore did God ſpeake voto Came, ſaving; If thou doeſt well,thouſhalt 
be recompenced for thy well doing:and if thou doelt ill, thy finne ſhall be preſently 
knocking at thy gate:that is roſay,the puniſhment thereof ſhall not ſtay long, but it ſhall 
ſcazevpon thee,for doing (o badly, Butvaderthee,ſhall the deire of tinne be ſubie,and 
oucr it,ſhalt choucommaund;Sothat,if ve be (courged & plagued. we muſt imputeit vn- 
to our owne faults; 'or we may aunvd and leauc to tinne ſowittinglv(as we doe)if we will,

Thus you ſee, itis1n vsto doe good orcuill : as it is in the power of the Trauecller . 
to follow what company hee pleaſcth, of all the reſt he meeteth,, whileſt he goeth on. 
wards on hisTourney, If we ſhall worſhip the true God, as /oſ#ah did, we ſhall liuc hap 
pily, as did our predeceſTours before vs: butif we ſhall come to be ſeruants vnto Idols; 
then (hall our offences open the doore , and make way for our atfliions and miſericsz 
bringing vs{at laſt )vnto veter deſtruction for eucr. For our God, hath preſented vnto 
vs,both good and cuill, Yet docth he fay, Chuſe the good, (onely) that thou and thine may 
line tn reit and quictneſſe.

That ſeruant that docth il[againſt the conſent of his maiſter,can he inftly complaine, 
when hee 1s puniſhed tor his faults ? If ſo, why then,(ſeeing we make choyce of fin and 
iniquitic, and God ſcourgerh vs worthilic for the ſame) doc wee murmure andrepine a- 
gain(t him? when we our (clues,and not he, arc the authors of our owne misfortunes,in 
that we commit thole (ins,which arc the firſt motiues & occalions therot? God,who in 
his owne nature,is vncapable of lin,& who can no way receiue rhe accident of vice,can- 
not be the author of our offences: otherwiſe,he himſclfe ſhould finne,( which to thinke; 
were meecre blaſphemie )and (inning fo, he ſhould become the linner,and not wee, who 
ſhould be,hutonely the ſimple executioners of his faults : Being a ſinner, he could not 
be God,no more then pure white,can become coale black,becauſe God and finne are (o 
much contrary and different, as they can neuer be in one (cite ſubieA,nor one agree,or 
like of the other. Againe,if God ſhould force me to commit ſin,how then could he wuſt- 
ly puniſh me? For can that Lord rightly puniſh his (laue,who by hiscomandement hath 
don that fault,for which he is corrected? In like manner,what iuſt colour can God have, 
toinflit puniſhment vpon vs,if he himſelfe hath not only perſwaded vs vnto the ſame, 
butalſo hath cop(trained & vrged vs (as it were)perforce to comit this lin, for which he 
docth plague vs. Belides,God hath not created man to be damned,or loſt, hell (being 
crdaincd only for diuels)neither will he the death of a ſinner but rather that he line & repent. 
For if you your ſelues will((aith the Prophet Eſay)harken vato my voyce.you ſball eate the Fave 
of the earth in peace, without being touched with any kinae of miſerie, It(t _ icth in vs,to be 
fortunate and happy,in abſtainingand forbearing from finne: for our tore-fathers were 
bletſed,and liued in all tranquillitic,& peacctull reſt of thefpirit,as long as thy abſtained

uitie,a God that hath not appointed death for man, and ſo mercitull, as hee takethno 
elight in his vtter ruine and cuerlaſting damnation, For with his owne proper mouth, 
thus did he fpeake vnto the [ewer. 

O Hiernſalem, Fheru/al-m, how eften would I hane gathered thee together as the henne doth 
ber chickens wnder herwinge, but thou wonldeſt not? And as by our hed behauiour,we ha- 
flen the wrath of God again(tvs,fo by doing well, we many times hinder & aſſwage his 
anger and his plagues, which he menacethand threatneth to ſend ypon vs. Sodid the 
Nmaiuites,by their hearty praiers & vnfained repentance,changeand alter the divine will 
and purpoſe of God, breaking offthat which hee, had meantto hauc done,whichas itis 
comminatoric, ſoit is not (alwayes) neceſlaric,it ſhould be put in praftile, R 
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So the good King Ezechrgs, by hiscontrite penitencey% by his carneſt (upplications, 
hindered the Almigittics derermination,which threatned him, that he thuld dic within 
15. daxcsattcr,proi01ging &lcagthening his life, whole 1 5.ycares more. And fo Aſſes 
(ofterimes)chrough his carac(t intreaty,withdrew the predellination of God,which was 
thea reſo/ure, and roſolucd to {ufter the [ewes to pernh, being then in the wildernes, and 
murmuriag 4gainit his holy, Name, But the Apoltle (aith, /f ve be not of the number of the 

Elef and choſen of G34, yer let ys behaue our ſelnes ſo, 4 nate" be of the [ame : mcaning hy 
thele his words, that it we liſt, we may ſauc our ſelues, Then ought 1, to fret and fume 
agaiaſtche ſtarres,or murmure and repine againſt the Heauens themſclues? No, God 
forbid, ſince my faults and not they, haue bene the authors of minc owne misfortunes. 

' Had I not linacd,l had not fele the lealt rouch of rcheſe troubles,that chus torment 
mee: | had notbene fo wretched asto haue bene defpoiled of that little mercic & grace, 
which had of the Almightie: I had notbene driuen from mine owne houſe, baniſhed 
from my Countric,cxiled from the preſence of my deareſt trieds,nor ſcourged withrhe 
ſharp whip of cxtreme want and pouecrtic: Neither had this my predeflinated d:{a(ter 
(which {il followerh me, vato mine vadoing ) bene able to haue crolt mce in all'my 
delignes, as it d9cth {cucn atthis hourc)and will doc continually, For alas, how litele

- Asthe Shepheard was(thus)pitcifully Iamenting vnto himſclfc, behold, hee mighe 
rcciuc two terrible roaring Lyons,to comedireRly towards the Cauc,whercin he had 
gotten himſclfe,it being the ordinary denne,wherein they vicd ro harbour, which when 
hee ſaw, he quickly ſtarted vp,drawing forth his ſword, with intention eo defend him- 
ſelfe,8& to make them buy his fleſh dearely: butthey without ſo much(as once)offering 
_ tohurthim,gently pailed by him,moucdas (1 getle) with his more then wofull miſcry.

ment others | Is it not molt meete and reaſonable, that as we ſowe, fowe ſhould reape? 
and as we haue mcaſured vnto others, ſo wee ſhould looke for the hike meaſure againe ? F 
LO) E makerh thee die, without depriuing thee of life, whilſt thou forceſtthe (elfe- 
ſame L,ouc (without killing me) to torment me molt cruelly. Ay mee, what ſtrange 
kinde of Frenzie docth trouble thy ſoulc? 
Thou refulc(t the friend{hipof one thatis immortall,to ſcek after the loue of a world- 
he bcautic, whichis ſubie&tvato death, fortunc,and chaunge,wherein thou doelt ſhewe 
aſuhcient ligne of the crror of men, who follow that that flieth from them,leauing the 
belt,and accepting of the worlt.

The Nymph hauing ſo ſaid, ſodainly departed, running as ſwiftly intothe woods ad- 
toying, as the light Hinde, [cauing the Shepheard all alone,who was as much amazed 
at herſpcech , as is the way-faring man, when in his trauaile,he ſeeth the Thunder-bolt 
of heaue”, tb fall ypon ſome proud Rocke, breaking the toppes thereof, with his terri- 
ble flaſhie blow, 

Long was Hee not in this browne ſtudie, but that thevIde man, ( wonderfull car- 
neſt ) to vnderand che difcourle of his troubles, came to feeke him , whome hee thus 
beganne to accolt. There is nothing that is holden more reuerend , eyther {a- 
mongſt Gods, oramonglt men, as is the word of man, which ought to be reſpected 
mol? relivious,, amongft ones enemies themſclues , bethey neuer {o cruell or barba- 
rous, and which wee ought not to falſihe , although it be forthe leaſt thinges in the 
worl 1: becaute it isthe band, which tyeth the ſocictic and fellowſhip of men together, 
which bring difmemired, would moſt foulic and confuſcdly periſh, were it not, but in 
teped of thegreatregard thatis had, and held of the ſame. 

{ know thou haſt notforgotten, how thou haſt plighted thy promiſe, to report vnto 
me thy misfortuncs , and thy Loues, Now doc I ſummon thee, to performe che ſame, 
praying thee, that thou wiltnot be the caule, thatthis Deſart (beeingthe habitation of 
the Nymphes ) be not defiled with infidelitic of ſpeech. For as the Gods will not (as 
lone ) be free and ſpotleſſe from all vices, butalſocleane from ſuſpicion of the fame, 
fo will they haue the like Ceremonies to be moſt orderly obſerued , amongſt their fa» 
cred abidings, where{as yet ) neuer any faultlodged. 

And if thou imegineſt, that this thy diſcourſe will prooue irkeſome vnto thee, 
then know , that the breaking of thy faith , ought to be farre more gricuous : and that 
of twocuils thou oughteſt to chuſe the lealt : which is , rather tocndurethe nouell ap- 
prehenſions of thine olde ſorcs, then toviolatethy pawned promiſe : I will craue no- 
thing at thy hands, but what I will heereafter requite againe , offcring in recompence

Then /courage Sonne) plucke vp thy ſpirits, ſo long dulled with ſorrow, made 0- 
ucrmuch ſicke with fadneile,and almoſt matlacred with extreame melanchohie,and be- 
ginneto recount thy Tragedie , whilſt I will liſten vnto thee, reporting of thy harde 
Fortunes in thy trauell. 

The Shepheard ſomewhat rowſed,with this carneſt requeſt, replyed thus. I cannot

he is willing to kcepe his word, yet will he'not ſticketo ge: a longer time for the tenge-

Then utter my minde (yet a little longer) tobe in quiet, and make not my morrall 
wounds ſo foone to bleed(treſhly)againe: For,as bloody & cruell arc the thoughts of a 
mans valucky chances, asthe memoric is (weet & pleaſing, of his happy good fortunes. 
| Toreportths lame ancy, is as muchas to ſtrike the wound againce, becaule wee call 
chem to memoric,when they are (ina manner) halfe forgotten,whilſt Time it ſelfe,that 
hath ſomewhar lcilcacd them, ſeemeth to complaine ( as it were) that men are abuſed 
by his mcanes. Giue me therefore ſome longer reſpite, (kinde Father of theſe Notturnall 
Av9des )to bethinke my (elfe better of this matter , tothe end I may haue ſpace to taks 
breath a lictle more, being (olately co.nz forth, from ſo manic ourragious Scas of cx- 
treame milcrics, 

Tac Sayler,hauing eſcaped the danger of waters, leaucth to giue ouer from working, 
alloone (as cuer ) his Shippe is come into the haven, without looking vnro cyther his 
Mecrchandize, or his vetſel : for cake and reſt is more ſweete then any other thing in the 


| world, ſccing for this re(t, man rausclleth all the dayes of his life, hoping at the ende of 


his laboursto finde the ſame. | 
Then giue me leaue(l beſeech ther) ſome ſmall while to be quict,and troublenot my 
mindc,withthis vawelcome bu'(i2cs: otherwiſe, in ſteed of confolating my paine, I ſhall 
chinke chou doeſlt 1ggrauate it the more,and makelt the ſame more bitter vato mee.

The Shephcard ſeeing himnſclfe (o ſharply vrged to keep his word, not beingable any 
longerto delay him, or to pu him off , after hee had (ſent foorth a number of ſcalding 
ſighes, thus began his ſpeech. 

Scarſe was come out of mine infancic, & growen a ſtripling,my chinne(not yet)bea- 
ringthemark of a man,when Lo cnrolled me for one of his band, forcing meto loue, 
beforel knewe what liking meant :'wherevpon, I beeing young in expericnce,and letle 
prattiſed in knowledge , began toſct my lelfe to ſchoole , to learnethe hardeſt ſcience 

in the world, 

Neucrtheletle,as of vipers,(by nature venemous)Phyſitions drawe many wholſome 
medicins: ſo Loze,depriuing me of my libertic,recompencing me with ſomwhat worth 
che giuing,for hauing within my conceit,a huge heap,%&a great cofuſed malle of verles, 
he diſperſed ,dinided,brakc,and ſpred abroad the ſame, in luch fort, as in a (mall gr - 

thou- 
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thoutand young ſhiucrs and pieces, came thereof, Know then,T louzd a faire and rich 
Shephcarictle, called Magaals, the not much dildaining my modclt atf-ion, for 
hor face, did 1 cumpol: many rthouland Sonnets, but limple ones, and young (God 
he knoweth) were tncy, as youngand limplc as was mine age, but farre younger my 
knowledge and 8kill. Yet ſuch as they were, ſhe moſ? curtioully accepted of them, ob- 
liging my miſerable tortune greatly vnto her, whillt the relicued it, = the mcanes ſhe 
hadtaroughthe benefit of Nature, ſothat my verſe was recompenced ,by reaſon of the 
tauours which ſhe held of Fortune. 

Long cime did this faire maideenioy my loue, till (mine eycs being dazeled with 
the renowme of the mo(t famous /utierta,) I longed (exceedingly) to lee her, to con- 
frmc tortruth, the ſacred report, which her rare perfeRions range of her, through- 
out allthe countric : whereupon I relolucd to ſee ner, yet (fore) doubting the pre- 
ſence of ſo rare a thing, asthe tender Eagle doth the face of the Sunae. 

There 1s nothing galleth che Foxe ſy much, as to be found to be nigh vnto a Compari- 
the Lion, becaule his beaſtlines is knowne by the excellencic of the other. And the fog, 
bad Painter, will (alwaics) (hun the companic of fuch aone as is canning, for feare

Inthecnd, Iwas forcedto ce this diuine Shepheardetle, who (as ſhe is diuine, and 
her effects diuine allo) vpon the firlt light I had of her, ſtole (atone time from me, 
both my ſoulc, and the remembrance of the foreſaid Afzgdalss : yet did the not this by 
force, but rather with ſucha ſweet violence, as (me thought) I loſt nothing, reputing 
my defait, to be a kind of vitorie vnto me.

This faire creature then, (faire both for vertuc and for bcautic) long time (taicd 
and bridcled the follic and licencious libertie,ot my forward youth.

Thus was I compeld to beate my witts, to find the way as well to preſerue and ſauc 


my lillie life,laid in waite for, by many cauious perſons, as to conſcruc that little which 
I held,through the grace of Fortune, But (hardly) could [ keepe fafe, cither the oac, or 


the other, looling both my goods, and my bodice, which was drawac into an vn- 
comfortable priſon ; where (yet for all this, ſuch was my goad lucke) I found ſo much 
curtelic, as I mighr rather haue tearm*d ir libercis, then impr:{onment, in that it was 
more profitable, then hurefull vato me, by reafoa | purchaſe many friends there- 
by. 

After this had hapned, I wandred into egery place, as the Hare that ſcarcheth 
his companioa gone altray, without finding any oae place, of ſufficient ſecuritic 
for this my wretched life, 

In the end, (when | had ſometime remained within a certaine Caltle, with ſome 
of my friends) I chaunced to arriuc ata goodly, rich, and great Cittie,which ſcrucd as 4 
SanQtuarie vnto the miſerable, and as a ſafegard and retuge, for ſuch as were hardly 
deſtined, of which number I counted my (clfc as chicte. There did I finde my (eltc, 
ſecur: and ſafe. and therefore did 1 caſt mine anker on that ſtran4, wiſhing that I might 
makean cnd of my ouer-long paines, and too too weariſome percgrinations. Now 
whillt I lived in this place, my Mule was not altogether idle, one while in lighing 
forth my hard fortune, an other while in lamenting my manifold and irrccoucrable 
Lofles ; and ſometimes Heroldizing the prailcs of thoſe, that maintained my poore 
life; ſothat I was not tongue-tide or dumbe,neither lay | long in lilence, without doing 
ſome one thing or an other. 

Meane ſpace, it was my chaunce (one day) to walke into the Forreſts adioyning, 
as well to atſwage my gricfes, as alſo to put out of my minde, the thought of my mil: 
chances, where I found about a coolte fountaine, many faire Shepheardelles, who all 
daunced without fearc,but onely for fcare to be ſcene. 

Faire were they all, and (y*t) not all liking vato my minde, nor alike agreeable 
in mine eycs. Among{tthe whole troupe, one there was that pleaſed my fancic, aboue 
all the other ; being taller in (tature, ſtraiter of bodice, and fairer and goodlicr then 
all the companic were. Her flaxen haire was daintily bound vp, placed vnder a curious 
Coife of fine Lawne. Her high forhead, goo4ly and broad. Her amorous eyc-browes, 
ſomewhat blacke, (cruing as an Vmirill for her diamond-like-eycs. Her diamond 
eycs, cleare, quicke, and ſparkling ; like vntotwo Sunncs cles; which without hurting 
the bodice, picrced into the very ſoule, wounding moſt crucllic. Eares, which tooke 
priſoners, millions of hearts, the vertues thereof, drawing them mo/{t (weetly vnto 
them. Eies, reſembling twolacred lampes, being of force, to chaſe away all darknes, 
andro bring the bright day with them, 

Her witching lips, werered, like vnto the Cloue-Gillifower. Her prittie mouth, 
faultleiTe and little. Her chaſt mouth, neuer touched of any, being as a religious re- 
licke, molt (acredly reſerucd for the (eruice and honour of the celeſtiall Goddeſſes 
Diana. Her cheekes, vermillion right, reſembling the Sommer Roſe, adorned with a 
white lillie. Her dimpled chin, ſhort, round, and well made. Her throate was cleare 
Alablaſter, and her goodly brelt compoſed of pure Tuoric:in which, were fveetly 
ſeated, two rich and pretious monuments of mountaine ſnow, diſdainingto be com- 
parcd with any whitencs whatſocurr, Her hands with azured veines, reſembled the 
pretious ſtones digged our of the quarric of beautic. And to be bricfe, her feete were 
flender and little withall, 

But O how perfeRly faire wert thou in all poynts, heautious and louely Dima? How 
rare and gentle, was thy ſpirit ? How ſtately and full of Maieſtic, thy gate ? And how 
ſweet and pleaſing, thy more then angelicall preſence ? If ſo admirable a Subiet as 
this, was not of ſuſhcient power, to enthrall and captiue me, when farre meaner and 
baſer (by ods) haue made the greateſt and braueſt perſonages in the world to ([toope, 
[ referre it ynto your owne (enſures to imagine. -

(nor aliitle) did Irefpet, thoſe arrowes, ſhafts, and darts, thatwere my death: {6 much 
forturat< dd I 1magine my ſelfe, to bevanquilhed by ſofweet and faire an cnermnic : nei- 
ther could I once remoue mine eyes from her beautious face, no more then the captiue 
taken in warrc,who looketh pittitully on him that hath caken him, vpon whole will de- 


pendeth [iis deare deliuerance. The remembrance ofall my fore-pailed Diſatiers, was 


loſt with my libertic : this cruel] wound, extinguiſhing all ſenic of gricte of my other

Againe, it hath bene (alwaics) worſe puniſhed than murther : for a man may take 
heede of the one, but he is molt miſcrably betraied by the other. The ſword, being 
able todeſtroy, oncly ſuch ſoules as haue life, whereas this Venim, not onely killeth 
liuing creatures, butall other hearbes, trees, and plants, whatſocucr, Farrethen beit 
from vs,to excrciſcſo wicked a ſtudic as this is. 

O ſtranger (replicd the old man) is not he worthic of more praiſe, that yoketh 
ftrong and fierce Lions, then if he had done the ſame to little dogges, and ſmall 
whelpes, that arc of no courage? Is not that Prince more puilſaune, and more to be 
redoubted, that commaundeth ouer a nation, warlike and generous, then he that hath 

him,none bur baſe beggers, and poore white-liuered pealants?Euen ſo,is pot that 
man tobe more commended, who by his cunning and induſtrie, com-raundcth ouer 
diucls, who for their ſinne, hauc loſt nothing of their former puilſaunce, in which they 
were firſt created, (butonely their cternall Beatitude) then he, who for want of know- 
ledge and kill, goucrneth ouer troupes of fearcfull ſheepe onely, and ouer a com- 
panic of rudeand = peaſants. 

That perſon, who by-hisartand cunnirg, ſhall haue made, that which Nature 
hath hidden, (in the deepeſt bowels ofthe carth) framing through his rare skill this 
glorious golde, whichſo much flouriſheth, and 1s in requeit throughout the whole 
world.Is not he,to be praiſed and eſteemed aboue all other? 

Euenſo, can that wight merit leflc, than great commendation, who by his wiſc- 
dome, knoweth how to l1gnorize ouer ſpirits, who terme themſciues, the Kings and 
Lords ofthe world?

Father, Father,(replied Phi/iſtel all theſe reaſons thou alledgeſt, cannot defend this 
thy bad cauſe, for neither ought we to follow Salomon in this, becauſe he made an ill | 
end, hauing forgotten himſclfe (moſt miſerably) in the latter end of his age, and com- 
mitted fo horrible a fault,as the onely remembrance thereof, maketh my haire to ſtand 
vpright for feare) neither is thy cunning herein to be allowed, inaſmuch, as cuery 
Science, that proceedeth notfrom God himſclfc, and is not drawne out of the ſacred 
fountaine of his immortall wiſedome, is not onely worthic to be condemned, but alſo 
mecriteth to be rewarded with fire, That Magicke,ſhould bea Science ordained by God, 
thou cinſt not maintain, ſecing that our Sauiour Chriſt neuer taught it, neither his 
Apoſtles,cuer learnd it,asthey did many other, good, holy, and iuſt Sciences.

| It isa matter worthy of duc conſideration, to tiinke how the Gloric of vertuc, 
Aieth throughout the world curey where, and how the renowmed fame of learning, 
flleth the carcs of all mortall men. F 

Neuer hath there bene any vertuous wight, that hath wanted his condigne praiſe, 

forthe more Vertuc ſhunneth Gloric, the more it maketh it ſclte famous, Gloric fol- 
lowingafterthcheeles of the ſame. 

| Many Sages hauc there bene, inthe old time, whothought (burying their bodics) 
to hauc interrcd their memorie and renowme therewithall, but though they ſought it, 
yet could notthey bring ittopalle. For asthe lightning, palleth into the vellell with- | 
out breaking of it,and ſucketh vp the wine that is therein: Even ſo,fairc Glorie cntereth 


into the Sepulcreand Tombe of the learned, and delirousto be atlibertic, ſpreddeth it 


ſelfe abroad,into cuery coalt and countric, 

| The fire couered clole vnder the cinders, is more hote, then the outward flame: 
and that Captiue, morcioyfull, who is (newly) come forth of priſon, then he, that hath 
(neuecr) bene in durance. 

|  Eucnſo, more bright, and moreliuely, is that famous renowme, which we ſecke 
RE and to keepe ſecret, then that which hath libei tic to raunge abroad cucry 
where. 

| Let neuer any wiſe man, then thinke to be without Glorie, no more then the 
leaudeliuer, can be without ſhame and reproach. Vertue ſoweth her (ceds, in tr.uaile, 
andtrouble, which in the end, growe to be Gloric and Honour, and which notempeRt 
from heaucn can deſtroy,as it doth other common Plants. 

| Thriſchappierthat labourer, thatreapeth the truites of his trauaile in peace, And 
fo, right bleiiclis that prudent man, that cnioycth the fruites of his Vertuc with 

railc. 
F Well haye (yecc) verified my laying to betrue, O (yce worthic perſons) whoarc 
(here) a!lembled in this place together, For yourrare qualitics haue brought you forth 
ſo many famous Glorics, with fo perfet- and excellent a renowme, as it hath come 
vnto our carcs (here) within this yncoth wildernetle : and long time is it (fince) my 
Siſter and I, haue expected your comming, to determine ypon this our argument, 
as concerning the great valurc,orthe pouertic and baſencs of Louc. 

| Thercforeince you (allJare now ſo happily here arriucd, and met; Tudge (I be- 
ſeech you) of our writings, which of vs twaine, ſhall carric away the praiſe of victorie, 
ſending vs, both away from you, throughly contented and pleaſed, with your graue 
and prudent cenſure : whilſt we inthe meane ſpace, will attend (in aJl Cutifull deuotion) 
and with molt willing mindes; to be relolued of cur doubts, by your learned and reue- 
rent judgement, in all equitic and right. 

|  Whereupon, Phill reading ouer againe the foreſaid yerſes, ſct open (firſt) the 
ſchoole voto theſe diſputations, in theſe tearmes following. 

No trauaile, (that is not withoutend,) or without hope, can properly be called a 
paine, for he that laboureth trucly, doth cadure and ſutfer (in hope) to reape ſome 
ſiveete fruits of his labour, which doth recompence him for the tovle he hath taken z 
And (this) he cannot (rightly) call paines, but rather a kinde of bulic and ſtirring excr= 
_. 

All men(cuery one in their vocation)trauaile & take painc,and yer(for all that)they 
thinke not tcolutter paine, in thatthey make nodoubt to recciue the reward of their 
travaile, 

For if the labour of ſuch men as recciue fruite,were paine,then could they not live, 
jn as much,as veric paine indeed, which is, neither comforted, nor appealcd,nor gucr- 
doned with any reward,doth bringa man (vntimely) ynto his cnd, 

We ſee in the bodies of fuch as be difſcaſed, that the very anguiſh of the ſicknes, 
for want of helping the ſamegbringeth them (at laſt) vnto their graue. But now,we can- 
not giue this name of paine, (rightly) vato Loue, becauſe Louers doc liuc (till, neither 
doc they ({odenly)diegfor that they alwaics hope well, 

Is 
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Is it a painc vntoa valiant Capitaine, and an approucd Soldier to (lcepe in the fields vn- 
dera hedge,tolutter hunger and col:l, to cndurethirſt and drineilc,raync and cold wea- 
thcr,viing his bodie to this hardnes,(onely)to purchaſe honor ? I thinke not, hut rather 
(ludge it )to be a [weete and allowable exerciſe ynto him. Eucn lo , Louers cannot 
terme that trauaile , which they cndure(for lJouing)any paineat all , but becauſe (inthe 
endc)they eyther attaine vnto the (cope of what they haue ſo long purſued and ſought 
for : gathering the truits, which to cnioy, hath coſt them fo deerly ; Or ciſe the conti- 
nuance of time , purgeth and waſhethraway the paines from them quite andcleanc. 
Thercforc, Laxe being no paincit cannot be taxed of crucitic: Nay more,I dare auouch, 
chat it is very necetlaric , and not alittle profitable. , | 

Fabius Mixims, was of opinion, that it was conuenient that Carthage ſhould be 
ſuffered cocontinucin her auncicntforce , and not to be raced vnto the ground, that it 
might ſcruc as a continuall excrcife ynto the young Komanes , who for want of wages, 
would ſpoyle themſelues through too much idlenes,which(afterward)fell out tobe 100 
truc; For the Romenes being Lords oucr the whole world (by reaſon they had no more 
enemics to oucrthrow) (poyled and ouercame their owne (clues, doing vengeance one 
vpon another, with their owne proper (words: 1n requitall of all ſuch wrongs and iniu- 
rics , as they had offered vato (trangers , who could never hauc bene able to haue done 
halfc ſo much hurt voto them. | 

And ſo I may lay of Lowe, for what exerciſe were able to keepe downe (o great a The commen- 
number of folliesattcading vpon youth, who for the moſt part arc idle and flothfull, if dation of Love 
Lowe, did not (ct him to ſchoole, and bultc his braynes about matters of great moment 
and weight? He would quarrcil, brawle, and hght, delighting in drunkenneſle, and in 
(urtcicting : He would be arrogarit and proude, a great Gameſter, and a leayd Dicer, or 
elſe hecome altogether ſottiſh and fooliſh. But hauing(once gorten him a Miſtris, he 
mult(1f hee meane to be entertained into her ſeruice) clenſe himſelfe of all theſe badde 
vices ; For ſceldome or neucr', docth Lone meddle with leaude and ill diſpoſed per- 
ſons. 
Well may comelincs rauiſh and winne the heart of a gallant Ladie: but beaſtlines, 
ncuer is able,becaulc it hath no one iote of that divine perteRion , reſembling the Al- 
mightie,which hee doth beſtowe vpon ſuch as pleaferh him, tomake to be loucd, and 
to make them to be admyred for the excellencic of his gifts , whichare encloſed with- 
in them. | | 

Therefore muſt ſuch young men as would be beloued, ſtudic to come to be graue, 
curtcous, eloquent, (tayed, and ſecret. Theſe commendable qualities, muſt they hold 
of Lowe in Capite : thele being the ordinary lefſons hee teacherhynto his ſchollers, in 
his ſchoole. : 

Contrariwiſc , if you but marke theſe vaine young Gulles, that lone notat all, you 
ſhall bnde them viciouſlic giuen, Blaſphemers , Drunkardes , Dicers ; arrogant Ailes, 
and ſwaggcring Bragadechios, | 

The young Boy, thatis without a Tutor, is hee not worſe, (and an hundred times 
morerude) then he,that hath a carctull andſcuere Maſter, who looketh vnto him nar- 
rowlic, and (harpely keepeth himin? For nothing increaſcth vice and leaudenctle fo 
much, as docth wanton libertic, 

The vnbrideled Colterunncth galloping heere and there,committing manie foule 
diſorders, The priuiledge of Euill, raketh away all Vertue, becauſcit ſtiflcth the re- 
compence of good deedes,and hindreth the puniſhment due vnto offences, oral 

The auncient Princes,who would hauc their Children learne how to obey well, be- 
fore they ſhould commaund ,fenr them to (tudic among the Lacedemonians, tothe in- 
tene they might bereſtrained and depriued of thisenchaunting libertiezthrough which 
men draw forth vice;as if it were ata full vetlell, 

LOT E therefore , mult be goucrnour and proteor quer youthfulneſle , which 
he will purge from badde qualitics, (as the Phy ſition doth the {icke man, from corrupt 
humours) repleriſhing him againe , with manic excellent and commendable Verrues. 
Isnot then Lowe very necellarie? The winde carrycth che chafte from the Corne, lea- 
uing oncly that, chatis good, and fanned cleerly, 
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So doth Lone, croppe off vice, cutting it away,as the husbandman docth the ſuperBfiu- 
ous hraunches of his vinc, lcauing the inward minde,neat ,and quite clenſed from all hl- 
thineiſc of vice. Louccan doe morc then all knowledge, yea , then the 17v/es them- 
ſclucscan doc. Forheteacherh learned men (who hauiog a confuſed matle and heape 
of thouſand Sciences in their braines , not knowing 11 what good manner to dcliuer 
their mindes /artull ) as concerning theſe matrers, how tc {er downe their meaning or- 
derly,and to diſcourſe of cuery thing,with good method and iudgement : imitating the 
cunning Gold-[mith, who of a great wedge of Gold,forgerh and framcth a great fort of 
good pceccs of plate, right profitable for men. Or reſembling the Sun,which breaketh 
and dinideth in ſunder the gloomy clouds,which darke the brightnes of heaxe, He is the

luke:warme blood of che Goate,mollifying and ſotfning theſe rocks of Diamonds, tur- 
ningthem torhevle of all ſortsof p-ople. The greatelt Doors are bur Dunces, votill 
-ouc hath refined them, and that they haue felt what his power is, they after that, be- 
ming wittic and Courtly enditers, through the ſweete vaine of Loue, For necelli- 
tie findeth outthe Art, andthe peril ſought forth by the Soldior, vrgcth him ro finde 
the means to ſaue himſelfe, And ſois the Louer compelled ro pleaſe his Miltris, which 
he doeth,cither diſcourſing vnto her histrucand loyal! atteQtion,in ſmoothe and plca- 
ling tearms, or elſe, couchingthem ſweetly,and daintily in writing curiouſly , 2nd with 
2 Courtlike phraſe. And of this perte&tion,1s Loue allo thcauthor,& ſhall he then be 
called a Painc,and not rather the father ofall ſcience and vertue? It is reported that the 
Muſes lighted one day vpon Cid , keeping him within a border of lowers , but what 
could that border bring , but pleafureand contentment vnto them, who had encloſed 
him within the ſame? The Muſesthen honored Louc(as Conquerors arc wont © be v- 
ſed) placing vpon his head, a Crowne of gre-ne flowers , as allo the molt wileſt inthe 
world,hauc offeredicrifices veto him, and to his celcitiall Godhead , hc being the grea- 
teſt power amongſt the Gads thatare in Heanen, Therefore,as [ will not diſpute againſt 
him, ſo dare | not maintaine the cauſc of anicthat ſhould not pleade in his behalfe, 
erewithall the noble Knight held his peace, daunting very much the other Nymph 
that had written againit 1,0 YE, with theſe his lively and excellentreaſons, which(ſhe 
thought ) were of tuch effcacic and force, that they could hardly be refclled by anico- - 
ther. Bur the olde man, who found himſclte to be ouercomein the argument hee had 
with Philitell, as concerniag Inchauntmentand Sorcerie , willing to recouer his loſt 
honor.and to winne theſpurres againe, inthis ſecond difputation,replied againlt Lowe, 
inthis wiſe. 
I cannot denie,hut mult needs confeſſe,that neither the ordinary tranailes that men 
vſe.nor the daylic labours which they vſually take , ought to be called Paine , for they 
are not/alwayes,) of one force andnature , they palling away, quiet & relt comming in 
| theirplace, as the Bowe, that cannot alwales remaine (tiffe and bent,wheras Lowe onely 
Agerimple. (and that moſt juſtly )deſerueth well this name of Paine. The Laborer being payed for —— 
his worke.is contented,and raketh his reſt, the Husbandman, reaping his corne,taketh 
= his caſe, and liueth merilic afreF: butin Love, what quictnes can be found? The poore 
- drudge being wearie,re ſeth himſelfe inthe night, ſodoth thetyred Traucller, and c- 
uery bealt wharſocucr; but the Louer,what reſt receiveth he,cither in the night or day? 
Asthe day is tedious vnto him, fo is the night irkſome and ſadde,arethey then freed of 
paine? The hungric delire neuertaketh quict eaſe, butis in continvall paine: the gree- 
dic couctous wretch, crauing {i1] golde,can never ſo much as lumber one winke : but 
the tormented Loners , leadeth a wotlſe life (farre) then both theſe twaine , becauſe that 
00d which hefo much wiſherh for/and yet cannot obtaine it ) teemeth more pretious 
vnto him;thenall the Treaſures in the world. 
| This dotrine,to KNOW: HIMSELFE , doeth himno gocd at all ,for it 
cannot bridle his paſſions, keepin his hedſtrong will, nor curb or con ftraine his ardent 
aff fions:and heethat cannot ſo doe,canneuer be quiet in his minde, Now the Louer 
pucteth almaycs,and couctouſnes is the child of paine: Ts notthen 707. the author of 
_ ?andis itany thing elſe then meere griefe? Nay, although the Louer obtaineth 
that which he defireth, yetfor all that, his torments ceaſe not. becauſe he wiſheth ſtillro 
cotinuc the ſame:&(for that theſore doybt he hath to loſe that,which he hath obtained 
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with ſo much traucl]) increafeth the paine((till) in him. The more golde the couctous 
myzcr polleticth,the more continually he wiſheth,by reaſon the contentmet of man is A Sentzati, 
withour anylimirt:tor beitig glutted with one kind of meat,he is greedy and hungry after 
an other. Dtogines gaue our,that he was contented in his pouertic, bur yet he was nor, 
for ;c did hunt after vaine-glory. What ſhall wee then ſay of Louers? whonot onely 
delire to <nioy their Loucs, buc alſo a continuation {till to gather them. And when, 
thatlength of much time; j1a8h quenched this fire of loue , yeris there (till remaining 
ſome hote cinders, which preſently 15ſer on fre wich the wind of delire,asa flame(when 
itis out) is reuiued againe,with the breath of the Ayre: theſclfe-ſame Lowe, becing of 
this propertic, that after it hath a long ſpace croubled and tormented,oucrthrowne,and 
ruinated a man, with continuall paine and anguilh of minde, in the ende it taketh away 
his lite, whether he will orno. Achives knoweth this to betruc, who dicd for loving 
Polixena,veing (laine molt miſcrablic amongſt bis eremics. So duth Priams,the fooliſh Aa Example. 
lone of inceltuous Pars, being the caulc lic loſt his life, And fo doeth ſage Agamennon, 
wholc ditloyall wife cut his owne throate,becaulc the might(the more lafer )follow her 
difordinatc appetite. O what a pernittous thing 18 this Lowe! & how often hath iebroke 
theplighted oath berweene man & wife, making then: amorous of ſtrangers,and cauſing 
them co difJainetheir nuptiail ped, with baſe and Litiic whoredome ? The good Em- 
ow Moro Anrilin remembred tins but 160 too well, whoiaw (o often his wife, o- 
uer fainilar «ith (o many: and poor S$4p/on througit Jouc, was deprived of his ſtrength; 
and m2c a {}iuc voto others : that Semp/on | la y Wv 11G Was WONttO CONqUET others,and 
to make them become tributaries vnto pim, 
Agaitic, what faich and truth is there ro be repoledl in Louers, fo cunning are they; 
andfo rcalic to break their prooics,and ty lweare fallly ? that 7upreer icfteth and ſcof- 
feth at their proteſtations, as one that thunket!1, tiiey neither can nor ought to keepe 
them any longer chen they l1{t, For if men(now a daics)be ſo baſcly giue,that they will 
ſtraic yeelde vato Love, and thatthe delire tocnioy a little paltric beautic, or a little co- 
loured complexion , compoſt of white and red, can make themto forget all dutic, all 
promiſc,and their owne good nature it ſcltc ; What chen ſhould hinder them, but that 
they may louc in another place,to endanger their Faith there,& to ſweatr,and forſweare 
themaſelues againe? For hce that once committeth one ſinne, will eaſily fall into divers 
other more orievous : & hethat is knowne to be faultic in one thing, isrepurted to haue A Sentence, 
offended in all the reſt, Belides, ſo farre is Lowe off, from ſtanding the learned in anic 
ſtead, that it hindereth and overthroweth cheir leqrning: for it is impoſlible for a lear- 
ned man,hoth to lone,and foliow his ſtudic excr here the minde cannot in one 
andthe [-Ife-fame timcincend to huntafter dingrs matters: and for that,the care which 
Louecngendreth, hindercth a wiſe man, in prefating himlcifeat his booke, and docth * 
withdraw him from the pervſingand reading obghe fame, | 
Apainc, if there be neuerſo meane and lictle aſcicnce inthe world , butis ſufficient | 
ew imploy a mans whole life time, and all tis wittesthercin, and yet for all chat, ithath, 
neuer bene found, thatany could cuer ſound the deapth of the fame: How(then) is it 
(ſi-le,that a wife man ſhould be able to follow both Loue and Learning,&(to)prooue 
excellentinhoth 2 Nay then, I will ſee farther, and dare auouch,thatthe malice of the 
Serpent,not onely ſpoyleth and corrupteth the (tudic of the wiſe, but allo his condition 
and rcligion, And thatthis is true, great D414,and nis fonne Salomon,can witnelleaand + 
the lewes themſelucs,whom the loneof tae Afoabire women, which the trayterous King 
Balaac (erit vnto them, moued from the ſeruice of the true God, making them become' 
moſt wicked and abhominableIdolarers. What greater miſchicfe can happen vnto a 
man,then to denic his God, his faith, his belicfc,and hisrcligion: yea, and therewithall; 
to looſe all his wiſdome, and authoritie? IF Lowe (then) be the cauſe of ſo manie miſ- 
fortuncs vnto men, and bringeth them with him vnto them; is not he then, the damna- 
ble author of our ruine , our perpetuall paine , and vtter overthrow ? heeis farte worfe 
then all the poyſonons ſerpents of the carth, yea,then the Diuels of of hell themſclues,

-mach as his paſlion,for ſcare.lca{t he ſhould hauc offended the honor, reſpeR, and the 
obciſance of a Father, through the dutic of a louing Sonne. There is no doubt, but that 
man isto be commended highly,who rather conſcnteth vnto his own death, ruine,and 
miſcric, then to commit a molt notorious and vnnaturall fat. Zoxe forceth the Louer, 
to chule(rather)to dic,thento perpetrate any hainous fault. Is Zowethen the ſubicRtok 
blame? | Lowe relemoleth wine, which taken moderately, and with meaſure, nouriſheth 
the bodie,but being vicd too excelliuely, it burneth and inflameth the ſarne. Euen ſo 
Lone, being well and wiicly applycd, may bring much profit & gloric, as itdid vnto the 
Romans & $abines,who being ready to cncounter,and to kill one another, they agreed (0 
louingly,as(cuer aftcr)they were but as one bodic,or a Citic within themſclues, Indeed 
ifit be ill imployed, then I muſt needesfay, it may doc much hurt: but it isthe Loucr 
himſelfe that is in taulethercof, and not Lowe, The grape of the vineyard, ofit ſelfcis 
gout,and was giucn for a nouriſhment vnto man , yct neuerthelelſe , man ſometimes 
dycth, with taking ouermuchthereot : but is this the fault of the grape,or of him that 
abuſcdtheſame?

parcell ofa man,and doing him all the ſeruice ſhe could, as if ſhee had bene the meane(t 


of his ordinary followers. Manic things arethere (beltowed vpon vs) by the Heawens,

arc bcholding vato Lowe. Many times when men fall a diſcourling;and from words to 
quarrel, ſo farre is Love off, from being the anthor thereof, ac quite contrarie, ( were it 
not for his prelence) contentious Diſcord would animate one againſt another, eucric 
oneto murther his companion & acquaintance : for where Lowe is,there neuer is ſeene 
any diſapreementat all. And therefor is Lowe the father of concord and peace,and not

No-more Shepheard (anſwered the Virgin) importune me no more: Hee that is 
wilc,ought not (alone) to be withqur ſpot or blame , but muſt as well be free andcleare 
from all ſuſpition of the ſame 5 Taking away the occalions of vice, to theende he may 
notlinneat all; For he that is graue and conliderate,can finde no excuſe when he hath

But O you blinde and frantike Louers,who alwayes make your Miſtreiles the mo- 
tucs of all your misfortunes, As if a faire Chriſtall Riucr, and ſucha one; as is profita- 
ble vnto the whole Commbn-wealth, ſhould be condemned , for drowning ſuch as calt 
themſelucs headlong into the ſame, and not their owne fooliſh and deſperatefault. 

But (faic{tthou) I cannot hinder thee to loue mee, ( a Gods name) let it be ſo , but

Achilles, w 
for Bri([-ſe.left the deſence of his owne Souldiours and countrimeng& for the affetion, Ancxample, 
he barc to Polixene, loſt his life. Aars and Cupid (as the Father and Sonne) walke molt 
(commonly together, and fewe generous Catiailiers haue there bene, that hauenot 
vouchſated to loue, Amongltt the number of which, this youthtull knight was one, who 
was forced to ſubmit himfelfe vnto the good liking, and to ſecke the fauour ofa faire! 
Gcntlewoman (as then attending vpon Afariathe Queene) and one ofher Maidens, of: 
Honour)being the daughter of Samperizs,an auacient Baron, and deſendedfroma moſt 
honourable houſe. 
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Neither was he muchtobediſcommended in ſuffering himſelfe to be oucrcome by 
this young Damozcll, he hauing made his choyce fo well, that for vertue and wit, for 
ſtature of body, for good colour and complexion, and for pertc& propertics in all

Whereupon he thonght itnot amitle to write vnto her his minde by Letter, which 
being done,heknew not howto conuey it vnto her: Much did he ſtudic about the ſame, 
one while, deuiling this way, and another while that way, but in the end none plicaſed 
him at all,hc being as farre off ro find out any meanes,as when he (firlt) began to thinke 
thercof. Not ynlike the couetous wretch,who doth nothing elſe night and day,but ſtu- 
dic how to encreale hisrich ſubſtance and wealth, beating his braincs, oncly how to get 
gold and yctis neuercontented nor ſatisfied. 

But behold how Fortune was Horatio: friend in his bulines. Samperins,the Father of 
this 3entlewoman,;was (by chaunce) as then,inthe Indies,two great Caracts,bcing (cnt 
by himfrom thence, vnto the King, the verie ſame day, that Horatio departed from 
Licbon to paile into Africa. Now our young Louer, whom Loue rouſed vp,as the Hiitſ- 
man doth his gamec,counſelled him,to get ſome of theſe, who were (newly)come to the 
Court, to deliuerthis Letter, as if it had come from her Father, which as he wiſhed, wan 
quickly broughtto pale.

Your Emgma, (faire Shepherdeſle)ſignificththe fire, which being for 
the vſc of man,towarme him, conſumeth & deuourcth the wood, it being his mother, 
and nouriſker. It is counted the Father of all living Creatures, who without heat, cannot 
live. Although he is of great force, yctdothavery ſmall thing vanquiſh him, which is 
water. Neuecrtheleſſe,when he ſhewethto be dead, a little blaſt of winde maketh him to 
burne more furious then before. He doth good to ſuch as count and call him vn 
full, in warming them with his heatc,and deuourcth his mother, which is the he 
tearmeth himſclfe to be moſt miſerable and wretched.

If Traucllers reioyce,when being nigh vnto their natiue ſoyle,they (ee their 
chimneys [moakc,and ſmell the wholeſome ayre of their owne plealant Countrey 3 how 
much more then,ſhould Louers triumphand ioy, when ( after manic yeares of abſence) 
they are comming home towards their Ladies, to hauc a {ight of them againe, they be- 
ing the chicfcſt foodewhereon their hearts doc feede?

lecue his own cics,tothinke he ſaw {o (trange an cucnt,as a Tree to diſtill both blood and 
tcares, Butthis wasnothing,to that he was frighted,when he heard the Tree to ſpeake in 
this manner vnto him. Stay (courtcous Shepheard)and hold thy hands, I beſeech thee, 
contenting thy felfe with my moſt milcrable Fortune,without increafing my milchicfe

able toturac mens bodies into inſentible Trees, this being the cauſe, that all ſuch (as ; 
practiſe this kind of Art) are highly honourcd and pats eltcemed, and cfpecially 
among{t fuchas arc intidels,and put ſmall confidence and truſt inthe true God. | 

So that, iftheſe wicked Miniſters of damned divels, make themſclues to be admi» 
red of ajl men, then how much more ought thetruc Paſtors & Scruitors of the almighs- 
tic,he reſpedted and regarded ? For according vnto the bountic, goodnes,and greatnes 
ofthe Mailter, isthe [eruant honoured ; and according vntothe baſcnes and vilenes of 
himchut hc followerh, is he reſpeRed: which if it be ſo, then of how much cſteeme and 
account ought the good and fairhfull Paſtors of God to be, who walke in his waics, and

And certajnely their puilſanceand might is great and large,forthey notalonecom- 
mandouer maligiant ſpirits, but arc(afterſome lort)more then the Angels themſclues, 
They haucau:horitic oucr Infernall Ghoſts, whom they chaſe away, and make them 
tremblear their diuinc words, in ſuch ſort, as they can doe nothing, wherethey bein 
placc. A witnelle is Simon Afagus,whointheablcnce of S. Peter, —__ e myTra- 
cles by reaſon of his Art, but in his preſence, andat his praicr, wasſcenetofalldowne 
from the airc, and to breake his owne pecke, ashc tooke ypon him to flic with wings 
before a number of people, For our Saviour Chriſt, having vanquiſhed theenemic of 
mankinde,hathof his owne goodnes,left (as an inheritance) the ſame power vnto man 
himſclfe, through which hc is able to breake Sathans necke, bringing him vnder ſub- 
ic&tion, arfd vanquiſhed, whobefore did vanquilh, ſo as now, by this mcanes men com- 
wand ouecr diuels,who before did dominier over them, 

And thatthisis truc,you may knew by many religious Diuincs ofthe word of God, 
who arc of torce luticient, rodriue away wicked fpirits by their ſpeeches, and inthe 
nainc of the holy onc of 7-241. Now, he that drawcth and chaſcth away is fatre more 
{tronger aad of gr-atcr might, then he that is chaſed,asthe enemie;thatis vanquiſhe for 
want of courage turnech his backe, and by flying away confelleth his want of valour, 
yeelding him(clfe as priſoner vnto his foe. Then if it, be ſo,and that men can make the 
blacke angels of Lucitcr togiue place,and retirc,they are farre more [trange and migh- 
tic then the other be, | 

Belides, hath not man aduantage abcue the Angels themſclues ? in that herecet- 
ucth the (acre and holie communion of our Sauiour, which he hath giuen vnto vs, as 
a teſtimonie of hisdiuincloue, and fora perfe®t pledge, and allurance of his grace to- 
wards Vs. 

Againe,haue notſome men that vertue,that they can heale diſcaſes and ſickneſles, 
(without the helpe of medicines,or pretious potions (onely withrheir words) yea, and 
hauc there not bene otherſome, that haue had the gift to haue raiſed dead bodies vnto- | 
life againe, and yet neuertheleiſe, notwithltanding that all theſe wonderfull powers 
are found to bein many of the Miniſters cf God:how many wicked perſonsare to 
be foundat this Jay in the world, who more cſteeme of thele vile Magitians (atten- 
Cants vpon the diuell } then of theſe holic and ſacred Preachers, worſhipping that molt 
wicked & infamous creature, to lcaue thethrice bletſed and heauenly Creator himſelte? 
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by reaſon of which, they muſt needs lcauc,demie,and hate the Church,of which menare 
appoynted Miniſters, and hating her (withoutacknowledging her to be their mother) 

ey neucr can obtaincto haue God fortheir Father. For it the good and faithful] huz- 
band, cannot abide to loue, neithercan (willingly) ſufter any ſuch to liue, as be mortall 
encmics vnto hiskind and lawfull wife, becauſe they ſeeke the meanes to oppretle her, 
and to worke her ouerthrow; 

No more (then) will God permit and beare with any ſuch, who goe about to ha- 
uocke and ſpoy!z the Church,which is thelacred andtegitimate Spoule. For what vices 
ſocuet be found in the Paſtors of the ſame, yetis the (tiff holic,and propitions vnto our 
welfarcalwaics, cuen as (althovgha Iudge chanceto be wicked and bad, Iultice itſclfe 
neuerthelclſe, isright and iuſt, the Miniſters not beipg able to defarne, nor diſgrace the 
vertuc of that Mtaiſtric which they exerciſe. | | 

Andthereforeitis but a fooliſh argument, for one to withdraw himſclfe fromthe 
Church,and to giue oucr to come to Gods Temple, to make Interceſſions and Prayers 
vnto him,for deſpite that the Miniſters liue il], and are occaſions of many ſcandalls and 
much reproch vntothe dinine word: not alittle degenerating from their former aunci- 
ent predecetlors, God having (alone) referued vnto himſdfe the ſeparation, and the 
diviſion ofthe good and bad, which he will divide, at the time of his latter iudgement: 
and therefore, as his garment was not dinidednor parted at all, but kept and conſerued 
whole, ſo the Church {being a figure of the fame) cannot be parted, and ſuch as tho- 
rough their fond crrour withdraw themſclues fromrhence, reſemble the Raucn,which 
lighegd vpon the carrion, without returning againcintothe Arke, asthe faithfull Done 
did,all which ſhall periſh in the end, becauſethere is no hope of ſaluation, but from the 
Church,I mcanc our Sauiour leſus Chrift:and therefore is ſhe compared vnto the Arke 
of Neah, that faued mankind from Jrowning, during that great and terrible deluge of 
waters. And althongh that remedy ocpinkesy 4200p were found all kind of liuing crea- 
cures, to doc their flthines therein (for the tire) that they remained therein encloſed, 
yet forall that, Noah neuer came forth, bat endured allthoſe vnwholkſome and loath- 
ſome ſauours, for otherwile if he had not kept him lo immured,he had bene drowned. 

Thus we ſce the Arke tharſauerh men, isthe Church, from forth of which,no per- 
ſon can come, vnlefſe he meaneto be Urowned;and loft in hell fre; in as much as with- 
in theſamethe health of man is encludedandincloſed. Curfed then be he that Ioueth 
not the Church, or ſhall thinke, that ſhe is ſtained, polluted, or in aty thing at all, If: 
ned ofher dignitic, through the faultsofher Paſtors, whoare (be they neuer ſolcaude ) 
to be accounted of, becauſe of their profeſſion ; efpecially as long as they ſhall deliver 
the verie truth it ſclfe vnto vs, forced therenato, by the holy orders into which they are 
induacd: as bad Carhas, had rhe gittof Prophefie (although he will be wicked and ill 
giuen) by vertuec of the pontificall dignitic, through which he had rhat ſpeciall grace 
beſtowed vpon him from aboue. And therefore, we may compare our mother Church, 
vntoa goodly auncient pallace,whichthorough continuance of rime,and by reafon of 
many hard ftormes and bitter tempeſts /that it hath endured )is much decaicd in cuery 
part,the Galleries,chambers, & other chicte Roomes, being ruinated and fallen flatvn- 
tothe ground, but yet the foundation thereof, tandeth ſtrong and ſound, and is not 
rotten nor periſhed atall. Now the walkes, the lodgings, the hangings andthe chiefe 
beautic of our Church, were the good workes; the charitable deeds, and the wonderfull 
miracles done by the Apoſtles th-reofgin the 51d world: moſt of which,the corruption 
of this age,and the vitious liuing gf theſe degenerate ſuccetlors,harh ſpoyled, defaced, 
andtrod vnder their feete : and yer notwirhitanding all this, the foundation vpon 
which ſhe is ſctled and'placed, remaineth fill vnſhaken, and vndecaied, being ſtrongly 
built ypon the word of God, who is the chicfe huilderand pillar of the fame. Now f 
the Miniſters of Gods word, have brine h:tetofore much reuer&:cd,we may finde by the 
auncient Heathen people, who made more account dfthem, then many doe (at this 
daic) who intclleth themſclues with that faire name of Chriftians. Abraham loden with 
f{poyles, and returning home victorious over Kings (who had taken his brother priſ©- 
ner) offered the tenth part of all his rich booties, vnto the high Prieſt AZ7cl-hiſedeche, 
Alexand:r, being an Infidel, after the taking ot 7 re, marching towards 7eruſc/ems, as a

Pardon me (graue fir) (anſwe- 
red the knight) there is no man living that leſſe alloweth of cuilf then I doe, which 1 
hate, loath and deſpiſe : but I cagnot chuſe but I muſt needs loue pittic and mercic, for 
as weare all men, ſoarc we bound, one to helpe another, the bruite beaſtes themſclues 
doing the like through the veric inſtin& of Nature. Compaſſion ought to be prefer- 


red beforeall other reſpes, becauſe a fault thatis done, may be amended and became - 


a vertuc, buta man oncedead for want of pittic, neuer riſcth againe, and his lofle isvn- 
recouerablc,and can neuer be repaired againe, 

Mcrcie hath alwaics gotten the vpper hand of rigour and fiercenes, and the pirtifull 
man doth deferue more then the iuſt, whereof C-far ſhall ſerue me for a witnetle, who. 
aftirmed,thatthe fruites of his viorics,was the pardon,he (daily vnto thouſands 
of his enemies, ailoone as they ſought his fauour. What nouriſheth the ſocictic and 
companic of men ? What maintaineth their liues, and what increafcth their healthand 

ictnes,butmilde pitti ? If there were none but Hungric wolfes,or greedic Lyons,how 
then) ſhould the world endure? and how could men be ſureto enioy their lives infafe- 
tic? Ah if our molt louing God (ſhould be found {as thou an without mercie, what 
hope ſhould we haue to enioy cternall glorie ? but rather looke (caeric houre) when we 
ſhould be ſwallowed vp into the bottomletle gulfe of hell.

The exceeding great curtelics that Alexander vicd vnto the Perſian Kings daugh- 
ters and wife, was the cauſethat Darin prayed the Gods, that if he needs muſt bedri- 
nen out of the throne of Cy-4s, he might haueno other ſucce(ſour to follow him, then 
the ſame Alrxander his chicke enemic. Great account doe we make,and much doe we 
efteeme of great and noble perſonages, that haue lived long before our daies,yet notſo 
much for the many victories they obtained, as for the kind gentlenes, and-mildecur- 
telies they vied vnto their foes, when they had overcome their 'owne pallions. Forto 
conqu-r an enemic is the benefit of Fortune, whereas that which we win and cartic away 
from our owne ſelues,cannot be attributed vnto any thing but vatoour ſelues, and that 
is the vicoric which conliſteth in pardoning of our enemies. Thenfollow this direct 
_ courſe, and thy memorie ſhall Aouriſh for cuer. wy, 

O how ignorant docſt thou ſhew thy ſelfe tobe (replied the old man) by this thy 
diſcourſe.

Hauing made thelc verles, 1 plaide as the countric Farmeth doth, who hauing 
gathered (ome daintic, or new kind of truite, keepeth the fame verie charily, to make a 
prelentthereot,vnto his Land-lord,vpon the firft occalion he ſhall haueroſee him: and 
lo | relolacd to keepe thele my verſes, and to preſent them vnto my Diana, alloone as 
the ſhould returne trom the ceremonies of her Goddelle, and long was it (as me 
thought)that (he {faicd. For to one that expeCReth & looketh for any thnig,cuery houre 
lcemeth a yeare attheleaft. Willingly could I have murmured againſt the Goddelſe 
Dina, if I Jurſt,and more willingly haue curtold of,and fhorcned her Sacrifices,ifI had 
bene (as | was not) the great Prie(t ofthe Gods, 

But in che end,the beſt ching that I could findeto helpe me,was patience perforce, 
whilclt Iatrcnded with good denotion, the will of the heauens, which at the laſt brin- 
geth cuery thing to his pertetion. Yet when theſe Sacrifices were at an end, they were 
no morc tortunate yato me,then was their beginning. For my Dianabeing eleed and 
choſen Quceac of thele Myiteries,by the other Nymphs was condutted (not farre from 
, thence)by the whole troupe of them to be enſtalled,& torecceiue the Robes of her Roy- * 
rall Soucraigntic, much did it plcaſe me, that my Ladic was fo highly honoured, but as 
much (agatac) did it diſpleaſe me, that I ſhould loſe her preſence longer, for the ſame; 
wich was the cauſe, it drowned and choaked all the contentment and pleaſure, which 
I conceiues of her preheminence, and to know her, to be preferred before all the reſt 
of the Goddetle traine. For the good (eruant is not a little glad and proud, in that he 
{cructh a brauc and vertuous Maifter, who furpatleth all others in vertuc, and in 
chiualric, C 
Andſothe Loucr is fullie contented, and not a little doth glorie, when he isthe 
ſcruant offuch a Ladie, as not Loue (alone) maketh herſceme beautifull in his owne 
lizht,but when ſhe is ſo reputed and accounted of by the yoice of all men. 

Nothing delighteth our mindes more, then when we fee cucry mans conceit to 
iumpe with our owne,in the thing that we loue moſt of all. 

Now tiie honour that was attributed vnto my Miſtr's was great, for ſhe was brought 
from the templc,arraycd with a fine and daintic robe,of white lawne;vnider which was a 
garment of cloth of golde, rich,& of great valew, her head was adorned,& cmbolliſhed 
witha Royall golden Crowne, andthe loucly traces of her flaxen haire, wereticd with 
ſmall an delicate colours of the pureſt hilke, ſet out with many prettic knots, and won- 
derfull rare deuiles, {4 

Her countenance was ſuch,and ſo Maieſticall,as if ſhe had bene the Goddeſle Diana 
indeed ; for apparel ſetteth out the bodie veric much, being one of the goodlieſt and 
chicfelt ornaments to encreale beaurie : cfpecially if there be good ſtore of change of 
theſacred and colltly, with ill, and chat it be fit and well made for the perfon that thall 
WCarc it, 

Her Chariot was of Tuorie, wherein ſheſat inthronized, drawne with foure huge Li- 
ons, which thaked thcir yellow rough skinnes, to make ſuch ſtubborne harts to feare 
a'\d + ad that were loth to bow, arid doe reucrence vnto their beautious and Prince- 

Iy Princeſle. | 
Before her, and by her ide,the other Nymphs marched orderlſy,and in a row,euery 
one of them, carrying a braunch of Oliuc, wreathed and intermixed with a bowe of 
greene Laurell, anda writing vpon the ſame, which bare cueric ones owne Luarrinin 
praiſc ofthis royall Nymph, whercof ſome of them were theſe hezevnder inſerted,

The affe ion that is betweene two friends, is ſo ſacred and religious of it ſclfe,that 
there is no (enſe,why any ſhouldtakeexceptionsagain(t it,as longas it ſheweth no con- 
ecaric effes,but ſuch as be worthy of all commendation and praiſe. 

If thouthinkeſt,that to recouer thy health; or to yt ſome comfort for thee, 
it lycth in my power, and that [ haue that which may doc thee good;then haſt thou the 
more reaſon codemaund it freely : Forrightly may hee be counted but a counterfeit 
friend, that will not employ the vttermoſt of his power, to helpe his friend, and the ra- 
ther, for that true bends indeed, reioyce, andarenot alittle proude , when there is any 
> giuen them to engagethemlclucs, or whatthey haue , for to: profite oncano»

For as a |carncd Scholler deſireth nothing more, then that his learning may be

Butthe moor how to diſcouer it vnto her, he knoweth not : 
fnde occalion to breake his minde vnto her, ; not : much lelſe, howto 
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© how hard a matter is it to doe ill, and when wee hauc done it, te conceale the 
ſame? whereas the behauiour and carriage of the well-mcaning man: is fate and (ure, not 
viiike a commen beaten way, that is calic to be found. 

| Butnow Leander Jooketh foran anfwere of Antonio, who could not chuſe, butthat 
he mult nceds anſwere him, and anfiver him he did : but (God knowctih) in ſuch man- 
ws and with (uch {imple and bare excuſes, as Leandey perceiucd roo plainely, thartthe 


young Louecr mcant not to acquaint him with that which troubled hun lo much : which 


was the realon that for that time, hee gaue ouer to importune him any imorcgand the ra» 
ther, tor that his conſcience told him, hee had done what he could, ro the vttermolt of 
his power,as much asdid belong vnro him. 

| For, when one hath offered vato his deare and beloucd friend, (as much as in him 
lycth , to hinder:, or crotle and keepe backe ſome inconuenience that 18 like to happen 
vato him) although he cannot bring what he would to palle : yer is it farre letle griefe 


 vatohim, then if the pretended miſchiete had come,any he had otfered no kindnetle at

therefore they thinke that every one elle is (o likewiſe z and that, becauſe they loue, 
theretore,none ſhould be exempted from louing:elpecially this is one of their conceits, 
as concerning ſuch women as they affe,that becauſe they are men worthie to beliked, 
therefore (forfooth) theſe women mult loue them, if they but giue them neuer lo little 
entertainment, | 

And lothis vaine Artonio perſwaded himſelfe verily, that his friends wife, affe&ted 
him, becaule the vouchſated (tn priuate) to walke abroad with him. He that hath bene 
long licke, is{o deſirous of his health, that the leaſt eaſe or amendmentthat he findeth, 
maketh him belecue he is wel' recoucred and whole, And fo fareth it with theſe Loucrs, 
who if they recciue the leaft fauour that may be, at their Ladies hands, they (ſtrait- 
waics) thinke,they are their owne, 

Now was 419999 where he would be, for he might (at {ciſure) behold the beauri- 
ous cics, the louely face, andthe faire breaſts of his ſweet Miſtris, but the more the 
fond man gazed vpon them, the more he was burnt with a ſecret inward fre, theſe 
rarc beautics of hers,drawing him into the bottomletle gulte of his vtter oucrthrow z as 
the whirle Pooles in the Seas, by many windings and turning, (till by little and little 
the (hips within their circled armes, and ſo devour and ſwallow ther vp : meane ſpace, 
wretched Antorro,one while, by his lookes,another while by his ſighes, one while chan- 
ging countenance,and another while,looking red as hre,diſcouered vnto his Miſtris (fo 
lively) the ſecret griete that tormented him within his ſoule, as ſhe needed 'to 
haue knowne no more, had ſhe bene trained vp fo well as hee, in the ſchoole of 
Loue. 

But,as the right,true,and honourable Captaine,ſuſpeReth not any treaſon, becauſe 
he knoweth not what it meancth, and for that he neuerdid couct to learne the ſame, ſo 
this rare Getlewoman, hauing neuerlearnd, how to entertaine or like anyone, except 
her husband, could not conceiue the amorous faſhinns of Atenis, nor what he weant 
making loue vnto her,which was the reaſon,his ſorrowes flaked tor; but 
ſed more and more. His fearefull glaunces which he ſtole vpon her, and his ſcalding 
ſighes (faithfull mefſengers of his minde) forgetnotto ſet one the forrow that he endu- 
red. One while he looked pale for feare, another while he bluſhe4red fot ſhame often- 
times, beginning to ſpeake, and ſo made an end befor@he had begun. His heart is wil 
ling that his tongue ſhould diſcoucr his {icknes ynto his Phyfition, but his torgue(who 
doubteth he ſhall make the matter worſe by ſpeaking) hath not the courage toſpeake 
one word. H:s head is 1ntoxicated,and troubled,whilſt thouſands of imaginationsrun in 
his brajne. ay T6: 1 

Now he isrefolute to bewray his griefe vnto her, and now againe he is of #quite 
contraric opinion, not to doc it, whilſt he both hopeth and fearcth, and all at one in- 
ſtant. But, © wretched carkatle the while, to entertaine ſo many,and ſo divers enemics, 
within it.Feare oppoſeth himſelfe againſt Louc,who faine would ſpeakezand yet reſpeR 
doth ſtop and hinder his defire.Faine would he haue ſome ſtranger todeliver his minde 
vnto his Ladic in his behalfe,by which meanes (ſhould he have rhe deniall which he al- 
readie apprehended in his thought) yet being delinered vntou him, ataſecond hand,he 
thonght it would not be altogether (o terrible vnto him. 

But he too well knoweth that there is not any thatcan doe it, orthat knoweth his 
ſecret meaning but himſclfe, and therefore as the ſaying is, he muſt make a Page of his 
owne age, orelſe he muſt continueas he did, without bewraying his minde at all, One 
while he held downe his face for ſhame, fixing his cies vpon the ground, 'andan other 
while Loue lifted them vp againe, forcing him ro ſtare,and gaze vpon thefaire counte= 
nance of his Miſtris, he had all the geſtures and ſignes of a molt miſcrable Louer attain- 
ted of Love, ſpeech onely accepted, and he that is a hrme and zealous Louer indeed, 
never walketh without reſpect and feare:; 

The Centlewoman perceiueth ſuch alteration in his face, and that he often began 


to ſpeake,was very importunate with him to know what he ment,and what he ailed. But

Now whilſt ſhe ſtood thus bethinking her (clfe 
of the matter, Anromo (traitway, imagined it was for his good, that ſhe delaicd ſo long 
to aunſwere him; but he found the contraric too ſoone, for (in the meane time) ſhe 
remembred her owne honour and chaſtitic, and the grear friendſhip her husband had 
ſhewed (rhoggh vadeſcrucedly) vnto this traitcrous friend of his, which fo incenſther 
with juſt rage and choller, as ſhe began to take vp my Gentleman in this ſort. How 
now fir, what isthis you ſay, dreame you, or arc you well inyourrightwits ? What 
lione or lixcyſhood of vice or diſhoneltic haue you ſcene in me, that you ſhould thus 
proudly (ollicite and importune me,to diſhonour my ſelfe and my kinde busband,who 
loneth you farre dearer then his owne ſelfe ? was there cuerany fo bold Ren 
enterpriſe ſo difficult and hard as this is, which thou goeſt abour, without he had 
atſured before by ſome gefle or other that he might bring the ſame to palle ? Ithinke 
none but thy (clfe. | 

- Buttell me [ pray you ( Antonio) what notice or teſtimonic of lightties havel gi- 
uen vnto theworld (at any time) that you ſhould date thus immodeſtly to accoſtme? 
Goe to your Minions and Curtizans abroad, arid court them and not me, there make a 
| ſpokevnto ſuch like huſwiues,who haue no reſpeReither of good name or fame. You 

are no Chapman for,my Matchandiſe, no gold can buy mine honour, Iholdit at ſo 
high a rate, neither can any louec or affeion purchaſe the faith which 1 haue paund and 
 promifde vnto my husband. Iamno Laies, norany Thais, that thouſhouldſt ſeeke to 
vrge me thns; thy 'perſirafions being ſo perillous vnto- me, Beſides, 1 am leaſt bound 
vnto thee, than vnto any other (in that) thov, as my mortall enemic licſt in waite to 
ſpoyle - nd rainate that which isten thouſand times more pretions vnto me than mine 
owne lite. | 

Thinke, that neuer the Romane Lwcrece redeemed tmore couragiouſly the lafle of 

credit,with the price of her blood, then 1 deſire after theſame rate to preſerue mine,and 
' thatI had alwaics chuſe ratherro die, a chaſte and faithfull wife, then liue like a molt 
diſhoneſt and difloyall harlot. I rather couect the troubles and crotles of Penelape, with 
her ainletſe vertue, then the merrielife of Clitemne#?ya, with all her foule and beaftly 
plealtres. And the dearh of a ſober Polixena, ſhall be (till more agreeable vnto ine, than 
the voluptuous liuing of a wanton Semiramrs, being glutted with all ſorts of vaine deli- 
ces and daintics whatſocucr. Talke no more (then) vnto me of this matter,for thou do- 
eſt but looſe thy Iabour: for ſooner ſhall the heauens become Sea, and faire grow to be 
Ice, before I will yeeld vntothe leaſtof thy requeſts. And were it not butthatTam in 
hope thareherearc ſome ſparkes of grace in thee, and that thou wilt become anew man,

As that 
Murthcrer is mightily aftoniſht,and in a molt bad taking, vpon whom the Iudge at vn- 
awarcs commeth, as he is wiping of his bloodic ſword, and (tandeth by the carkatle of 
him that he hath Laughtered,| becauſe he ſceth there is no way(but one)with him,which 
is the loſe of his life: Eucn (o was Antomo in ſuch a plight; long time did he (tand as 
ftill as a ftone,and no ſooner was he able to ſpeake,but that he began to lament and cric 
outafreſh. No heart (were it neuer ſo obdurate and hard) had bene able to hau* cnCu- 
red ſo heauic aburthen of torments as he dil, 0 
And now hc begianeth to hate Loue, the motiue of his mifcries: he accuſcth; his 
Miſtris,the Author of his diſpaire : detelterh his fortune, that his luccelle was nv þeccer 
in his ſutc: and cur{eth his rongue, which for being oucr ſawlic and preſumptuous, had 
vittcrly onerthrowne him for cucr.

This murther done, there followed another, for theſe Rakehells , fearing ro be'ta-

ed himlſclfe pale,norphewed,& ghaſtly,yet was hee by all creatures,a 1090, times more 
delircd then night, how cleare ſocucr. The clifts cuen ſmoaked, with a delire to ſee and 
feele his beams vpon their toppes: cuen asthe furious Bull caſteth tume out of hisno(- 
thrills, when heſccketh after Da delirethrs meete with the Zydian Lyon,to ſet vpon 
him, There was not ſo muchas the flowers,which (miled notat his coming : they being 
his beautifull kinſmen,to the end to pleaſe,& ioyfully receive him, The Birds called vp- 
on himzin theirnotes, the beaſts, by their ſounds & voyces, & men,by many lignes and 
demon(trations: Delirced thereforc,of all living creatures, he commeth & (preadeth on 
all ſides his flaming eyes, cauſing all the world to behold his faire & bright countenice, 
Euery one beholding the ſame, bluſheth chereat,8& is aſhamed ; heauen it ſelfe appearcth 
more neate and clearc,and the Shepheard, conduQted by this immortall light,with flow 
pace,arriucth within the Deſarts. He neither drauc lambs nor __ before him, for the 
iniquitic of the time had diſpoyled him of them : robbing him of his bleating troupes, 
arid of whatſocuer cl{che had receiued by the benefite of Fortune : Hee went out there- 
fore,all alonegwalkingalong with anawaked (pirit & ming,disburdencd of all drowlines, 
all quick,andliuing,whilſt he chus (aid to himſelfe; Ir is with ſpeciall reaſon, thatmen 
tearme heauen their Father : for in truth without him,what couldthey performe'? Doth 
' not he heſtow on them their being, life, vigour,contentmet,& pleaſure ? Whatſocuer fa- 
gour or bountie men feele,itdeſcendeth from aboue. Forthecarth of it ſelfe,producerh 
vntothem nothing good or excellet: but on the contrary,bringeth the forth a thouſand = 
maladies,cares,torments & labors. And though there tumble down from heauen, {ome- 
times miſcrics & ſcourges,which torment & whip men, yet neuertheles,their own linne 
is the cauſe thereof. For this is the liucly fountain of malediQion,& not heauens: eucn 
as thefountain is no occalion of the water that harboreth within the ſame, hut the ſpring 
from whenceit loweth ſocold, -Is not heaucn the nourice of this faire Sun,which ri pe- 
nethall things, heatcth as well thoſe bodies ſenlible,as other immoucable,& that giueth 
yertue & power vntothe carth ? On the other ſide, within heauen dwelleth the Eternall 
 Deitic, in the ſame is his ſcatc,there within is his Empire,& there his divine Tabernacle. 

In heauen dwelleth this great and mercifu!l G OD, who doth not only pardon men 
during their liues,but cuen whe they are dead allo, His mercie walketh ouer the Tombs 
and Sepulchers of the dead,and gocth ſeekingthem out,cucn vnder the earth,torelicue 
them by his charitable office,giuing vs triall,not onely of admirable Clemencic,but al- 
ſo of divine Tuſtice, That which maketh him to be knowne for true God,is only his Tu- 
tice and his Mercic. For hee could not be God,excepr he were both iuſt and mercifull. 

Beſides,hee molt liberallic giueth vnto vs wherewithto maintaine our life : having 
a carc of the lea(t haires that fall from off our heads, and of the leaſt byrd that liucth. 
Hee giueth nouriſhment vnto cuery one: yea, vnto the Crowes little ones themſclues, 
that call vpon him, when their olde ones denieto giuethemfoode at all. 

O an hundred times worthie of infernall puniſhment is hee, who loftie and proud, 
will not giue thanks vato God, for ſo manic of his benefites | ſeeing beſides a thouſand 
others,he might hauc uſt occalion fo to doe,for this onely good, in that he hath procu- 
red mankinde to be borne,maiſter of all other creatures,and giuen him a ſoule immor- 
tall in felicitie, For if theenemies of men be puniſhedgand if ſometimes the Ancients 
ordained equall paine,for one Ingrate,as for-a murtherer. Surely, the man ingrate to- 
wards Almightie God, that acknowledgeth not ſo many bleſlings and graces from him, 
ought to ſuffer much, as worthie of moſt gricuous puniſhment, CALLE, 

Thus fayd the Shepheard to himſclfe,and had further diſcourſed vpon this ſubieR, 
but that 2 ſudden Rtorme of raine made himrunne out,to goe ſtand ade a thick Rock, 
the toppe whercof,lauegarded him from the iniuries ofheauen, And being there above, 
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* hehceard a voyce, which vttered this which followeth. Bletfed be they which arecither 
pericRly happic, without cucr hauing felt gricfc : or altogether miſerable , hauing neuer 
made tryall of any contentment, For he which(ſuddainly)cometh out of the Stouc,fin« 
deth the aire colder,then he(who hauing neuer bene within) hath alwayes ſtood without 
doore, In like maner,thoſe which neucr felt any good during their lite,cndure nothin 
ſo much as they which haue bin happic,& are afterwards becom miſcrable, For if white 
maketh vs better to know ang diſcerne black,in like ſort, good maketh the griefe(which 
enſucth) more crucll & intollerable : the remEbrance of which lolle,terribly cormeneeth 
. our ſoules, It greeucth not one ſo much to goe without cloathes,who ordinarily goeth 
naked,as well in winter as Siiner: but it would be a cumberſome & hard matter for him, 
who bath bin well and warmly clad,to be (tripped, thruſt into his (hirt,and forced to ga 
all bare, In like manner, the miſcrable that haue knowne nothing bur grictc, are not (0 
greatly oppreilcd with paine, as they who haue ſometimes talted of felicitic, whereofat 
the ſame 1n/tant, they fnde themclues depriued. + ah 
More crucll was king Percexs his change, who of a puilſant king,became miſerable, 
a {ſcruanc, flauc,and ro, (ty 6 of Fortune, then if hee had neuer knowneany ſuch 
greatnes,remaining as a private (imple man, and without a Diademe. Ofchelſelteſame 
now ſpeake I, by experienceyfor more crucll atthis day doe I feele the grief, to ſee my 
ſelfe ablcnted & depriued of my deare Drana: the it I hadneuer ſeen hergor that ſhe had 
not pleaſed minecics, as ſhe hath done. Alas: Can it-be that I ſhould remaine without 
her,or that iy ſoule may continue in my body,being depriucd of her fairc and ſhining 
countenance 2? If the bodie cannot mouec without the ſouley: Oh how can mine liue, cn- 
ioving ao more that Sun which cauſcd it bothto liucand moue? Oh my Dzana, in what 
part ſocucr thou gluficeſt forth thy beautifull and celeſtiall rayes, letthe heauens be al- 
- wayes favourble vnto thee,in recompence of the good thou haſt done me;in ſuffering 
me to behold thy countenance. Farre tro thy yearcs & dayes let pale death flic : all dif 
contentment, abſent it (clfe from thy ſoule: all vexation & gricfe auoyd thy hart : & let. 
fadnes be hamſhed from thence : & ro conclude,lct no feeling of griefe cuer touchthee 
living: let heaue alwaics make thy beauty durable,thy chalt vertuc immorrall,thy ſacred 
kdclitic & power,eternall,and thy excellent glorie cndles. Alas,if the heauens preſcrue 
thy noble perteions,who vnder the Sun ſhall liue,more perfet or happy the thy [clfe? 
for none can cquall thee in theſe worthie yertues : vertucs(alas)which augment misfor= 
tunes,8& make my complaints more bitter. For he hath greater cauſe tocomplain,that 
hath loft much,then he that hath enduredthelotle but of a (mall matter, I haue loſt thy 
divine preſence,which only chaſed and droue away my obſcure nights : nowT wanderin 
darkncs,in night,in horror,& vexation, I hauc lolt my Sun,& my dayes are turned into 
nights. (Alas)but haucI notlikewiſc loſt my miſcrablelife? Alas,my Goddeile, ifrhou 
woulde{t(ifrhou wouldeſt I fay)take my ſoule,&as thine owne,retaine it with thee, why 
take(t not thou in like manner my life,cauling him todie, which cannot litic, remoued 
fro thy light? but I mult ſcoure both ſea & land to find thee out, I will flic acither paine, 
danger,nor labor,toſce thee(yet once more)before death reap my ſad & wretched daies. 
And then in all repoſe,contentmer, & pleaſure, I will yeeld this miſerable carkaſſe tothe 
earth,ſhaken & quaſhed, with ſo many hitter gricfes,& euen broken(as it were in pieces) 
with a thouſand martyrdoms, During theſe daics repleniſhed with obſcurity,& dycdin la- 
mentation,& darknes. In that I ſhall not behold thy beautifull & diuine countenance,my 
teares like ſtreams, ſhall poure out fro my blubbered eyes, lighes ſhall come forth, cuen 
from my ſoule,ſad wailing & mourning fre my hart. No apprehenſion of pleaſure ſhall 
dwel within me,no apparice of life,r.o ligne of plealing delights,nor any note of health, 
Miſcrable will I aiwaics remaine,no iovfull accident,no chige of for twne,or new forme of 
life,can adminiſter the leaſt conſolation to my ſoule,voyd of pleaſure & ioy,of all good 
and contentment, l will ſigh continually,while deſtinie(moued at my long complaints) 
together with my life, cut off my teares & troubles. Thus ſpake this wretched Shep 
wretched ſurcly,8& miſcrabl=, who neuer felt ſo much as one ſmiling glaunce of fortwne, 
miſerable(certainly)in that he was borne to ſuffer, & neuer knew what ioy meant : & yet 
more wretched,in haning ſpent his years,cploied his whole life,offered his dayes,and 
yecelded his time to ſcraice of many,who permitted poucrtie toſwallow vp his years,and 
manage and oucrmailter his life. Oo 2 And 
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little comendation,which his dolorous Muſe acquired to his years. In all coliderations 
therforc,he was moſt wretched abouc all others. Butthat which gauc the greateſt blow, 
ad that made his griete inſupportable, and fell, was the abſence and lotle of his Diana, 
The remembrance wherof,was (ufficient to forget,choak,& quite extinguiſhall the mor- 
all pleaſures he could hauectaſted of in this world. Euery one maketh his chicfe felicity, 
f that he beſt Irketh,& things which are ſomtimes held for happy & comodiousof mor- + 
eall men,arc in contept with thoſe, who haue placed their ſoucraigne gocd in ſome other 
matter,as Loucrs flout atriches, treaſures, Empires and kingdomes,which mortall men 
| nd vnto themſclues,for the good of their contentmet, & vpon which,they build 
their molt pleaſure and delight. Butthe onely preſence of their Ladics,is their chicfelt 
good: forthcir ſoulcs be more ioyfull in beholding ofthem,then arethe eyes of a couc- 
cous mizer,& when they take pleaſure in contemplation of the goods & riches of forrwne. 
| Inthe numher of theſe, was this miſerable Shepheard,who ſcolfed at the commoditics 
ofthat blind goddeſle, deliring no other thing for his tall ſatisfaRion, and delight, then 
RT his faire D:an4. Diana, who (ſurely amongſt the fairelt , was molt faire, 
age,chaſtc,prudent,and ofthe ſteck of the moſt famous families in Europe. Diana,who 
took plealvrein reading of his works, & that neuer ſhewed him frowning countenance, 
inthat ſhe knew he honored her honor,morethen her beautic: and that his chaſtc loue, 
loued rather her ſoule and mind,then her bodie, Nothing could hinder ſage and chaſte 
Diana from ſhewing good countenance, & chaſtely louingexccllent (pirits. She ſhould 
haue bene acrucll Beare,if her ſoule had bene void of amitie: and this learned Queene 
of France,kilſed learned Charter, finding him a flecepe, vpon a bancks (ide, though(a- . 
mongſtall other euill fauoured and deformed) hee was moſt crabbed of countenance: 
piging this excellent anſwere to thoſe that wondered at the ſame: I kilſe not Chartier, 
tf that excellent mouth, from whence haucitſucd fo manie learned diſcourſes, not lo- 
vingthe man,but his dotrine: In doing thus, no Ladic can be blamed. For ohe may, 
end hat more commodiouſly,affe& chaſtlic,that which meriteth Loue,then impudent- 
lic, that which tendeth to vice, and corruption, The Shepheard, { after his dolorous 
complaint) beganneto ling this Sonnet which followeth,

And behold,eucn as che thunder is engendred of heareand cold,ſo be the flames of 
Louc compounded, of louc and hatred : {o that tis vipothble forche Loucr to loue, 
except he be bcloucd againe ;but bewaile, and lanicat be may, becauſe theſe contraries 
pa from him,and render divers cflcs,of theis forme. hy wonder youthercfore, 
that I weepe? 

Oh Shepbeatd jhe which ſowcth vpon the Sea,ſand,pendeth not his time more vn- 
profitably,then he which beltowern it in ſearching remedie for his Louc. For what can 
enforce an heart of Diamond, ora loftie, proud, and cruell dame, to louc againſt her 
wil]? Violeacc inthis thing is forbidden, and though law would permit it, yet would 
liucly and loyall Louc hinder it. Forthe Louer will never doe any thing (though he 
may) which ſhall be diſplealing to his Miltrelle: all meanes of remedic ccaling, we muſt

thou failt) oucrcaimc, and furmounted'the divers allaulrs of Fortune, 1 anſwert thee 
withall, 

That Loyec hath tamed them, as well as my ſelf : and none can make head a- 
gainſt him.'Ler Plato, AriHorle,and that prudent King enducd with the gifrof wiſedome 
bearc witncs: I will no more therefore thinke my {clte fookith, or depriucd of reaſon in 
louing,ſccing theſe great lights (as well as my (elfe) haug by Louc benedarkned; &,that 
theſe Sages hauc trodde the path of my error. But Shephcerd(replied Coribant ) it ſome 
hauc offended, will you conclude, that by their example, cucry one may erret And if a- 
mongſt the auncient Sages, ſome hauc bene tooles, ane decciued by Loue, will you afs 
firme that others hauc yeclJed theralelues to this inconuenience ?

(tles,being of the ſclfclarme nation,were good men. The cruell daughters of Dazge, | 
Lilled their husbands:but pittifuil Hypermmeftra,(chat ſaped hers) mult notbe put inthe. 
nufhber of theſe bloodie 11 -rs. In like manner, a thouſynd learned perſanages, which: 
hauc not onely ſubducd Lou: but cuen the (tarres themſclucs,ought nat obs taxed of 
reproach,becauſe there were lome amongit them. ſuffered chen;ſclues to be tranſported 
away with chis furie : forthe viceof one particular man,obligeth nota generalitictoche 
blame which he oncly deſcrueth: andan othres offence;cannot preiudice the innocent, 
If Plats have crred,wiſe AriHotle (tumbled, & Sage Sa/omen gone altray,will you lay(for 
all this) that diuine Socr«:er,wile & graue Cate, & prudent Mefes, haue bene finners,and 
plunged in the (elfe ſame vice: and, if the former be not to be followcd, nor imitated, 
take example by the ſecond, doing like the wiſe Apothecaric ; who extrafteth the juice 
and vertuc of hcarbes, and afterwards caltcth awaythat which is worth nothing. 

Fucn ſo,among{tthe Aacients,we mull imitate thoſe, whole excellent actions may. 
ſcrue in (ſtead of a guide, & patterne,lcauing this,who,in imitating of them,may cauſe vs 
ſtumble into the pir of vice: in which, they be drowned and waſhed; Youconclude 
not well therefore,in drawing a libertic of doing cuill from an other mans vice: but on 
the contraric,our neighbours error, muſt ſerue vs in ſteed of adarke night, wherein,du- 
ring the ſame,to kindle aur owne vertue,multſhine bright,ioſtrufting our ſclues,by his 
famous cxample, as the ancient Spartaines cauſed their (lauesto be made drunke, to the

This wiſcand yrauc Philoſopherl lay, whom ſhe could neverſet on firceyci- 
ther by her wanton enticem<nts, amorous lookes, or hicr beautic ſo renowmed : ſo that 
ſhe thought him an inſenſible ſtone, and nota man. You thould inthis doc injuric to 
modeſt Scipio,who being co:1querour of all 4ffr:cke, religiouſly abſtainedfrom the loue 
ofa woman : And athoufin | others haue liucd free from this misfortune, which you 
may not(rightly) place in! ' *number of offenders : For their faulr,obſcure not the cx- 
cclient gloric of the vertuo. | and drawe not from their offence matter uf opprobrictic 
againſt the wiſe: It will be gre .cer honour ynto you,to ſee wiſe men in name offend, and 
your (cifc free from -1en if you erred after the example of ſome limple crea- 
ures, 
Oh Shephrard (replied Arcs) I denic the foundation of your argument : for I 
will notconfeſſe that ir is a fault or crime to louc, and iudge Louers no lefſe wiſe, then 
thoſe that have not loucd at all : for he may iultly he (aid to be perucrle and an offen- 
der, whoſe offence procurerh publike dammage, bur (fo farre of) is a Louer from preiu- 
- dicing men, that quite contr«ric he profiteth them greatly. 

\ The Louer (likethe prodigall man) iniureth none but himſelfe : he onely beareth, 
heonely cndureth, he onely ſutfereth : but from his rorment ariſerh mortall gloriero

' | Butit iscertaine, that the Muſes hauing taken Love in a ſnarc of lowers, would ſay 
nothing clſc, but crowne this God, with garlands, acknowledging, that they 
ſhould be nothing without him,who giueth them vetrance,power,& breath, to ſet forth 
ther verſcs,in defpite of time it ſelfe: For neither Þ greatnes of gifts nor of feare,nor the 
hope of rewards, nor threatnings, could never make a lcarned Poet write well ofany 
one.if he doe not loue and affe him:hut (onthe contrarie) onriy Loue will make him 
ſpeake better of thoſe whom he ſhall loue {imply without hope of reward, then of thoſe 
whom he loucth not,and yet expeReth from them ſome recompence, 

Queſtionletſe, without Louc,many excellent bookes which arc made in the honour 
of men, would be yet to doc, & a thouſund other noble As (which now) through him 
be apparant to the cies of men: Commendable therefore are Louers, and more then 
any other ſort of men, at leaſt they looſe not time, nor conſume it not in doing no- 
ching. 

(oh Godhead) replied Coribant, but on the contrarie,a thouſand cuils haue procce- 
ded from Loue : The ruine of Trey, may verifiethis, and a thouſand other teſtimonies. 

I but quite otherwiſe (replied Arras) Loue ſtood the Trovenr in ſeed, fof heſent 
them the meane to kill Achiles, reuenging the death of their Princes ; & he being dead, 
they (in ſuch a ſort veakened the enemies Carpe, that without Treaſon,77oy had never 
bene ſubict to the Greek-s 

But what hath Loue todoe with the Treaſon of men, as long as he is not the cauſe 
thereof ? And yerthe [elfclame Loue (replied Coribant ) was it not the cauſe of the death 
of modeſt Hippolities who was pittifully flaine by the vniuſt dealings of his wicked Step- 
mother ? Nay rather quice contrarie (aunſwered Arcas ) he was the occaſion, that he was 
made immorta!l, hc bc1ng raiſed from death vnto life againe, by the cunning of that 
lcarncd Eſclapires,who could neuer haue done him ſo greata gaod turne,vnletle 7 
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fo great a milchicte? 


It was an occahton (replied 4rcas) rather! of a maruellous good eurne, byreaſon it 


and Lxc7e1ia dying in that order (as ſhe did) was ſhe not molt fortunate and happie? For 
doth not{uch a one dic happily, whoas Codrzs by his death preſcructh his countrie,ma- 
king the ſame (through Fs lofſe) to be fortunate afterward ? And yer the veric ſame 
Louc ({aid Coribart ) was the Author of the cruel periſhing of Piramw and Thuby, they 
hauing but a'forie guerdon, for theirſoconftant affe@ion which the one bare vntothe 
other.Is he northen bloodie minded and cruel! ? | 

No truely (replied Areas) for what more ſweet and pleaſing kinde of death could 
they ſuffer than they did ? And had it notbene a thouſand times better that one of them 
Mould dic with the other,th$to be ſeparated & divided ? ſeeing the Louer that loſeth his 
 Miltris,or that Ladic,that hath Joſt her ſeruant, live not atall,but ratherTanguiſh. 

And yer {till the ſame Louewas it (faid Coribart) which vrged the daughters of 
A705 to betray their aged Father, giving inſtructions vnto Theſeus, how to flaythe 
monſter, and to get out of the Labyrinth when he had done, Why? and the ſame Loue 
(anſwered Arg} was the occaſion of a greater benefit, in delivering Athens from 
ſuch a ſeruile bondage,as forcetl them to offer their prettic little children vntothe gree- 
dic iawes ofthat devouring Monſter. 

To conclude, much honour, great gloric, and infinite good, hath proceeded 
through Love, in ſo muchas he that hath ncuer loucd, deſerveth notthe name of

So violent was the aftetion which I bare vnto my Ladie, asit began tobreed in 
me,a certaine kind of icaloulic,I beginning to,imagine, that this other my companion 
in Louc, becauſe he was better liked of, then I was, might be as an oucrthwart barre, to 
crolle my happte luccetſe, making Dsana, more hard-harted vnto me, then ſhe would 
hauec benceyit ſhe had had no more Sutors then my {cltc onely, | 

This ſccond wound gauled me more than the firſt, I maruailing much, how it was 
poſſible for me to reſiſt ſo ſharpe an afſault. This was the cauſe I could nottake any reſt 
quietly, my minde (till running, that I was notſo much fauoured, nor affeted, asthis 
new commer was:Not mnlike vnto him,who lying in a wood,cannot (leepeRll thatnighe 
long,as well becauſc he fearcth the rauenous 40. of the wild beaſtes, as alſo, the crucll 
' ſpoyling of fierce and murtheringrtheeues. 

Neuerthelcflc, I began to comfort me at the laſt, thinking that if this new come 
gueſt had bene (o well entertained by my Saint, he would not then hauelamented fo 
much as he did 3 for. one cheerfull looke, one Jouely glaunce, or one pleaſant word pro- 
ceeding from his Miſtris, is enough to makea Louer reuiuc againe, although he were

This then,wasthe reaſon,that for awhile,T was pacified and contented zbut then by 
and by,l began to doubt againe,remembring,that it.was an ordinarje courſe of Loucrs,: 
to complaine without cauſeqwhether it is,becaule ſtillthey hauc one thing or anotherin 
their heads, that maketh the alwaies feare the worſe,or whether it be,for \ 46 they take a 
kind of plcaſure in complaining and lamentingzafter they haue glutted themſelues with 
delight, no otherwiſe than ſuch as (being extreame and hot) fling themleluesintocold 
watcr,or as viito ſtaruen and famitht men, vicuals and food are moſt ſweet and delea-

This was the perplexitic in which I was in,l being (ſo troubled in my minde;as I was

Eternall is my ſhipwracke,and 
wy tramtle is without all end.O faire Pr4a,although thou are vnkind vnto me, yet doc 
take nofmall pride,to call my ſelte thy (laue,for nothing can come neere thee in beau» 
tie, neither can [ bclicuc, that the heauens theſelues can create a beautic,able to o- 
rife thine. Happie is that Bull,that is choſen to be offcred vp as an oblation or fieri c 
vntothe Gods, although his blood be there ſhed, and ſo moſt fortunate ſhould Taccount 
my (clte, #forthy fake, | might be thought worthyto finiſh my daics, ſeeing that for 
thee, I ſhould ſuffer death, and be ſacrificed by Louc, vpon the Altar of thine extreame 
rigor and fiercenes. 

Thus wailed the Shepheard, his cics ſending downe whole ſtreames of falt teares, 
which watered his face and cheekes all ouer ; I ſeeing this, came neecrer vnto him, and 
whileſt(he not dg g me) | began to marke,& behold his countenance,which I ſaw 
quite colourictle, and the very Anatomic ofan inward afflited minde,whereby 1 gathe- 
red, that he had found no more favour then I had, at his Miſtris hands, neither that hfs 
fortune was any way better then mine. This was the reaſon, my ſecond doubt died, but 
not my firſt, which ſtill increaſed more and more, becauſe 1 ſawe ſhe was faced and 
ſought yojp by many, although I could not 6nd any, tobe more in her bookes then I 
was,which God knoweth was little or nothing at all. 

As | was thinking hereupon,a ſuddaire deſire came into my minde,to returne vnto 
the place from whence I came, and there attend my faireſt Saint, for me thought ſtill, 
ſhe ſhould be come thither alreadic, and that (ſhe not finding me there) was gone home 
—_—_ ging my Louc, not to be ouerhot, ſeeing I had ſo ſinall patience to ſtayalittle 

or her. 

Being come to mine old place, as faſt as 1 could, I began there to condemne mine 
owne follic,in that I would not take time whileſt I might, but rather fo foolifhly looſe ſo 
fitan occalion,as | had offered vnto mezand this new accident ingendred another trou- 

©bleinme. Loucis an Orchard wherein are planted thouſands of Trees, in which Louers 
walke, gathering continually diuers ſorts of fruits,of griefe and ſorrow, and it is a lively 
ſpring of milcric,from whence doe flow,millions of little Riuers, of penſiue carc,and ſal 
woe. 

Long had I not kept my ſtand, but that one ofthe Nymphs came by,whowas one of 
the play-fellowes of my Ladic, of whom I enquired if Diana were comming from the 
Temple or no. Oftentimes, the oner great curiouſnes we haue to enderſland newes, 
bringeth vs much dojlor, and ſadnes, As then, Tfound the ſame to be true, forthe 
Nymph teld me, that P:a»a would ſtay all that __ inthe Temple, and that Phebm, 
being amorous of her, had intreated his Siſter Phebe,that ſhe might remaine there vntill 
the next day,to the end he mighrenioy her company. dag 4s 

This vnwelcome newes, veterly overthrew me, Ifccing my felfe to be bearded 
with ſuch a companion in my Loue, asno doubr would put my nofe out of ioynt, and 


chaſe away that (mall hope, that I had before to. creepe into ſome little credit with 
her. 


Although (ome might thinke) that I had had great reaſon to haue reioyced, that 
I had ſo greata God (vnto my Riuall) in my Love, yet neuertheleffe, Thare ſo proud a 
nunde, as (like another Afarſrs ) I could willingly have hazarded my skinne againſt 
him,ſo [ might hauc hindered him from enioyine my Ladic. But they that are bound 
mult necds obey, the weakeſt muſt vnto the wall, and ſuch asare inferiours,wult yeeld 
vato the will of their (uperiours and betters. art tage 

This ſpeech of the foreſaid Virgin, made mealmoſt beſides my felfe, for I iudged 
(and not yithout reaſon) that fo faire a dame (after ſhe hadenioyed® the Amitic of fo 
mightre a Cod) would neuer vouchſafe to too pe ſlow, as daigne tothinke vpon a il- 
ly Shepheard ;and this was the cauſe I counted my felfe as vtterly vndone,and with this 
heauie reſolution I withdrew my ſelfe vnto my poofe cottage, where I gaue my (clfe 0- 
ucr to weepeand waile at my pleaſure, = D: TORE WEL INES 

But whether it were, that the Nymph hadfalſe intelliger:ze, or whether ſhe me 
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be merric with me or no,l know not, for my Diana (taicd noc that night in the Temple, 
bue preſcatly after Lwas gonc, returned vato the (elfeſame place, where 1 (fo long) oa 
| her coming: which when I vnderſtvod,l was more vexcd & gricucd,then I had 
bene before, thinking my (clfe to be forſaken of all good fortunc: and thereupon as one 
madfor very anger, I tore my haire molt gricuoully, bie my fingers for deſpite, and cur- 
ſcd my ſelfe more then ten thouſend times, thinking that this ivit puniſhment was ligh- 
ted vpon me, inthat 1 preſumed to imagine, that my Ladic, who was the very tipe and 
patterne of all chaſticic, would beſo vaine, as to conſent vato ſuch a monſtrous immo- 
delt motion, although neusr ſo great a God had required her: for the greagnes of Prin- 
ccs, doth not diminiſh the offence ofa woman,that yeeldeth herſelfe ynto them, but ra- 
ther(if ſhe be wiſc)ihe oughtto cloſe her cies againſt ſuch puiſant Royalnes,remembring 
that her honour is as well rauiſhed by a great potentate, as by a mcane perſon,and one of 
lowe cftate: meane time, while(t I was abſent, the other Shephcard (my companion in 
louc) amorous of D4ax, loſt neither time nor place, but finding fic occalion, he ven- 
turcthto approach her preſeace,vling this ſhoteſperch vato her, & preſenting her with 
theſe two Sonnets following.

The faire Ny mph, moſt gratiouſly accepted theſe verſes, ButI{who had no other 
way to growe ih f«uour with ker, but ovely by this ſclteſame mcanes) perceiving, that f 
was fecon@gþby another, who tooke the ſeltclame courle (and/perhaps with berter ſuc- 
celle then [bad therein) was not a little ſad, fearing leaſt 1ſhould be hindered very 
much chrough the ſame ; yet was I notforie, that mar.y did haroldiſe the praiſesof my 
Ladic, neither was I cnuious at all,that ſhe was ſo much commended: for aconflant Lo-

The maiſterand the reſt of the Sailers, doe what they can(pocre ſoulcs) to hindet 
her from (plitting aſunder, butall in vaine;'rhe furic of the ſtorme is(o cruell and out- 
ragious, whereupon cucry man ſeeketh to ſauce himſelfe,;a great number of them being 
gotten intothe {ittle Skiffe that was tied vnto the ſhipzhur the ſame being oucr-charged

Thus ſaid Don /obn, trembling for very feare: ſo as he whom the valour of the grea- 

eeſt encimic he had, could not ſo much as once daunt or terrifhe, he not knowing what 

it was to feare a bloodie aduerfarie) doth now quake and lookepale, fitting before a 

fillie Virgin, yea he ſtandeth more in awe of her, then of a whole oalt of armed 

men. 
The young Princes,who was alrcadic perſwaded by Louc,tocntertaine him into her

I, andthercfore ( good Areas, ) let this ſuffice, which 1 haue alrcadic reported vnto 
chee. | 

Hcere the wretched Forranio, powred forth whole fountaines of tearcs, it being a 
longtime , before hee could{peake as much as one word more: but 1 pretlcd him) (o 
much, and vrged him fo often, that in the ende, hee went forward wich his former gil. 
courlc in this manner. | 

Don Tho» my Maiſter,had all the cunning Phyfitions and Chyrurgios that could 
be gotten, to Jooke vnto him, whereby hee might recouer his former hcalch, and haue 
his wounds healed. Burt all was in vainc,for there was no Medicine or Balme,that coutd 
doc him any good, by reafon of the great ſorrow, which hee had (before) conceiued in 
his minde: And e the (mall yertue and ſtrengeh of his radicall humour within 
him,which gricfe had oucrmuch weakened , was not of power ſufficicnt to nouriſh kiis 
gricuous wounds, and therefore they became buth weaker and worler  euerie day then 
other.

Neither doeth this perfetion (of which I ſpeake) confiſtin any thing ſo much,as 
in thy works. For by the worke, the cunning and skill of the workman is er : as by 
the ſweetnes and daintinelle of the verſe, the learning and deepe conceit of the Poct is 
knowne : And euen ſo,thoſc that will patle for maiſters,in any Art or Handicraft whatſo- 
cuer, giue tellimonic of theirskill, by ſome rarepiece of worke deuiſed by themwhich 
is accounted the excellencic of their cunning : whereby wee may perceiue, cither their 
lufticiencic, or their follic : t heir deepe knowledge, or grofſeerrours therein, +$0 that 
we tind the perfection of cternall 7Z HG Y A H, innothing ſo much, as by his works, 
whichare cucry way right ſacred,and molt excellent, Cur Sauiour himſelfe commaun- 
ding vs, that wee ſhc uld not ſecke toendeuour to approach vnto his perfeAnes, in anic 
thing ſo much , as by doing ſuchexcellent and heaucnly deeds,as hee hath done before 
VS. 

The Prenticethatendeuoreth tolearne ſore exquiſite kinde of Trade, or Occupa- 
tion, of his cunning Maiſter,is he not properly faid to imirate him, as long as he is wor- 
king ſome picce of worke, that commeth nigh vnto that of his Mailters ? 1t ſo, why 
then, by this perfection, is vnderſtoodas well (good works, as Faith.) For it is an calic 
matter to be brought to belieue, And had Chriſt meant{onely of Faith) by thoſe words, 
his doQtrine (then) had beneſuperfluous, and to ſmall purpoſe. For without Faith, his 
Diſciples{vnto whome he ſpake )could not have bene his bollowerkbecing c cueric Inf. 
dell is already damned : and they all abounded in Faith, ſecing that through the ſame, 
they ſhewed ſo many rare miracles, but not iuch good works.as the Sonne of God com- 
manded them,which approched and drew neere vnto the perfetion of ſuch, as his hea- 
ucnly Father had done before, : 

That great Apoſtle of his,Saint Paz, faid henotafterwards vnto his Companions, 
Be yee my followers, as I am the follrwer of Teſus Chrift : and this hee meant, not alone by 
Faith, but as well, by good workes alſo. For that godly Diſciple did ſomewhat more 
then belicue, giuing teſtimony of millionsof admirable good deeds, as when he raiſcd 
{ome from death to life , healed other ſome of their infirmitics , Preached , and wrote 
manic comfortable Epiſtles, and miniſtred relicfe vnto the , whome hee calleth 
Saintes, Yea, hee did morethen this, for hee laboured with his owne hands,to get end 
purchaſe his owne liuing. | 

If then we will imirate this man of God, we muſt doc as hee did, who was not onely 
contented to bekieue, but alſo hath giuen vs great proofes, of many gudlic workes, and 
worthy Actions, mcriting no little gloric and praiſe. 

This word ( Follower, ) is properlie'{poken of him that attemptech to doe what his 
Maiſter hath done before,as a young Scholler,that compoſeth an oration,after the jmi- 
tation of Cicero, (the father of eloquence)alrthough he cannot frame ir ſocxquilitely,nor 
ſo eloquently,as his Author hath done, yet doth he ſtudic,to doc itas well as he can,ftri- 
uing to comeas nigh vnto his Phraſe, as poiſible he may, 13-4000 | 

And ſo mult wee doe, labouring , trauclling,and doing what good wee are able ,to 
give teſtimonies of our ſc]ues, that wee are followers of his Sonne,and of his Apoſtles, 

For.our Saviour him ſclfe, living ( heere ) vpponthe carth amongl{tvs, didnot be- 
lieuc onely,but did moſtreligious workes alſo : ſo as, if wee will follow his Commande- 
ment, wee mult imitate him, notin his Faith alone, butas well in his good deeds, as the 
Apoſtles haue done before vs, who were dutifull and in(t, doing ( as their Mailter did) 
thouſands of good deeds, vnto the reliefe and comfort,of the ſoules and bodies of ma- 
nic a one. 
 , Faiththen cannot be ſufficient for our ſaluation, without good works, For,were it 

good Tuſtice,that ſuch a one as had done millions of of cruclties, cutting the throtes of 
the godlie, and robbing, ſpoyling, and tyrannizing , vpon the Common-wealth , both 
by ſword and fire, ſhould be ſaued, becauſe (as a Chriſtian ) hee belicueth that there 
is a God? 

Why?fo to doe,were tomake God to he without Tuſtice ; and ſo conſequently, to 
take itfrom him : For take away the propertics of the ſubic, & youtake away the ſub- 
ic& it(clfe; dilmembera man,and you ſeuer his bodic from him : Even ſo,depriuc we"

Iuſtice, and you denic him to be G.QD, for he can be no God without Iuſtice, 
| That man,who ( becauſe hee ſhall tearme fhim(elte the neere ſeruant, and follower 
of his Prince} ſhall , vpon that ſecuritic, exerciſe manic mallacres, notable murthers, 
and egregious villanics,thall not eſcapc, but (forall that) be puniſhed by the ludge, be- 
caule (as we hope) we arc to recciue good tor doing good,and not if we doc what is bad 
and forbidden, 
Now, it the recompence for doing good decdes, and the puniſur-ent for com- 
mitting cuill Actioas, are both taken away, towhat cnde (then) ſhould wee talke of Iy- 


 Ricezand luſtice being caſhicrde and baniſhed from hence (vpon which the veriy Lawe 


it (elte is founded) all Religion, and Faith , all humane focictic, and Commonwcalths, 
muſt needs be ruinated, and quite ouerthrowne for cucr, 

| Should,cuery one be permitted tocxecute wickednes without daunger,to anſwere 
for theſame ;z What then ſhould wee doe with Tuſtice ? for then cucric one would 
giue himſclfe vntoeuill and badnelle, (ccingir is more (weet, and fuller of profite then 
goodnctle : andthe rather, becauſe that menare more prone by nature, to put in prac- 
tile the ſame. 

 Belides, if the guerdon and reward of well dooing were taken away, who would en- 
dure any paine or labour,toyling and turmoyling his bodic,and ſweating day and night, 
when hee ſhall 6nde his trauaile ro be without recompence ;z and that his merit ſhall be 
no maIre,nor better,then his,which hath done wickedly? But let vs rather ſay,that there 
is a reward for doing good, ofthe good: and a puniſhment for the vagodly , by ſuch as 


are wicked. For arc there not Chriſtians that ſhalbe damned ? No doubt there arc. 


| Butwherefurearcthey ſo condemned ? Is it becauſc they belecue not rightly? or 
for thattheyhad no Faichat all , neither for the one, nor for the other ? For there is 
no Chriltan, be he never ſo leaud or badde, but doth belicuc, otherwiſe hee ſhould be 
tearmed a Twrke, and not a Chriſtian : why then are they adiudged vanto ſuch an accur- 
ſed ſentence? Eucn for their badde deeds and vngodly ations, 
| Forbethey notthe verie wordes of the Almightic , when hee ſhall (it in his high 
Throne, at thelaſt day in iudgement ? Depart from mee , ye workers of iniquitie tnto Hell 
fire: andnot, Away from mc, yee faithle(le wretches, who hauenot belceucd aright. 
| Whatoucrthrewe Lacifer ? onely his badde deeds. Hee preſuming todarc to (it, 
in the place of his Soucraigne, and not his default of Faith, For he could nor bclicuc 
il}, ſcecing that he viliblie ſaw, that which (Faith) commandeth vs to belicue, 
| Whatdroucour firlt father Ad+wout of Paradiſe? what , but his badde dealings : 
for which he was chaſtiſed? What damacd Iedas ? cuen that horrible and terrible wic- 
kednes,which he committed again(t his owne conſcience. 
| Thatthereis a recompencefor liyingwell , and a puniſhment for dooing ill : the 


 Helicone, himſelfeinſtruferhvs, when hee vied this ſpeech vato Caine : if thow bait 


done inſtly, ſhalt thou not yeceine thy reward ? and if wngoalic, ſhall not ſine then ſtand knocking 
at i / o ? Hee vling hcere this word (Reward) which cannot be, without deſcruing of 
the ſame. 

' For vppon what occaſion ſhould ſuch a one be remunerated with a rich reward, 
who hath done nothing worthicof anic recompence ? And yet neuertheletle, ſeeing 
God doth promiſe a guercon vnto him that docth well : we muſt needs conclude, that 
good workes deſcrues it, and that without them,faith is dead. 

| The onely Sonneof the cucrlaſting Father, v(cd the ſame words, when ſpeaking of 
the Scribes and Pharifies, (who made a ſhewe to doe good workes ) he ſaid thus) Yeriie, 
verilie, I ſay unto you, theſe people hane recemed the reward of their wor ks alreadze in this world. 

| By which we may conclude, thatthere is an other world to come, in which , theſe 
wicked Hypocrites had bene recompenced for their works : 1f , they had not had their 
due, whilſt they liued here vpon the earth, And hereby we learne,that there is a reward 
duc vnto good workes, and that therefore, they are not'vnprofitable(but(l (ay)not meri- 
torious)although there hauc bene ſuch as haue denied this doftrine,becauſc they might 
live without diſc pline,to haucthe raine of liberty in their own hands, and not to be ſub- 
ie vnto Tuſtice : tocompalle which , they haue denied the commendations of 
workes ; tothe ende, thatcucric bodice might doe cuill, without fearc of puniſhment, 
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iceing that doing well,ſhould he no more requited, then if they had committed euill. 
But 6 yeehelliſh (piritcd, what wicked vices, what Tyrannous crucltic, what o 

robberics, and what bale vil/anies, hauc your fond and beaſtly crrours brought into this 
world ? For (before theſe your grotle opinions) were (ct abroach, no difordinate leaud- 
nes raigned amonglt vs,al! Murther,Robbing, Treaſon,Colenage, & deceit, being quite 
baniſht from vs : whereas (now) ſuch wicked minds,as you haue ſeduced , couct,rather 
to doc ill then well,becaule they teared no puniſhment for the ſame, andthat their good 
workes were not(as they thought) recompenced at all. 


But many Authoritics ſhewe you to Lye, yea, and naturall Tuſtice it ſelfe, dothtell 
youthatyouare in the wrong. 


For wherefore did that Maiſter command his bad ſcruant to be puniſhed, who had 
not employed his Talcnt well, that was giuen vnto him athis departure : but that ſuch 
as arc workers of iniquitic, thall one day be puniſhed ? And thatthole, who like other 
good (cruants, haue taken grrat paines,and labourcd well, ſhall be rewarded molt boun- 
tifully, as they were of their Maiſter. 

Daxiel the Prophet teacheth vs the very ſame doAtrine, when he aduiſed Vabuche- 
donozer, not alone to belicuc, (to the intent hee may be pardoned for his fault) but to 
ſhewe the fruites of good workes: as to giue Almes vnto the poore,and to doc manie 0- 
ther deeds of Charitic, (which as the Apoſtle faith) isthe molt goodlicſtand holieſt of 
allthe other vertues, Forthis ſhall ncucr dic, but alwaycs remaine freſh and aliue 3 
whereas Faith ſhall ceaſe, at what time we ſhall behold that great G OD, face to face, in 
whom we haue belicued ; the hope whereof (hall faile,when we cnioy that diuine glorie, 
which wee expe andlooke for. But divine Charitie ſhall ſtill Aouriſh, becauſe wee 
ſhall neucr giue oucr toremember(our acquaintance and friends, with whome wee haue 
liucd heere vpon the carth, although we le in heauen, praiſing God for them, | 

This wasthe reaſon thatthe Apoltle (aid, Alrhowgh I were able(through Faith )to re 
none Rockes , from one place into an other: y ct, if I be wmthout Charitie , I am like wnto an 
emptic Cimball, which can doe nothing but make a confuſed noyſe. 

Small good then doth Faith without good works. Anarias and Saphiradid belicue, 
nor were they voyde of Faith : and yet behold , how they were plagued withdeath, by 
Saint Peter, becauſc they had done a molt wicked and ditſembling leed. 

For onely Charitic and not Faith, coucreththe loathſomencile, and the multitude 
of ſinncs, as a garment doth che priuic parts of man. 

And as that King at the Marriage , commaunded chat fellow to be caſt into a dun- 
gion of darknelile, i was nothing , but wailing and gnaſhing of tceth, becauſe hee 
preſumed to come vnto the Fealk, without his wedding garment. 

Euen ſo,he that will not attire him ſ(elfe with the comely roabe of Charitic,ſhall be 
deliuercd into the power of the Diucll, as one ynworthy to be admitted to come vnto 
the Banquet of Angells, 

Of ſmall forcethen is Faith, without Good works : which our Sauiour witneſſeth 
to be truc, when hee attributcth the remiſſion of Aarie Magdalens (innes, vnto the good 
worke which ſhe had done for him, ſhe having vſed ſuch Charitic vato her Maiſter : and 
therefore he ſaid, Many fines are forgiuen ber, becauſe ſhe loned much. 

Now Lowe and Charitie, arc, as it were Twinnes, and but one bodic ; for hee that 
loueth not, cannot be kinde vnto his aduerſaric : and therefore , the forcſaid Aarie, by 
reaſon that ſhe had loued,and had ſhewed her (elfe dutifull vnto our Sauiour, gained full 
forgiuencs of her (inncs : of whoſe kindneile, Chriſt had ſpoken thereof(vnto his Diſ- 
ciplesſaying ; Wherefore are you angrie with this Woman ? ſhee hath done a good worke for me, 
and therefore deſerueth well of mee, 

I ſee then, by theſe examples,that thou(molt gratious Lord)expeReſt good worksto 
come from man,becaule thine are ſo admirable: thou hauing Nay vs,by the example 
of that Prince , that put to death thoſe wicked Labourers, in his Vineyard , how thou 
wilt recompence ſuch godly perſons , as hauc done well , and wile puniſh the wicked, 
whom thou ſhalt finde to hauc done cuill. 


Let vs thenendeuour by our vertuous living , to be made partakers of that im- 


mortall gloric,which followeth well dooing,the (weernctle of which, the vety Painims 
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| diſcaſc, docth dominicre oucr his bodic.

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themſclues found, in former time. h 

For,how famous is Hercules become inthe world, onely for dooing well, and for 
putting in praiſe many notable and brauc enterpriſes ? Where if he had done other. 
wiſe,blacke ſhame,and perpetuall infamic,had for cucrattended vpon him. 

_ | Thus did the mcelancholike Shephcard diſcourſe voto himſelfe, walking faire and 
ſofely towards the Cauc, whillt as he went onwards on his way,hee might }care the me- 
ladious harmonicof diucrs ſortes of Birds, to welcometheriling of the Sunng, which 
although they troubled him ſomewhat (conſidering hisformer deepe concrirs) yet no 
doubt hee tooke delight atthe ſame, if it be poſſible for wretched Louers ro take anic 
pleaſure, whenthey arc exiled from the preſence of their beautiov? Ladies,as ! feareme, 
they doc not. 

ws Beſides, hee might behold a number of louely Flowers, to ſhewe their vermillion

; there) began afreſh to muſe vpon the ſweet graces of his Miſtris, ſwimming with 
delight in the Scas of hcr nerfottions, and nota little wondering how it were "offible, 
that one creature alone ſhould be poſleiſed of ſo many fauours as ſhe was,and yet know- 
eth he not well whether he dreameth or waketh, whileſt he ſtanding (thus) in a browne 
ſtudic, his tongue is lilent, hiseyes ſhut, his bodice mouclefle, and his ſoule as it were 
ina traunce. Nowif he was ſo much rauiſhed, in the onely contemptation of his Ladie, 
in what a taking had he bene then, if he had bene before the true preſence, and 
lively face of herindeed, when the onely bare conceitthereofghad fo great powerouer 
him? He deuiſeth within his heart of the beauties of her, and with a dumb pen, writeth 
them downe in the of role of his remembrance. | 
One while he thinketh, he beholdeth thoſe faire, long, and flaxen haires,ſhecombi- 
ning them,with a fine combe of [uoric, and curling them in knots, makingtte heauens 
themſclues to bluſh for very ſhame thereat, although they hauec bene in ſteed of ſtrong 
cordes, wherceyith his libertic was bouad, yet had he not the power to hate them, but

into his bodic agzine,not hauing powerto leaue her,no more then the dumb ſtones and 
budding Trees were of force to retire from the cntiling Mulicke of the Thracian 
Poet. 

From thence he came, vnto her ſmiling and well formed cheeke, no Queene A 
ple drawne red,withthe pen(ill of Phebs, in the mouth of September,hauing ſo loucly 
and naturall a colour. There was no need of cunning painting, nor deceitfull varniſh,to 
abuſc thecyc,making the faces of women intime,farre more Pulethen beforc:for what 
nced hath fubtill Art (when curteous nature hath done her part to finde any deuiſe,ſee- 
king to better, what ſhe rather maketh worſe? 

The checke of Semele,ncucr came neere in beautie,vnto her pure dic : not vnlike that 
daintic morning, wherein the Sunne ſhineth in his pride 3 or like vnto a piece of faire 
white Alablaſter,mixcd with a little vermillion red. Her necke was ſlender and thinne,ri- 
ling vp with (tate, lik= a curious ſinall Turret in a Princely pallace. Her dimpled chinne 
was prettic and round, But her beautious breſts exceeded all thereft. There lay the 
mountaine {aowe which could never be ditſolucd with the heate of any Sunne, There 
was the privic chamber and cloſet royall, of honour and chaſtitic. And there was that 
chriltall Riucr of purt milke,where Cxpod ( being wearic of playing the wanton.) vſed to 
bethand retreth bimſelte very often. And there, the ſame God was wont torepoſe him- 
{clic, betwixt, thoſe. two beautifull Apples, they being farre more pretious, then that 
golden fruite of the Heſperides : yet were they hard as Diamonds, although the chicfe 
glorie of thatrace preſence... 

Her hands pleaſed him much, feeingthem(ſo faire, (o long and ſoſupple, the fin- 
gers whereof, were excellent Mulitions,molt divinely playing vpon the [ilucr Lute, and 
well tuned Cytaerne, 10] 

T6 be briefe, never wasthere any ercature ſo exquiſite and excellent inall points as 
ſhe was (in his conccit) he comparing her firſt vntothe three Gaddeles, alſembled vp- 
oa the mount /d«then vntathe Nymphs:and laſtly,vnto mortall women : accounting 
her to be farre mare faire,then that great Lady ſo often rauiſhed:or more beautiousthen 
the Loue of Demetrins,or Marke Antonies[weet Saint: yea, Floraand Angelica, were but 
homely picces vnto her, gorall uch gallant Lallcs, as flouriſhed heretofore, or ſhould 
come hereafter. | | 

Thus was our Swaine rauilhed, with the rare feature of his worthic Miftris,and as the 
couctous wretch ſigheth, when he commeth tocount in ſmall ſummecs, the great trea- 
ſures he hath bene ſpoiled of, cucn ſo did Areas take on ard lament, when he beganto 
dreame deeply of the greatnes of his vynſupportable loſe, 

Meanc (pace, the Sunne began (openly) toappeare,waking men out of their drow- 
fie ſleepes, opening their eyes, and prying with his beames into their chambers, when 
the old manrifing,.aad comming into the Rocke, found our Shepheard ſo buſic (about

Neither can any iuſtly excuſe themſclues, when they ſhall confetle to haue bene 0- 
n-rcome, through theſe morrall impediments, ſeeing they were armed with weapons to 
reliſt themwhich are diſcretion and reaſon, The bruite beaſtes,that haue loſt their little 
ones (althouy h they have no wiſedome) rake not on more; neither ſhewe more tokens 
of follic and rage, then that man doth, who ſuffcreth himſclfc to be carried away with 
gricfe, and yctin the meane time he is called their Lord and Maiſter, becauſe of reaſon 
onely : hut he is much vnworthic of this Souzraigntie, if he knowetrh no better how to 
exerciſc his royall dignirie then they : as he is vnmecte and vafit ts hauc the name ofa 
King, who as a Tyrant dcth moſt vniuſtly violatethe Lawes of the Realme, ouerthrow- 
ing all Luſticc,and a!l good orders,belonging vnto the ſame.

Neuer went anything more nearer vnto my heart then this did, I becing (odaun- 
ted therewithall, as I was almoſt atthe point of death, For hauing ſought out my La- 
dic , wheme*l expeRted ſhould be ascurtcous and debonaire, as I had left her the day 
before, I found her quite and cleane altered from her former diſpoſition ; ſhe looking

Asthe Maiſter of a Shippe is paſling ſadde and heavie , who having gotten verie 
nigh voto the Haucn, and beginning to caſt Anker, perceiucth himſelfc to be carried 
backe againe into the maine Sea,by a ſuddaine ſtorme, his Shippe being ready torunne 
vpoun cucry Rocke,andio tofinke and drowne, 

Eucn ſoit was my lucke to periſheuen in the Hauens mouth, and becing eſcaped 
of a ſicknes,thento dic vpon the ſudden, 

And thus you ſee how iuſt my complaints were. For more cruell are thoſe dartcs 
which vnlogked for pierce vs, then thoſe that wee knowe of : and more ſharpe is the 
paine, that commeth vpon the ſuddaine, then when we did (before) expe it. 

Being then fallen into this ſuddaine miſchaunce , I knewe not what order to take, 
nor what reſolution to reſoluc vpon, but only ſuch as deſperate wretches vic, which was 
to make away my ſelfe,and to haue recourſe vnto the (c}fe-ſame death,which I had here- 
cofore choſen,whereby I might rid me of my torments, 

And now I wasentring intothat great and beaten path of deſperate caytifs, hoping 
by this means to bring an end to all my troubles: which dangerous courlc I had quick- 
ly taken, had not the curteous heaucns, bene more pittifull ynto mee, then I was vnto 
my ſelfe,making vaine and fruſtrate my former intention and meaning.

Bcing throughly reſolute what todoc, I now gaue oucr weeping and lighing,one- 
lic I accuſed my Dcſtinics z making mee one while fortunate, and then againe miſcra- 
ble, WhilR in the meanc {pace , I did a little complaine of my Miſtriile, but yet with 
{uch ecſpeRt,and infucha reucrend manner, asthe could take no cxceptions againſt me 

at all. 

This done, I went to dic for her , and yet durſt I notterme her to be the occaſion 
of my death Not vnlike vnto thele holic and devour perſons,(whoalthough they be 
plagued with all ſortes of milcrics, ) ncither darc, nor will ycnture to call the Gods the - 
Authours of thcir wretchednes. | 

Mc thought 1 was but too fortnaate, to dic for ſo worthic « ſubic, and that I was 
ouer-bountiſully recompenced(for all my troubles)to hauc that glory, as to hauc ſeenic 
my crucll Saint, for whom I dycd, 

O faithfull and loyall LO YE, thatwill not permit (what paines ſocucr 1 endu- 
xcd ) that I ſhould not compliine of mine enemic, 

So Pyramus dying for his 7 h»bes ſake, thought not himſclfe vnfortunate : neither 
accuſed her for his death, And ſo was 1 as willing tofollowe the ſame courſe, as that 
brauc Caualicr of Rome was, who boldly lcaped into the (wallowing Gulfe : or like his 
Countrey-man, that with as great courage thruſt his i-intothe bre, 

A matter that is alreadic well determined of, ( be it neuer fo hatd,) is halfe diſpat- 
ched at the firſt : And there is nothing that looſeth more time, then vacertaine reſo-

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The Nymph (hearing me ſay ſo, replyed thus.) Shepheard , Shepheard, if in the 
eldc world there hauc bene anic, that for caſting away themlclues, hauc deſcrued fame, 
(although they were farre vnworthic thereot,) yet was it for ſome great occalion,and by 
reaſon of ſomelaudablc ſubieR, and not for a vaine and trifcling matter, as thine is. 
And yet I will e:ll thee one thing, that ſo farre off is that man that murthereth himlelfe, 
from trueglorie,to challenge vnto himſelfethe name of Conſtant,as quite contratic to 
thy conccit,he rather deſeructh ſhameand infamic. For he that is conſtant, FRY 
XxX Z aducr- 
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aduerſitic,with the ſame countenance as he did proſperitic,without being moucd orpal- 
fionated, one jotte at all, as that worthic Romane Afrme was. 

Such as having not thisreſolute verrue of Conſtancie, and becauſe they want truc 
of the mindce, torclilt theſe worldly ati tions, (ſceke (trairwayes how toridde 
themſclues of their liues ) deſerue no praiſe or commendation at all , but ought to 
be accounted as moſt abieR,and white-liucred Cowards. 

Docth he meritetotaſte of pleaſure, that neuer ſuffered paine? to be a comman- 
der,whoneucr did obey ? orto be pattaker of honour, who neucr did hazard himſelfe 
to winne the ſame? 1 thinke not. 

Euen fo, ſuch men deſcrue no grace nor fauour of the Gods at all , who cannot 
icntly beare out ſuch tribulations , as are ſent them from abouc, by reaſon of theie 
nes: andtherefore (thinking to eſcape rhem)goe about to murther them(elues, 

Tell mee I pray thee, ſhall the Goucrnour of that Cittic be excuſed from blame, 

whowhiltit the Cittizens thereof proſpered, and all things went well with them, 1s con- 
tent to continue and rule among chem? But no ſooner doth he (ce Fortwne,to turne her 


ts — 


{miling face from them, then hee giueth them the ſlippe, putting them toſhift as well as 


they can for themiſclues. 

Cato is rather condemned then commended for killing himſelfe , at what time his 
Countrey had moſt necd of him. Neither can hee be rightly tearmed magnanimous, 
hauing choſen ſo calc a death,to auoyd a farre greater cuill; of which, he ſeemed to ac- 
knowledgeand confetle to be vanquilhn and ouercome, ſeeing he durſt not ſtay tomake 
proofe,and encounter with the ſame. And yctis hee worthie of farre more praiſe, then 
thou art. For he had a better colour to ſhaJow his death then thou haſt, whom too!iſh 
£0YVE, hath thus oucrthrowne, 

\Such cannot be called valiant and reſolate, who for feare of ſuffering a greater e- 
uill, cunminglic chuſe the letſe, yeeldingthemfclues vntoan cafier puniſhment, to s- 
uoid a farre more cruell. As Scewola cannot be ſaideto haue a right braue minde, al- 
though he burnt his arme, eſcaping by that meancs Death , which otherwiſe, hee could 
not cſchuc,bcing a farre greatereorment, then the firing of his 6ſt. 

Againc,lay that a man had all the occaſions in the worl4,whercby he might ſceme 
to haucreaſon to malſacre himſelfe, and thatitwere impoſlible for him to ſupport and 
endure, the anguiſh and agonies ofhis euer encrealing (orrowesy yet js qo (tillto 
expe and looke for graceand fauour from the heauens, who afterthey haue powred 
downe ypon vsriigne and ſtormes,ſond vs moſt faire and comfortable weather, + 
There is none ſo wfetched, burthar at one time or another, taſtcth of the goodnes 
cfthe Gods, andrhough itbe not by and by, yet commeth it cre it be long, ſothat, we 
ought alwaics rather to hope the beſt, then to feare the worſt; for death is the lalt _ 
of nortailmen,which neuerthelesthey ought not to entertaine,vithcut leaue of the! 
criqur power, the Lawe forbidding fuch to be capable of Chriſtian buriall(bur hauinga 
Nake knockt into their bowels,to be laid in the comon high waics) who as [ndas ſhall lzy 
violent hands vpon themſcſues, proclaiming them abroad,to be worſe then murtherers 
and homicides,and making them infamousfor euer. » 

Take heedethen, that thou all not into this labvriath of ſhame. For if one muſt 
needs dic, he muſt have a great care of the 5reſeruation of his honour, and ſo to order 
the mutter, that after his death, his memorie be not fouly ſported with ſome blacke 
fault; for then is the time (when he is out of the world ) that a man is talked of, cither 
well qxill: if well, then cuery one I2menteth his abſence and lofſe, declaring how ne- | 
cefſaric and profitable he was vnto his countrie : If ill, then doe they ſpeake the worſt 
_— _ him, becauſc they now feare him no more, knowing that dead men cannot 

te at all, | 
It is toſmall purpoſe, akhongh we haue carried our ſclues vprightly all our life- 
time,itthe Caraftrophe and end thereof he vnhoneſt and wicked. For the end doth rake 
perfect the worke, and the goodlieſt building that is, is nothing worth, ifthe foundation 
thereof be not firme and (ure. 7% | 
Live fo,whileſt thou ſtaicſt in this world, as when thou ſhalt bedead,none may be a- 
ble to lay reproach vnto thee. -

O Fortwms, I cannot ſce howa man can loſea letſer loiſe, then the ſhortning of his ' 
daics: for loofing them, he lighterh vpon « path that lea{cth him into ctcrnall reſt, and 
therefore he isnot hindered at all: reſembling that marchant, who cxchangeth bad 
marchandifc, for ſuth as arc moſt pretious and rich. For a (maller matter then mine, 
thouſands of wife men haue ſhortned their liues. A witncs whereof, is that wiſe man,

Theſage Hebrew King, praiſeth in his prouerbes, the dead, morethen he doth the 
huing,death being the lecureſt harbor of all other, where when we arc arriued, weare cx- 
empted from rowing any morc in the dangerous barge of this turbulent world. Fond 
is that Pilot, who (through the fauour of the heauens, hauing gotren intoa ſafe creake 
and bay, will necdsventer backe againe into the maine Sea, at what time a tempelt ari- 
(cth,and ſo (uffereth ſhipwracke, 

Thole great per{ſonages in times paſt, in fieed of being afraid of death, tooke death 
as the chiefe(t remedie again(t all their croſſes and misfortunes. Tryamphant Ceſar, 
who cnioycdall the delights that might be,although he had reaſon to couct to liue (be- 
ing bleſſed with ſo much happines ) was fo farre off from being afraid of death, as he 
would needs entertaine the ſame, although he might have auoyded it, if he had fo plea- 
(ed. And ſhall wE then (who quite contraric to him) are oucrcharged with thouſands of 
plagues,being (inreſpet of him ) moſt vile, baſe and abie& vallalles,to whom diſgraces 
are common,and all pleaſures,hatefull adverſaries, fcarc that,which he in the chicteſt of 
all his tclicitics neucr onceſo much as doubted ? | 

Soto doc,would argue vsto haue ſmall courage,and we ſhould be like vnto the baſe 
minded Macedonian King, who ratherthen he would dic, ſuffered himſelfe to be carri- 
cd aliue in tryumph, through the ſtretes of Rome, being afterward ſtarued to death in 
priſon. Yet farre more generous,and of a braver reſolution, was Cleopatra (although 8 
fillic woman) who deccined the expeRation of 4g», by killing her ſclfe,and ſo hin- 
dcring him thereby, from beautifying his glorious tryumphant Chariot, with the lively 
ſhewe of her owne proper perſon. 

No, no, before this miſchicfe ſhall ſeaze vpon me, and that diſgrace ſhall ſtill try- 
umph oucr me; I will cnd both my life and my lamentations all at once, like that gal- 
lant Egyptian Princes, ' 

Neither is this argument forcible enough, toſay,that becauſe one loueth onely the 
inward qualitics of his Miſtris, therefore he ſhould notdie; for farre greater is the de- 
ſpite, andthe diſtre(ſe is more violent, which procecdeth from thoſe; who haue loued 
chaſtely, without offcring any outrage or vnſcemly behauiour to diſcredit themſclues, 
then it is among(t other vaine Louers: and therefore thy Miſtris haue the lefſe reafon to 
be ſo hard-harted and vnkinde towards them, when they are vrged vnto no ſuch 
villainie. | | 

This therefore is my opinion,that death isan hundred times more ſweeter then life, 
and thatthe onely defaults of Nature,without other reaſons that proceed from ſorrow, 
are of force ſufficient to make vs wiſh and venter vpon the ſame, 

Forthe free man is onely happic,and free can none be,whileſt they are intangledin 
the nets of the miſcries of this world,death onely betng of power to infranchile vs, and 
therefore isit moſt happic,and moſt neceſſarie for man. | 

While I was (thus) diſputing with my old acquaintance and friend ; curtcous 
Ornthia, was nothing forgetfull of me, who comming before my Ladie, pleaded hardin 
my bchalfe,ſhe beginning thus. Certainly (beautious Diana) moſt crucll is that man,that 
ſecketh the life of an other wh o neuer offended him. Sg 
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The Gods who arc without beginning, and therefore more to be relpeRed then 
men (although not ſo ſoone moucd to wrath) demand lildome or ncucithe blood of 
mortall creatures to explate their faults,but beivg more kinde then fo, are content with 
the warme lacrifices of beaſts. 1 nolry wit 191 | 
 "Howthencan hepurge himſelfe, who hauing never hene abuſed by ſuch aone, yer 
workcth all rhe mcancs he can to cut histhroate ? wad > 3 | 

Ic isthe propertic of Tyrants (baniſhed from the 766: v9 of men) from whom 
chrough rigour of their owne laweand wills, they take boch life and living without an 
rca'onable caule giuenthem,to bath their murthcring hangs in-giltlefic blood,butſuch 
as be godly and iuſt Pringcs,will acuer commir ſo hainous anat:much leiſe ought La- 
dics 0 acquint themlclues therewithall, they being the very patternes of compaſſion, 
of pittic, and of gnildnes z and not of blood,of murther, or of vengance. O what paine 
doth L144 prouc in the pitchy bottome (of hell, for cauſing her loving Scruant to be 
murthcred? * l 

- What ſharpe puniſhment doethe daughters of Danaws endureyfor cutting their huſ- 
bands throates ? and with what violcat plagues is Clytemneſtrs ſcourged, in dying her 
hands with thc lukewarme blood of her deare Spoule and bedtellow Agamenmon? for if 
we be cruell, then crucll thall we hade thoſe, into whoſe power we lhallchanceto light

Aboue all vices, crueltic is the moſt inſupportable z intollerable is ſhedding of 
blood, and horriblcis beaſtly, murther. None can make themſclues more ſtrange, or 
more contraric yato the Gods,rhen io ſetting abroch this damucd vice,they themſclucs 
hating crueltic, abhorriag nothing ſo much as blood-thed, =» 

If we would be willing,that they (hould pardon vs,let vs then after their example be 
curtcous and milde, towards ſuch as ſhall unplore our aide, when they hauencede of 
vs: fortheſcife-lame mcecie we (hall (hewe vneo ſtrangers, who hauc offended vs, the 
{fame ſhall we fiade returned home to vs by the 1ummortall powers themlclucs 
againc. | | 

= Let vs then ſhun this Sauadge minde,and barbarous fault,as a deadly peſtilence,and 
Ict vs driuc it from vs, as we would doc a mortallpoylon from our bodies, for it killeth 
our good namcand renowme,which oughtto be dearer vato vs, then our pretious liues 
by odds, : | 
: And ſince itis ſo, what then hath moued thee (molt Faire, yet crucl! Nymph) to 
purſue {o egerly rhe life of wretched Arcas ? | 

Alackeswhy wouldeſt thou haue him die, what fault, what crime, or what offence | 
hath he'committed againlt thee ? but (perhaps) thou wile ſay he loucth thee, and how 
then? what? doc not we loue the Gods,and arc they not glad and concented weo ſhould 
louethem? 

Thinkeſt thou that any goodly thing, or whatſorucr ſavourcth of the beautic ofthe 
Gods, can be here belowe vpon the carth, and not be loucd, and highly priſed by mor- 
tall ;ncn? If rhe Lawe commandeth vs to pardon our cacmics (as Ce/ar is more com- 
mende41 for his clemencic towards his foes,then for his notorious viRorics )how much 
more then, ought we to make account of ſuchas fancie and affet vs? If for killing our 
aducrſarics, in ſtced of ſhewing them grace and fauour, weare condemned as taultic, 
ho# much more ſhall we be, if we goc about to murther our friends ? 

Then (gratious Diana) fall not into fo horrible a finne; Thou art too faire tobe 
froward and vakinde, neither will any wiſe woman, cuer refuſe the chaſte and modeſt 
Armitic of a vertuous ſpirit,who is able to make her memorie immortall, and to liuc for 
eucr. What outrage or diſcurtclic doth a yong man vntoa ſweet Ladic, in louing her, as 
long as he gocth not about to offer violence vnto hex honour? 

For as that woman is not t9 he excuſed, who atthe carneſt praicrs of her Louer, ſuf- 
fereth that goodly Flower to be {lipt, wherein conſiſts herrepuration and credit: ſo can- 
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not ſhee chuſe but be blamed, who ſceketh the viter ruinc and ouerthrowe of ſuch as 
haſtly honour her, without impeach of tonour, $0 docth Arcas loue thee, and why 
then doeſtrliou force him to make away hinifclte ? 

Cruch isthe wrong that one receweth of 111striend, but farre more picrcing is that, 
which commeth {rom a mais owne ſclfce, ( lecing none can be greater friendes vnto vs 
then our owne [clues.)

Thus did the pittifull /4-y:h1 pleade for meagainſt her owne (elfe, willing is ſhe to 
dic, ſo ſhee nay laue my life,not carmgrinatforrowes ſhe endured, foſhee could rid me 
from ove my troubles. 

Dima having heard her,wasreadic to mak» ar (were, for they that are faire ſpoken, 
and caii fpcake with difcretion,haue u/vayys thebelt ind read: oft witres, and fo had ſhees 
Mercury \odging in her tonguc,and purcit howiedropping from oat her mouth. Harke 
then how viſcly ſhereplyed. 

If any man vexcd with a furigu5 ſpirit, ſall(without beeing proucked cr vrged, by 
any other then by their owneſelu 3) rn _newiltully vant: death, can any be blamed for 
the ſame, but onely their owne felucs ? Or 18 ir reafona ble, that ſuch as be guiltleiſ ſhall 
be puniſhed, and anſwere for che faults that others comnoit ? 

Juno is the occalion of the pl1gues that that Inxurious 7x9 endureth,and yet it was 
his owne offencethat was che cauferhereot and not Nic her (elte ? Tf theſe vaine and fan» 
taltike Luuers,who are weakened in ti1eir right wittes through Capsd, ſhall murther and 
make away ther ſtlues: arc therefore thole Ladies vuto whome they offcr their ſcruice 
the cauſe of their ruine and ouert iro? 

Hee on-ly rightly may he calied the author of miſchiefe, who cither hath done it, 
or hath cauſed ir to be done, Butwoimmen, lo they force men to loucthem ? and doe 
they compell them (indeſvireof thenfelucs)to devore rhemfelue#vnto them ? What 
they docgthey doc of thenif*lucs,arJ throug!y cher owne fulliesdoeth this magnes proe 
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ceed, and therefore who isthe cavſ-of their viiloing, buttheir owne (clues ? 

If the enuion: perion, dreth for-very gricte and rage of minde, becauſe he ſeeth his 
neizhbour profper and doewell : who burhimlzife is the oceation thereof? None for- 
ceth aty m2n to love, 4nd fo. rg womanovght to be vrged to loofe that {which isas 
pretious vnto her,as her ownebife) which 15 her honour, tofarisfeand pleaſe ſuch, who 
through theit owae vainnetle , and neeie fondnetie , ſhall worke their owne hurt and 
decay. 

Tiatdcfoerate wretchythar drowneth himſelfe,is hee to thanke any other then his 
owneſclfe,for his drowning # And (ay,that Shepheare of whom thou talkeft fhovid die, 
through his owne peeuiſſ on j-, (ink youthat i feare, leaſtrhe world would count meg 
to be the cauſe thereof? or that | thall be blamed inthar he hath done amitle + 1 warrang 
youno: For | acuer broughthim intothis nartow ſtraight, which if hee follow,it ig 
his owne fault, and not mine. | 

Beltdes,to ſay I ſeexe to couct,or to be the cauſe of his death, you doe me wrong : 
for 1 delight not in crucItie,the contentment and well. farc of another, being as deate vn- 
to mee,as mine owne health. Yetneverthelcſſc, this I mult cli you,that I wou!ld be ve- 
ric loth hee ſhould liuz, tobe fo hurtfull vnto mee, a8 to de firoy the goodly building of 
mine honor,which being o!1ce oucrehrowne,can neurr he repaired,or built new againe, 

That hec liue, I moſt heartilie with : but yet, with the conſeruaticn of my good 


name & fame, For otheriſc, I deſire vengeance to light vpon him,as on my moſt mor- - 


tall foe, although I will eu-rbe but a friend vnto his chaſte Amitic : provided alwaies, 
that he giue ſuthcient teſtimonies it be ſuch,by his good carriage & modeſt behauiour, 
Y y Far 
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For I aim not {o ignorant, but th:tT knowe purc and chaſte Louc, to be a molt 
diuine and beautifn]l Vereuc , and the hon: affeRion of right generous, and Gentle» 
maniike {pirites, to be commendavle and praile-worthie : Tecing they are of power to 
make *1109s our memorics for cuer, 

A! Portraituces, Tables, Counterfaites,and Pifturcs, ſoone looſe their colours and 
decay,be they neuer lo excellently well drawne,quickly arcthey ſpoiled, and ſoune doth 
Twncdcuour them. No Pituce of Achilles now remaineth,& yet his praiſe doth,through 
Homer: Mule. None of Alexander the great, although both Ape/ies and Lyſppas, two cx- 
quilite Painters had often drew him. And yctalchough their famous works be conſumed 
and gone,the brauc writiags of ,2int Curtin(blazoning forth the life of this mighty 
Monark)live and flouriſh. Neither is the verſe of Virgil dead, ringing outthe vertucs of 
£ncas, although the countertaites of that Troyar Prince, be all turned voto duſt. | 

And ſo,ifthat 4-:.,be(yct)aliucyl wiſh he ſo may till continue; thy oncly intreaty 
and rcquz1t being of force tocommand more of meethen this, ſccing it is thy pleaſure 
he ſhould be cntertaincd. | 

But if hc will ſo vnaduiſedly, raſhly, and ſo fooliſhly offend his owne [clfe, I heere 
waſh my handes, as clcarc from this matter , protelting heere before all , that | am in- 
nocent of his death,becauſe I neuer gauc him any ſuch occation of diſconrenement: If 
perchaunce he hauc found me,that I hauc not bene fo curtcous, nor (o affable ynto him 
atonetime,as[ hauc bin at an other: Orif that I hauc looked more heauy & 1a now and 
thengthen I haye viced to doe heretofore, Thinkerh he thereforegthat he hath iuſt reaſon 
to layallthe blame vpon me;as if I had bene ſhs, that was the Author of his ouerchrow?

This being the cauſe,that when we mect (by fortune)with one of our acquaintance, 
and hee is(as then)troubled with many thoughts in his mind, or ſome bad celcftiall Pla- 

net is predominate ouer him : wee then, (by his ſower countenance)would take him for 
ourcncmic , but no{ooner is his humour palt and gone from him , but hee is our good 
friend againe, and as kinde vnto ys, as cucr he was before, 

The weaker malt alwaics yeeld({omewhat)vnto the ſtronger,becaule the one is ne- 
ucr diitraught,nor carrycd away with our publike affaires, where the other are drawne a- 
broad with much bulineſle, and diucrs cares (which hinderech them oftentimes) to re+ 
member, or thinke wpon their inferiours. 

Let hig then luc,if he be(as yet) lining: For neuecr let N5ae wiſh to liveto ſee that 
day, wherein ſhe ſhall be reproach<d to hauc bene the caule of his death,who by his wri- 
tings doth ctcrnize the Vertuous,cſpecially,when I may preſcruc his life,and that he ſee- 
keth not to haucany thing of mee,that is preiudiciall vnto mine honour, 

This was the anſwers of wile Diara, vnto faire Orythia, who molt kindely thanking 
her in my bchalte,came merrijlic away, ſeeking to find me out: Who no ſooner ſaw me, 
but chat (hee deliuered vnio me my Ladies minde,, and therewithal! , aduiled me to goe 
preſently vnto her, an4 to preſeat my (eife vnto her. 

How to require this curccous Nymphe. for ſo exceeding a fauour dohe vnto mee, | 
know not ; Whillt I was framing a fet ſpeechin my minde, ro ſhew my (elte in ſome fort 
gratcfull vato her, How now(quoth the) itisnotm=-nowto ſtudic ? away, and get you 
gone ynto your Miſtris, As for thanks, I lookefor none at your handes, | having done 
but what was my dutic,ſecing ſuch as arc bound,muſt needs obey: yet | beſecchthe god- 
deile of Lowe, to make thee once to pittic me,who with thee no worle fortune,then I doe 
vato minc owne ſoulc,alchough thy chicte happincs, mult needs be my bad overthrow, 

And hauing ſo ayd,caſtinga pittiouseye towards mc,and lighing moſt heauilic, as 
if her heart would hauz burſt, ſhe weataway from me,and fo left me, I could not chuſe 
but weepe,thinking vpon her : When ( remembring my Ladies metlage )I et forward 
ſpeedilic to wend towards her,carryiag in my haad a certain Sonnet, which I had made 
in her praiſe notlong before, meaning to preſent it vnto her, Being arrived where ſhe 
was,l found her accumpanicd with other Nymphes , ſitting by the (ide of a Fountaine, 
which iſſucd forth from out the veines of a ſtately Rocke ,the water whereof , was farre 
clearer thenany Criſtall,in whoſe bottome was a dainty yealow Sand,ſuch as that of Pac- 
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rele, intermixed with a number of precious ſtones,of ſundry colours,& had aman bene 
able to haue thru(t his nimble hand deep cnoghyhe might(without wetting of his arme) 
with excecding great plealure,hauc taken a number of little hſhes,running vp & downe, 
and playing molt wantonly there : one while, hyding themſelues within the entrailes of 
the graucll, and another while, inſundric corners and holes of the Fountaine. 

Whilſt being (lipperie, and skipping too and tro , they would moſt cunpinglic get 
out of the fingers of him thathad caught chem, From this Fountaine,there came forth 
two [weet Riucrs, which growing intoa great water,rannc round about the whole Coun- 
trey, looling themſelues as they fell intoche Seaalioyning., 

This Fountaine was ſhadowed ouer with beautious Cipreile , and louely Orenge 
ttees,the ſweete buds and bloiTomes whereof, was able to rauiſhthe mindes euen of bruit 
Beaſts : within the Rock,were many leates to reft onsframed by nature fo artificiallie, as 
no cunning could any way.come ncare them, they being alwaics coucred with pleaſing 
Camomell, the more to delight the ſcnſc of man. 

The ground all along was full of greene gralle,and other pretie hearbes, which the 
teeth of Cattell had neucr (poy1-d, nor oucr-heate of the day, ſcorched or burned. 

Manic (weete Roſe-trees [prung forth,from vutthe [ides of that Rocke, in diuers 
places,and that info iu{band feemly an order, as you would haue thought they had bene 
planted, and (ct by the handy-labour of ſome curious Gardiner: whilſt all fort of Roots 
{prouced out in their right colours,the odoriterous ient whereof was fuch,and the ſcitua- 
tion of the place {vo delightfull, as you would hauc thoght your (elfe in Paradice, as long 
as you had continued there. Neuer was there Pallace more beaurifull. 
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That Fountaine which the warlike Horſe cauſed to ſpring out of the ground, with a, Lx2mple, 


{he hoofe of his footewas nothing ſo daintie, (although more commended, by ſuch as 
drankeoft the water thereof ) they being inſpired with the gift of Poetric cuer after, 

Ia this ſo pleaſant a ſeate then, did I Ende gratious D:2n4 , paſſing away her time, 
one while,with waſhing her beautifull face : an other while, her Diamond eyes, and then 
againc,hcr long and {lender hands, No care as then troubled her,neither was ſhe buſted 
in canuaſing in her braines, any ſerious matter of weighty importance. 


As that great Sacrificer , who thinking to ſacrifice to /uno the goddelle of Riches, A Simulie, 


(finding her Image cither þloodic, or ſweating ) ſuddainely withdraweth himſelfe from 
thence,conſulting with hisfcllow-Pric{t, about the ſtrange chance, before he beginhe his 
Ceremonies againe 5 Euen ſo, I ſeeing ſorare a beautic, ſtood as one amazed, without 
ſpeech, and as if I had bene ina ſound, Et, 

And now I hegan to conlider within my felte, whether I were beſt to goe forwards 
on my iourney , and offer my Preſent vnto this Nymphe, or whether without ſpeaking 
vnto her, I ſhould rurne backe againe.and gocfrom whence I came. 

For although ſuch onely tinde Fortune to fauour them, who are venturous, and of 
bold ſpirits, (yct thought I) ir were farre better, not to tryeall,(eſpecially, when a mans 
life or credit Iycth therevpon)then like bold Bayard, to runne bluntly onwards; and fo 
to take repulſc,and bedenyed of his ſute, For more ſure and certaine is the meane life, 
and cſtate,then 1s thcricheſt and higheſt in authority,wherin there is nothing but trou- 
ble and danger. h 

This was the cau(c I tood ſo long debating of the matter within my ſelfe, whether 1 
were beſt to purſue my firſt enterpriſc or not For hardly dare a man ſpeak to ſuch one 
as we feare & reſpet,bur in the end,the ſame thing that made mee molt ro doubt,did rid 
me out of the ſave, ſtifling my feare,& driving away all ſorrow from me. For my Miltris 
hauing c{picd mee, (who was r:care readie to goc back againe) called me vnto her. 

O how ſweete and comfortable was that found vato mee? I thinking I had bene 
ealled by ſome Gol there-abouts, Gratious and full of courtelie was her ſpeech , info- 
much, as l counted my name molt bleſſed , becaule it was pronounced by my louclie 
Goddelle, | 

No longer will I maruell now, although the voyces of Saintes heeretofore, haue 
bene of power to call yp dead Coarles , from out the bottome of their graues, ( where 
they lay buricd) reſtoring them vnto life againe : ſince that of my faire Miſtrifſe was a- 
ble todriue away all ſadnelſc and ſorrow from mee , andto reuiue freſh hope within me.

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But yet I could with with all my hart,that they had bece meant vnto ſome other more 
vertuous Saint: For worthicthings belong vnto ſuch as arc worthic perſonages,, great 
mattcrs vnto great & mightic Potentates,& what 13 honorablc,is duc vntothe vertuous: 
no otherwiſc,then ſhame & reproach do belong vnto the infamous,& ſuch as be wicked. 

Notwithſtanding all this, I will not giue ouer to accountof thy Aw/e, ſeeing that 
(for all ſhee hath taken ſo leane and barren aſubicd as my1clfe) ſhe doth ſo well, by rea- 
{on whereof, ſhe ſheweth herſelfe to be the more worthic of commendation and praiſe. 

Bur farre better, and more perfe(by great oddes) would the appeare,if the founda- 
tion whereypon ſhe had built, had bene but as goodly,as ſhee her {cite is faire. For then 
no doubt,but ſhe would hoy) orth molt (traunge and matchletle workes, as of beauti- 
full parents, (weete and well-fauoured children arc borne. 

Ah,lay notſo, molt ſacred Nymph (replyedT) although theſe your ſpeeches are 
like vaco a lowlic vertuc, wherein (the more you humble your ſclfe ) the more you are 
exalted ; For what Goddellcis there raigning in the Skics abouc, that meriteth more 
praiſe then thoudoelt ? And what mortall woman is there liuing, that carricth a minde 
more chaſte, a hcart more vertuous, a bcautie more excellent, or a iudgement more 
perfeR, then thou thy [cite doeſt 2 

Although great perſons are by the benefite of Fortune, raiſed and aduaunced vnto 
many Titles of honour, and are cnriched with Treaſures mightilic,we cannot therefore 
fay,that for that onely caulc, they arc more worthic of praiſe, then fuch meaner crea- 
rurcs,as arc barred from ſuch great wealth and autnoritic, (o long as they be as curtcous 
as the others : For crue glory is not giucn to blinde and cheating Fortune, but vnto di- 
uinc and heauenly Vertuc. 

Heis worthy of little praiſewho hath nothing of his owne,but is faine to borrow of 
others: &ſuch arerich men,who throgh theaduancement of nature,&notoftheir own - 
induſtric, enioy that which they haue : wheras ſuch as are wiſe, (yho of their own [clues, — 
withoutthe helpof others)(thew many proofs of vertuc,delcrue to be comendedindeed, 

Poore Homer is more accounted of, then rich Agamemnor : laudiciſe Mars, thencoues 

tous Cr.ſſus:& poore So/on,more then golden Craſus. Ando {faire Nymph)although 

chou haſt not the name of a Goddeſle, ({ecing in deſert,thou doeſt merite the fame) why 

ſhouldeſt thou refuſe that praiſe,that is rightly duc and belonging vnto the ſoucraigne 
wersaboue. | M4 

Bucl know thy minde,and by thy ſpeech doe gather what thou meaneſt. Thou ſee- 
meſt to refule the fruits of my A1#/c,(and nbt without great reaſon)becauſe they are too 
weake,and vnableto diſplay,and ſctabroach thy vertucs, Foras thoſe that are excellent 
Poets, greatly honor wiſe and worthy ſpirits : ſo ſuch as be grolle and vnlearned, rather 
bring diſcredite, then credite vnto them, by their harſh and fooliſh vor(es ; It being far 
better for a brauic Heyoicall minde, norto be praiſed atall, then to heare himfelfe-com- 
mended, by the mouth of an illiterated and {imple Poctizer, ) 

This is the cauſe thou refuſelt my verſe, but it is certaine;that the more Vertue flieth 
from gloric, the, more docth gloric follow her. The Sages intimes paſt did well ,tore- An Example. 
ic the praiſes, which were attributed vnto them, and becauſe they would not be icenc; 
when they pur in practiſe many rare and admirable cxploites , they hidde themſclucs 
cloſe, within ſome vnfrequented Deſart or other. 

And yet neuertheleflc,they had their due in the ende,and when they leaſt dreamed FF 
of any ſuch matter, Gloric palleth through the pikes of all difhcultics, yet it deſcendeth 
downe into the Tombs of the dead : ſounding like a Trumpet, the duc praiſes of manic 
when they are burycd,who whilſt they liued, would notaccept of any ſuch matter. For 
as the Cloudes,although they ſhew thicke,darke,and gloomic,cannotfor all chat, hinder 
the brightnes of the Sunne, but for all cheir foggic vapours,hee will breake out,and ap- 
pearc in his ſplendent Maicltic ; Eucn ſo, (maugre the cruell times, yea, and in deſpite 
of their owne (clues) the vertuous are cuer honoured, whom gloric it ſcife,doeth neuer 
abandon or forſake. And thereforc(gratious Nymph)reie& not what my«24%e in moſt 
humble manner beſtoweth vpon thee,ſecing ſhe doth the beſt ſhe can. For the good will 
of the giuer,& not the richnes of the gift,doth perteR,& make better the preſent, Poore 
folke giuc as much(althogh it be of little value) conlidering their abilitic, as the migh- 
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tier ſort doc, although they beſtow neuer ſo much : and the liflic widowes Mite, was as 
well accepted, as the richett mens golde,whichinthe Temple was offered, 

Daincthen to make me (o fortunare,as co vouchſafe to acceprot me to channt forth 
thy praiſes z Anddoubr not, but fo carnelt a delire ſhall ſo much animate and incou- 
rage my ALsſe,as the will think nothing caryſeeme to be too har for her. Forthis caulc 
_ onely do'l hue: nothing ſomuch keeping lifewithin my bogre, as a zealous delire (He- 

rald-l1ke)to blazoa forth thy vertues,which If I choughtI mighe nor obtaine, | would 

chulec rather todierhen live, 

' My gifts are butſmall,and yet more commendable ſhalt thou be, for accepting of 
them, then if they had bene richer : becauſe the world thall fee, that not anie couctous 
humor of gaine,nor any worth ofthe preſent, moued meeto make a tender of the ſame, 
but only an humble minJ;& the right noblenes,of thy more then curtcons vwn Nature, 

-..  Thusdid | argue for my felte,when my taire Saint, who tooke {ome vleaſure inmy 

{peech,begannetoanſwer me in this manner. 

Neucr oughtany honeſt praiſe to be reieed,becaule it proceedeth ram good will, 
The Gods themſclucs taking rhe part the praiſes of the (imple, as well as of thoſe 
thatare more mightic, I therefore accept of thine if thouthinkelt there be any thing 
in mce,(as1 doubt me there is not)worthy of thy (tadic,bur yet with this condit:on,thac 

like a faithful Hyftoriographer, and not as a fawning Poet, thou ſer downe the truth,

Be theniuſtand true inthy writings,and then no doubt, but the labour which thou 
ſhalt take,ſhalbe much letſened & abated, and {mall ſhalbe the paine thou putteſt thy pen 
too, becauſe thou ſhalt finde little or nothing in mee, worthy to be commended. 
 Butabouc all,l would wiſhthee,to haue {peciall regard vnto this: thatthy works (if 
by channce thou ſhale find,l be worthy of thy Inuention)breed neither icaloulic of me, 
nor malicious enuic a me,therwo common plagues among(t all men. 
For it were farr&Ftter to liue bare and poorely, and without beeing made famous 
abroad,thento be rich, and be enuicd ofall,and foto purchaſe the ill will of eucry one. 
This onely delire, was Ceſar: death, his enemies nn Prory= at his vertues 2 
and this wasthe loſe of the life of Alexander the great, who was hated forhis exceeding 
great victories. | | « 
Sofaid the beautious Nymph,and that with ſo good a grace, as (although ſhee ſee. 
med to makeaſhewe,that ſhee was vnwilling toaccept of the praiſes of my 44/c)yet did 
ſhe ſo wittilic order the matter,as I found by the circumſtance of her diſcourſe, ſhe did 
notaltogetherreie mine offer, Quickly did I find her meaning, for (who marketh ſo 
narrowly the manner & faſhion,the geſture,and the countenance of his Miſtris,as docth 
the Louer,ſecing he findeth either goodor hurt, in the leaſt glaunce of her eyes? 

\ Soone did | conceiuethat ſhe did not differ much from my minde,and I made my 
ſelfe'ready toanſwer her: when behold,we might ſuddenly heare a great noiſe a far off,as 
if it had bene of fome wilde Beaſt, that brake through buſhes, paſt through hedges, and 
forced the very trees to ſtoope and ſhake,with his furious running againſt them. 

This noiſe made my Ladiec,and all her company maraclloully afraid,for it was moſt 
terrible in their cares: wherevpon, they began totake their fAlight, and that they might 
runnethe ſwiſter,the feare of this ſtraunge accident, lent them wings. 

I (ceing this, tooke my werthic Diana vnderthe arme, (the grea'eſ? favour that 
eucr | had before recciued of her)and yet was it not willingly graunted by her: For ne- 
uer would ſhee have ſuffered me to haue done ſo much,but that the danger,and her pre- 
ſept neceſſitiewas{uch, I helping her the betterto get vpvnto the toppe of the forclaid 
high Rocke, at the foote of which, was ( as I tolde you before) a moſt faire and cleare 
Chriſtiall Fountaine. When becing there , wee thought our (clues to be quite out of 


all peril] and danger:and that if it were a Bearc,ora Lyon,or any Tyger,it could not _ 
calily 
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ealily getvprtothetop ofthe ſame:or atleaſt,that we-could not be diſcouered in fo high 
a place: but yet neuerthele(ſe,my L adieftill quaking &trembling;as one that could not 
abandon her penliuencs vpon the ſuddaine. 

She endured, that [ ſhould holde her vnder the arme, whileſt in the meane time, I 
ventured to touch her white and daintic hand, which was to me; as if [ had bene in Para- 
diſc, tor ſo much did feare pollctfe her, as ſhe neuer thought of any luch matter. O what 
a happic time had | as then? and how much was Ibcholding vnto that wi!de beaſt, al- 
thoughthererror thereof,did make meto ſhake?A right holy day was that day vnto me, 
and the happieſt that cuer [ had in ail my life, 

Grearwas the pleaſure my poore heart felt as then,when I had that libertic to touch 
choſe rare and vitorious hands;as long lince theſe deſperate Pirates had,who came from An Example, 
farre,onely to kitle the filt of Scipio, ſurnamed Aff ican, after he had taken his farewell of 
vagratetull Rome, Neuer was there ſolillic a white hand,neuer one ſofoft and ſupple, for 
many hraue mindes had they brought vnder their yoake, they not once daring tore- 
fuſe her command, 

Although this fauour-was but (mall, yet ſtood Iſo much in awe to diſpleaſc her, as 1 
trembled more for feare of her, then 1 did of the Monſter. For twiſc had I madetriall of 
her anger alrcadie,whichT felt more hot then fircit ſelfe,doubting greatly leaſt I ſhould 
fall into-the like danger againe. ; 

Thus, while(t now-and then touched her ſweet hands, ſhe neuer perceived what1 
did, whether it were, cither becauſe ſhe made ſhewe that ſhe knew it not, or becaule feare 
had ſo hindered her, that ſhe could not conceiue of any ſuch thing: for where dread (ca- 
zcth vpon one, there can be no other thoughts, ſhedriuing them away, and making her 
ſelfe onely Miſtris of that place, But howſocuer it was, it fell out well for me, to cnioy (6 
great a happines, 

But it the onely touching of her hand, was of force to bring me into an Extafic of 
ioy and pleaſure, what then (thinke you) would the kiſſing of the ſame haue wroughtin 
mc,if I had had licenſe to hauc done ſo much vnto her ? 

No doubt I had died through extreame delight,as that Romane Gentlewoman did, An Example, 
when the ſawe her ſonne returned home ſafe and aliue, from that bloodie battaile of 
Camas,where ſhe thought he had bene ſlaine. | 

But was notworthy of ſo greata good, and therefore was well contented with the 
fortune | had before. Meane ſpace, this beaſt commeth with a moſt ſtrange boldnes, 
there not being his like in all the world, affrighting not onely the Gods of the woods, 
bue men,and other (enſclefle creatures alſo. 

The Serpent Python was neuer (0 horrible,the Hydra that Herewles ſlew, not halfe (o 
terrible : novthat great Crocadile,that was taken vpon the bankes of Ni, and preſent- 
ted vnto King Prolomie by his fiſhers,was halfe ſo hideous or herce. 

He had the head of a wilde Boore, hauing ſharpe and great prickles round about his 
throatc,asred as any blood:his haire,his skinne,and his cares,were as a Lyons:his bellie 
234 Leopard, His taile as a Serpent his feete as a Griffon,& he had wings as an Eagle,with The deſarips- 
great proudnes did he come to drinke at that cleare Fountaine, I wondring much, that ——_ 
the verie ſprine t'1creuf did not drice vp,at the light of ſovgly a Monſter. p4 RIDE, 

He'r1-ixeat his pleaſure, whileſt very dread kept 'vs within a little hole, which we 
by ch4ce had found out vpon the top of the Rocke,ints which we had gotten,becauſe 
wewould not be ſeenc of this adious beaſt, but when we ſawe him winged,we then began 
ro feare,more then euer we had done hefore ; for then we thought verily,that he would 
take hisflight vp, vnto the Rocke, and ſodcuour vs, who (tood trembling and ſhaking, 
becauſe we imagined it could not be but that he had ſcene vs: for alwaics feare turn 
cucrv thing tothe worſt. judging (iniſterly of the fame. 

To he ſhort,he had ſeene vs indeed, and (no doubt) to our great h1irt, had he made 
{cer vs, to finde our feare true, but that there arriued vpon the ſudduine a £50) - he —ax. 
mozell plainely apparelled,in white linnin, with a comely kind of attire vpon her head, ;. 
fare in ace, her in countenance, lowly in gate, and yet moſt loucly tobehold, In her 
hand (he had a Bowe which bent when ſhe vleaſed, and ſcuen arrowes, well headed and 

ſharpe, and though ſhe were otherwiſe naked, not hauing other weaponsat all, yet _ 
c 
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Ic not ſand in doubt of this hcree Moniter, but boldly marched towards him, whileſt 
though her pace was {oftand humble, yet did jt (eeme chiis hugic beaſt did tearc her, and 
faine would hauc bene gone from her. $1 

Diucrs were our opinions as concerning this Dame, ſome thought ſhe was Dsana, 
others that it was /une, fore Afinerne, and lome Venus, But to (ay truth, (he reſembled 
none of them, being more fairc, then ſoinc of them, and leile beautifull then the other: 
and yet more mildeand curtcous then any of them all. 

'Toconclude, we all agreed, with a generall conſent, that ſhe was ſome diuine crea- 
eurc, ſceing the addeeiled herfelte to goe again(t the Moniter {6 boldly, who perceiving
